The year of the accidental breeding

B reeders strive, former Maryland Horse Breeders Association president Tom 
Bowman told The Racing Biz, “to narrow down the chances of failure.” 

It seems perhaps a negative way of looking at the endeavor, but it’s merely 
the flip side of the old saw, “Breed the best to the best and hope for the best.” 

The point is that in planning a breeding-any breeding-there are a handful of 
knowns and a universe full of unknowns. You can breed the best to the best and get, 
well, the worst, because every horse—every living creature—contains both desirable 
and undesirable elements. 

All of which was brought home once again this Triple Crown season. Call it the 
year of the accidental breeding. 

First, of course, came Kentucky Derby and Preakness winner California Chrome. 
Steve Coburn and Perry Martin had sent their mare, Maryland-bred Love the 
Chase, to Redattore (Brz). 

The breeding didn’t take, however, and then Redattore was shipped out of 
the country. Coburn and Martin shifted to Plan B —inexpensive stallion Lucky 
Pulpit—and that mating produced CaHforna Chrome. 

Winning two legs of the Triple Crown is not a bad outcome for a second-choice 
breeding. 

It’s safe to say, however, that not too many people expected California Chrome’s 
bid to become the sport’s 12th Triple Crown winner to be derailed by the product of 
another second-choice breeding. And yet that’s exactly what happened when TonaHst 
surged late to take the Belmont Stakes. 

Like California Chrome, Tonahst, a son of Tapit out of the Pleasant Colony mare 
Settiing Mist, has connections to the Mid-Atlantic region. Though he’s a Kenmcky- 
bred, his breeders are Rene and Lauren Woolcott’s Woodslane Farm, and the colt 
hved for more than a year at that property in The Plains, Va. 

And, also tike Cahfornia Chrome, Tonahst is a mistake of sorts. The original idea 
was to send Setding Mist to Speightstown, but the Woolcotts were unable to get her into 
the sire’s 2010 book. They, hke Martin and Coburn, turned to Plan B, in this case, Tapit. 

The similarities largely end there. Cahfornia Chrome is a modestly bred sort 
owned by two relative newcomers to racing. They may not visit racing’s grander 
stages again. 

Tonahst, on the other hand, is regally bred, the latest star from a wonderful female 
family. And his owner, Robert “Shel” Evans, is himself the latest of a decorated 
racing family. He’s the son of Thomas Mehon Evans, who campaigned dual-classic 
winner Pleasant Colony, and the brother of the late Edward P. Evans, who bred and 
raced Quahty Road among many other top horses. Still, for aU those differences, 
Cahfornia Chrome and Tonahst—both the products of second-choice matings —share 
something that in racing trumps ah. They’re both classic winners. 
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FIVE PREAKNESS QUESTIONS FOR DAVE RODMAN 


Pimlico announcer Dave Rodman called 
his 25th consecutive Preakness this year. 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred caught up with 
Rodman the day before the big race. 

MAT: Give us your memories of the 
Preakness. 

Rodman: There have been so many 
Preaknesses that are etched in your 
memory through the years... Silver 
Charm, Big Brown, Smarty Jones, Afleet 
Alex, Rachel Alexandra.. .you can go on 
and on and on. PU always remember Silver 
Charm, Free House, Captain Bodgit, 
the sun was out, they came out of the 
shadows and there were three heads on 
the line. That would be number one. 
Afleet Alex would be right up there, with 
the athleticism of jockey Jeremy Rose. 
Smarty Jones was a runaway winner 
but the noise level, we had half of 
Philadelphia here, that was exciting.” 

MAT: Describe calling your first 
Preakness. 

Rodman: 1991. Hansel. It was a runaway 
win, go back to that tape and I sound 
like I was 16 years old. Previously, the 
biggest race I had called was maybe the

Super Derby, it’s a big day but everything 
is glass-enclosed. But here, you hear aU 
this noise, you hear even more noise when 
they’re off, even more noise into the far 
turn, that electric atmosphere beams up, 
it’s exhilarating to hear the crowd. It was 
something I wasn’t used to, it pumps you 
up but it’s also intimidating the first time 
you do it. 


MAT: How much preparation do you do 
for the Preakness? 

Rodman: i jot a few ideas down but 
you can’t absolutely script out the race, 
because you just don’t know what’s going 
to happen. Who expected Oxbow to get 
out and slow it down like last year? There 
are a few ideas, but I do it less than I used 
to. You can’t get overly concerned with 
what you’re going to say. You try to just 
describe what you see. 

MAT: What is it like to call California 
Chrome? 

Rodman: This year it’s clear-cut, he’s 
such a standout with the purple silks and 
the green cap and he’s odds-on. It’s a httle 
easier than the Derby, you can always keep 
your eyes on where the key horses are. 

The critical part is entering the far mrn, 
it’s the farthest point away, they go behind 
some tents, there’s a stage over there, they 
disappear for a few moments-I always 
worry a horse is going to get in trouble 
and I’m not going to see it. 

MATl Any advice for an announcer of the 
Preakness? 

Rodman: piay it as it happens. Try to 
temper it early and build it to a crescendo. 
And expect the unexpected.

I n reality, they are a study in contrasts. 
Jade’s Revenge is a tall, patrician bay, 
expressive, approachable. He’s the 
stuff of horse-crazy young girls’ dreams. 
Monarch Lane, a welterweight chestnut, 
doesn’t care why you’ve come and has no 
interest in exchanging pleasantries. No 
warm fuzziness there; he’s all business. 
Extend your hand at your own peril. 

On paper, they’re more kindred. Both 
are Kentucky-bred black type earners who 
spent time in the care of A-List train¬ 
ers during their racing careers. Their hfe- 
time past performances show starts at 
Gulfstream Park, Keeneland and Saratoga 
under household names Dominguez, 
Velazquez, Prado, Desormeaux.

But most importantly, both hit the 
Thoroughbred retirement jackpot when 
they ended up with Charlie and Sherry 
Fenwick at their 200-acre Gone To Ground 
Farm in Upperco, Md. 

Monarch Lane (Maria’s Mon—Sur¬ 
prising Fact, by Known Fact) was bred by G. 
Watts Humphrey and WS. Farish. Trained 
by Todd Pletcher, he carried the colors of 
Edgewood Farm in his four starts on the 
flat. He broke his maiden at first asking at 
Gulfstream at 3 in 2005, was third in allow¬ 


ance company in his next start and from 
there stepped right up into the Illinois 
Derby-G2, finishing second to Greeley’s 
Galaxy. 

‘‘People were excited by that. The plan 
had been to run in the Kenmcky Derby but 
he was not among the top 20 money-win¬ 
ning horses,” Charlie Fenwick explained. 

Shelved until January 2006, he came 
back in a first-level allowance and won 
again. 

“He ended up breaking a bone in his 
knee and now has four terrible-looking 
screws in it. They didn’t want him to ever 
run again on the flat.” 

Now 12, Monarch Lane originally came 
to Fenwick’s attention when he ended up 
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at the farm of his brother, Bruce Fen¬ 
wick. The horse had been given to Mona 
DeVivo, a family friend who was looking 
for a foxhunter. DeVivo originally kept 
him at the Green Spring Hounds, but that 
didn’t work when he turned out to be, as 
Sherry Fenwick put it, ‘‘a bit more than 
they wanted to have around.” 

Charlie took over, ‘‘Let me teU you how 
I found Monarch Lane. . .” 

It was Thanksgiving Day 2009 and the 
former amateur steeplechase jockey was 
driving home from a day’s foxhunting at 
Bruce’s farm adjacent to the Maryland 
Hunt Cup course. Around the corner on 
Butler Road, Charlie saw two sets of hoof- 
prints going away from the hunt club. 

“That’s strange, I don’t think we ever 
came over this way,” Charlie thought as 
he pondered the horseshoe scars on the 
blacktop. Then he got to Jack Fisher’s 
place and the tracks stopped. 

At dinner that night, Charlie told Bruce 
about the discovery and got a ready expla¬ 
nation. 

“Oh, that’s my horse,” Bruce said. “The 
hunt came through this afternoon and 
this crazy horse of Mona’s jumped out 
and took another horse with him. They 
ran down Belmont Road, turned right on 
Buder Road and they have to have gal¬ 
loped five miles right down the center of 
the road. They ended up at a neighbor’s 
place. That horse of Mona’s, he’s tough. 
He was very talented at one point, but he’s 
a real pain in the ass to deal with.” 

That and the story of the Illinois Derby 
was enough to intrigue Charhe, who had 
the free time and the free space to take on 
a new project. All involved agreed that the 
horse was entirely too much for DeVivo, 
and just like that. Monarch Lane found a 
new home. 

Charlie worked with the gelding con¬ 
stantly and hunted him for a year before 
running him over timber. “That wasn’t so 
successful,” he said. “I can handle him and 
foxhunt him because I’ve gotten to know 
him pretty well and I’m a strong rider. But 
he’s not gonna settle behind five or six 
horses and jump 15 fences.” 

Not that Monarch Lane didn’t get a 
chance. He made nine starts over timber 
and on the flat in point-to-points and 
steeplechase meets, winning once over 
timber (at Potomac in 2010) and once on 
the flat (at WiUowdale 2009). In his only 
sanctioned timber start, he pulled up at 
Fair HiU in 2010. With Charlie aboard. 


Monarch Lane was on the winning team at 
the Foxhall Team Chase in 2012-leading 
throughout, of course. 

“He goes through cycles. I’ll say that,” 
Charhe said. “Sometimes he’ll be very 
docile, but you can’t turn him out with 
another horse because he might savage 
the other horse. He is tough, there is no 
two ways about it, and you have to be very 
careful around him. But I enjoy him. I’ve 
had him aU these years, I hunt him regu¬ 
larly. He’ll hunt for four hours, and he gets 
tougher as the day goes on too. I’m sort of 
glad I didn’t get him when I was younger, 
because I would have tried to make him 
into a timber horse, and both of us might 
have gotten hurt. When you get on his 
back, he is absolutely fearless and I enjoy 
riding him. I know that I’m on a good 
horse when I’m on him. It’s a lot of fun.” 

Sherry Fenwick doesn’t quite share her 
husband’s opinion. 

“He’s not a bad ride, but he’s miser¬ 
able on the ground,” she said. “He’s been 
cranky and angry the whole time he’s been 
here. And he gives nothing back; nada. He 
just continues to take from you.” 

Charhe puts it more simply, “Monarch 
is not really Sherry’s bag.” 

Jade’s Revenge, on the other hand, 
brought Sherry back to horses. 

A cycle of personal losses had left her 
feehng adrift, and she considered giving up 
riding. The Middleburg, Va., native grew 
up in the saddle—“my heart is with steeple¬ 
chase horses” —and spent several years 
working for Jonathan Sheppard. During 
that time she formed a deep bond and 
close friendship with Sheppard assistant 
Betsy Wells, who passed away from cancer 
in 2006. 

“Around the time Betsy died, things had 
just changed. And then [retired Maryland 
Hunt Cup winner] Buck Jakes died a few 
years later. Too much tragedy. I needed to 
focus. I felthke all those friendships - those 
people you have such a hfe with in our 
horse world—I reahzed I didn’t want to 
lose touch with that. So I called Graham 
and Anita Motion. I knew I needed a horse 
that was coming off the track and didn’t 
know anything.” 

The Motions had just such a horse. 
Jade’s Revenge was bred and owned by 
Falls Church Racing Stables, headed 
by Brent Johnson of Better Talk Now 
fame. Foaled in 2003, the son of Quiet 
American—Valnesian, by Vahd Appeal, 
won Keeneland’s Ben Ah Stakes-G3 and 


earned $413,128 by the time he retired 
with eight wins and 25 top-three finishes 
from 40 starts. 

He was a 7-year-old (and stih an entire 
horse) closing out his career when Sherry 
and Charhe Fenwick went to Saratoga to 
watch him run in the John’s CaU Stakes in 
August 2010. Jade’s Revenge finished last 
of 12, and soon joined the Fenwick team. 

Sherry had him gelded, brought him 
home briefly and then sent him to friend 
and trainer Bihy Santoro for re-education. 
Watching him school over fences one day. 
Sherry knew he was exactly what she’d 
hoped to find. 

“He was just so beautiful and wonderful 
over jumps. He took to this hfe reaUy weh; 
he loves it. And he and I are at the same 
point in our hves. . . we hke to go out and 
play, we hke to hunt when we want, we hke 
to fool around when we want, we’re not 
going to push anything, we respect each 
other. I’m a Christmas and New Year’s fox- 
hunter-no thing hke what Charhe does.” 

One adjective is oft repeated when 
Sherry discusses Jade: “perfect.” He’s the 
perfect size, the perfect body type, the 
perfect temperament-the anti-Monarch 
Lane (to her). 

Farm foreman Stephee Smith is grate¬ 
ful to have a Jade’s Revenge to balance 
out Monarch Lane. She and Sherry have 
known each other for more than 35 years. 
When Smith contacted Sherry a few years 
ago and expressed interest in finding a job 
and a place to hve in Maryland, Sherry 
jumped on the opportunity and offered 
her the position. The Fenwicks had just 
sold their farm on Butler Road in Butler 
and relocated to their current property, 
which was formerly owned by the late 
Hugh and Achsah O’Donovan. 

“We had just moved out of the Butler 
Road farm and had nothing going on up 
here,” Sherry said. “We had nobody to 
help us. And she’s so wonderful. . . so 
devoted to the horses. She’s a kind soul to 
deal with Monarch the way she does, and 
she gives all of these horses the best Hfe 
possible.” 

Two other former Motion runners. 
Jade’s Revenge’s unraced younger half- 
brother Torpedo of Truth and Old Master 
Expert (GB) (who goes by “Art”), are part 
of the group as weU. 

“I love aU of them, I do,” said Sherry. 
“Jade, Monarch. . . all of them. We are just 
so lucky to be able to give a Hfe to these 
horses. They’re fantastic.” ^

No roadmap 
to racing success 


T om Bowman stood in the Pimlico 
Race Course winner’s circle and 
smiled. Well, he laughed reaUy. 
Because that’s all he could do. 

Bowman, a veterinarian and successful 
breeder in Maryland for years, wound 
up part of the Triple Crown story as the 
co-breeder of Cahfornia Chrome’s dam 
Love the Chase. Officially, the Maryland- 
bred daughter of Not For Love and the 
Polish Numbers mare Chase It Down was 
bred by Bowman and Higgins Stable (a 
combination of the Bowman family and 
parmer Milton Higgins). Sold for $30,000 
as a 2-year-old at Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
in 2008, Love the Chase went to 
California and-as the story goes-started 
out waiting tables and became an actress. 
She ran just six times, won once for an 
$8,000 claiming price, was purchased 
outright by original partners Steve 
Coburn and Perry Martin for that $8,000 
and became a broodmare. Her first foal 
was California Chrome, the most famous 
horse in North America in 2014. 

As he did when a horse he bred 
won the Maryland Hunt Cup, Bowman 
joked that he knew it aU along. That he 
masterminded the whole thing. That it 
was aU sort of some grand vision for each 
horse. 

^4t’s aU X’s and O’s, you know?” he 
told me on Preakness Day with a wink. 
‘We planned it all out on paper.” 

Just hke that scientist at DuPont who 
invented Teflon, an accident ultimately 
worth bilhons. 

Love the Chase was no accident, and 
she’s not going to be worth billions 
anytime soon, but she is proof that good 
things come when you participate, when 
you work at something, when you invest 
your time and knowledge and life’s work 
in something you are about. Like the 
Teflon guy. Bowman works at it. 

He, his wife Chris, and their children 
have participated in the Maryland 
Thoroughbred industry for decades. 


They’ve bred numerous state champions 
and talented Thoroughbreds at Dance 
Forth Farm in Chestertown and Roland 
Farm in Chesapeake City. 

They are successful, on a variety of 
levels and at a variety of things (veterinary 
work, stallions, breeding, sales, racing). 
Tom is a past president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association and a sought- 
after ally for the industry when it comes 
to politics, industry improvement and the 
future. 

Like Love the Chase, some Bowman- 
breds have found callings outside of 
their original aims-most notably Bug 
River and TwiU Do (who each won the 
Maryland Hunt Cup twice) and Good 
Night Shirt (one of three millionaires in 
American steeplechase history). 

“Most of the successes you have in 
this game are, at best, happenstance, and 
many of them are absolutely accidental,” 
Bowman said after watching Good Night 
Shirt win a Grade 1 jump race in 2008. 

“All the plotting, planning and thinking 
you do and many of the successes come 
out of left field. It’s humbhng, it kind of 
lets you know that you’re not as bright as 
you might think you are.” 

And therein lies the real lesson for 
anybody taking part in the great mystery 
of this Thoroughbred game. Namre is in 
charge. 

The animals matter every bit as 
much-probably more-than the humans. 
The horses can be fast, slow, good, bad, 
mean, friendly, happy, sad, excitable, 
placid, strong, weak, big, small, graceful, 
awkward. You can ponder pedigrees and 
contemplate conformation aU you want, 
and those things are important, but the 
efforts are far from guaranteed. The 
beautifully correct, bnUiantiy fast 2-year- 
old might never make it to the races. The 
slow mare might produce a dual classic 
winner. 

Just ask Tom Bowman.

“I never thought of this. I was just 
training my horses and hoping Fd get lucky 
someday” 

He smiled when he said it, and took 
a deep breath while coming to terms 
with how lucky he’d gotten. His horse, 
the California-bred with roundabout roots 
through Maryland, Idaho, Kentucky and 
his home state, stood on the verge of his¬ 
tory. Sherman, a former exercise hder and 
jockey, a successful if hardly renowned 
trainer from the West Coast, stood with 
him. 

Before them waited a stuffed grand¬ 
stand, an even more jammed infield where 
Grammy winner horde had just wrapped 
up a set. Gleeful fans shouted encourage¬ 
ment along the last steps of the horse¬ 
path. With aU that came history, oppor¬ 
tunity, expectation and pressure. Every 
year, when the calendar turns to mid-May, 
Thoroughbred racing latches on to a new 
star—the Derby winner. 

“This is the one,” the racing nation 
speaks during Preakness Week. “Surely, 
this is the horse who will win it all, the 
one who wiU end this chase for the Triple 


Crown. This horse, right now, wiU erase 
aU the pain, the almosts, the wouldas and 
couldas. 

Art Sherman knew aU that. His horse 
looked the part—a shiny chestnut with four 
white feet and a wide blaze, a five-race win¬ 
ning streak, a dominating Derby win and a 
backstory worthy of a Hollywood script. 
The next scene was up to him. 

The colt, a son of unheralded stallion 
Lucky Pulpit and the less-heralded Mary¬ 
land-bred Not For Love mare Love the 
Chase, dominated the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
by 1 % lengths while geared down the last 
50 yards and scared away all but two foes 
from the May 3 classic. Two weeks later, 
on a sunny and cool-in-the-shade May 
17 in Baltimore, California Chrome met 
nine opponents in the 139th Preakness 
S takes-G1. 

Then dispatched them with power, 
speed, authority. No longer was this an 
underdog story of unlikely success on the 
Triple Crown trail. No longer was this an 
old man riding out a feel-good final chap¬ 
ter to his racing career. No longer was this 
a fluke, a fairytale, mere happenstance. 


No, this was very much the real thing. 
And everybody knew it. 


A Sublime Preakness 

Seven Preakness starters were saddled 
on the Pimlico turf course, much to the 
dehght of a record 123,469 on hand. 
Waiting patiently, California Chrome stood 
like a kid’s pony in cross ties while saddled. 
He watched the action, got a tittle smd- 
dish (the filly Ria Antonia was three spots 
down) but never lost his cool. They say 
horses don’t know their odds, but this one 
acted in every way the favorite. 

His trainer, quiet yet confident, talked 
up his horse late in the week at Pimlico. 

“Don’t underestimate this horse,” he 
warned. The comment meant don’t let the 
humble roots, the California-bred label, the 
first-time Derby trainer and aU the rest fool 
you. Sherman’s horse belonged, tike any 
other Derby winner. 

Once in the Pimlico gate, he showed 
the slightest hint of impatience from stall 
three when Social Inclusion rocked the 
gate violently five slots to the outside.

As the assistant starters got the second 
choice settled, California Chrome bobbed 
his head to the left six times—L Want. To. 
Go. Right. Now. 

And then they were off With Victor 
Espino 2 a aboard, the Derby winner low¬ 
ered himself, and broke like a rodeo cow¬ 
boy’s roping horse. In 10 quick, hammer¬ 
ing strides he led them all while easing off 
the rail and in front of Ring Weekend. Just 
as quickly, the chestnut colt came back to 
Espinoza as Pablo Del Monte made a play 
for the lead. Cahfornia Chrome let him 
go and drifted another path off the rail, 
second with cover. Crossing the wire with 
a lap to go, Ria Antonia accelerated and 
rolled past California Chrome and to Pablo 
Del Monte. 

The move could have created a pocket, 
and trouble, for Espinoza if Ria Antonia 
had stayed alongside. Instead it was anoth¬ 
er ingredient in a fluid, changing race. 

“This race was a little complicated,” 
said Espinoza of the early decisions. “I saw 
another horse [Pablo Del Monte] take the 
lead. I’m second, then [Ria Antonia] wants 
to go. I have to steady, steady and I have to 


hope and make the right decision and hope 
for the best. Then, I’m sitting third and I 
think it’s perfect.” 

The leaders reached a quarter-mile in 
23.56 seconds. California Chrome drafted 
in third, just behind and outside. To his 
inside came General a Rod, followed by 
Social Inclusion and Dynamic Impact. 
Pablo Del Monte and Ria Antonia ran a 
half in :46.85. Bayern found trouble early 
and not much more. Seventh in the Derby, 
third choice Ride On Curiin broke from 
the outside and setded well back with only 
the deep closer Kid Cruz behind. 

Up the Pimlico backstretch, Pablo Del 
Monte and Ria Antonia traded strides 
through 6 furlongs in 1:11.06. California 
Chrome was third and comfortable. Social 
Inclusion probed on the favorite’s outside 
and reached California Chrome’s girth. 
Espinoza took a peek to his right, saw 
the momentum building and shifted his 
hands. Like a hot rod coming off the line 
in Modesto, Cahfornia Chrome responded 
and went after the lead. Ten seconds after 
that look by his jockey, Cahfornia Chrome 
was in front—hounded by Social Inclusion, 


as Ria Antonia backed up quickly and 
Pablo Del Monte stayed only a bit longer. 

“I had to start early because the outside 
horse was pushing me,” said Espinoza of 
Social Inclusion, who was making just his 
fourth career start. “I thought I had the 
perfect position, but when the outside 
horse attacked me, I had to open it up at 
that point.” 

Leaving the five-sixteenths pole, Cah¬ 
fornia Chrome led Social Inclusion by a 
determined jowl. Behind them loomed 
Ride On Curhn, a menacing presence if 
the top two showed any signs of weakness. 
Social Inclusion cracked at the quarter 
pole, coming up empty and drifting out¬ 
ward shghdy as Cahfornia Chrome found 
more and kicked away toward the rail. 
He quickly opened 3 lengths, dispatch¬ 
ing Social Inclusion and ending Rde On 
Curhn’s bid. 

Cahfornia Chrome stayed straight, 
strong and stubborn to win by IVz lengths 
without feehng Espinoza’s whip anywhere 
but on the right shoulder. The winner cov¬ 
ered IVu miles in 1:54.84, the fastest time 
since Big Brown in 2008. Rde On Curhn 
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California Chrome and former Marylander Wiiiie Delgado take 
a jog early on Preakness Week at Pimlico. 


ran away from the rest to finish second, 6 V 2 
lengths clear of Social Inclusion, who was 
a head in front of late charging General a 
Rod, who had been shuffled back on the 
far mrn. 

Espino 2 a loved his horse’s energy in 
the stretch. 

‘d had to start moving at the half-mile 
pole, which is tough for a horse to start 
moving early and keep going aU the way 
to the end,” said the jockey, who won 
the 2002 Derby and Preakness with 
War Emblem, ‘dt’s not easy. And today, 
California Chrome proved he can move. 
Even if he’s a little early, he still has it.” 

The win produced bedlam from the 
crowd and even more from the winning 
team. Steve Coburn, co-owner/breeder 
with Perry Martin, cheered from the boxes 
while wearing a purple shirt, green tie, 
10-gallon cowboy hat and his emotions on 
the sleeves of a tan suit. 

After his horse reached the finish line, 
Coburn sat in smnned glee, kissed his 
family, hugged Sherman. Later he praised 
Pimhco management, smooched his horse 
on the nose, learned some Baltimore-ese 
‘Ton” and shook hands with half of 
Maryland while not spilling a drop of post¬ 
race refreshment on the way to the infield 
winner’s circle. 

“My nerves are OK, but my knees are 
weak,” he said moments before the race. 
Afterward, he was a joyous, tearful mess 
of a man wiping fogged glasses with a blue 
bandana, loving every second of a win in 
a $1.5 million race with a homebred from 
an $8,000 mate. After attending the Derby, 
Martin stayed away from the Preakness, 
leaving his partner to tell the world what 
it felt Hke. 

“I don’t know how to explain how I feel 
within my heart and soul,” said Coburn. 
“It’s hard for me because I get very emo¬ 
tional about it. But I honestly believe this 
horse is America’s horse.” 

Down by the winner’s circle, assis¬ 
tant trainer Alan Sherman watched the 
Preakness from a narrow walkway with 
groom Raul Rodrigue 2 , Preakness security 
guard Damon Lann and a handful of oth¬ 
ers. The view was awful, but it was the best 
seat in the house. As the horses warmed 
up, Sherman stood with his toes in the 
Pimhco dirt, his hands on a metal gate, and 
tried to smoke a cigarette. He tried to send 
a text or two. He tried to make small talk. 
Very httle of it worked. 

When the starting gate clanged open, 
Sherman stiUed himself and watched—five 
as his horse galloped by the first time, 
on the partially obscured (by a Longines 
clock) infield big screen the rest of the 


way. At the top of the stretch, Sherman 
let loose. “Come on. Chrome. Come on. 
Chrome. Come on,” he urged as the horse 
cut the corner in front. Rodrigue 2 barely 
spoke. Baltimore City Detention Center 
guard Lann, who joined the team for 
Preakness Week and spent 12-hour shifts 
with the Derby winner, was the emotional 
one, barking “He’s making his move, he’s 
making his move,” in Sherman’s right ear. 

And then Sherman let it out. California 
Chrome hit the sixteenth pole and the man 
responsible for his everyday care leaned 
out a step too far and almost fell on the 
track as the one-railed metal gate swung 
open. Sherman pumped a fist, smiled, 
cried, watched, raised his arms high as if 
signaling a touchdown and nearly met his 
horse at the finish line as everyone tumbled 
out behind him. On the track, they were a 
scrum of suits, sundresses, hats, black-and- 
white security uniform, halter, lead shank 
and emotion. 

“He does that, every race,” said Art 
Sherman of his son. “He ends up on the 


track. I guess he can’t hold it in anymore. 
What a moment.” 


A Defining Derby 

The Shermans were getting used to 
moments. 

Two weeks earlier, in the Kentucky 
Derby at Churchill Downs, Cahfornia 
Chrome also broke sharply and estabhshed 
position near the front of the unwieldy 
19-horse field. The 5-2 favorite was third 
after a quarter mile, out of trouble and 
behind Uncle Sigh and Chitu. They stayed 
that way up the backstretch and through a 
half in :47.37. 

Espino 2 a sat still on the turn as Samraat 
ranged alongside-making it four across 
the track with 3 furlongs to run. A fur¬ 
long later, after a mile in 1:37.45, there 
was only one. California Chrome over¬ 
whelmed Chitu and Uncle Sigh, shrugged 
off Samraat and turned a narrow advan¬ 
tage into an insurmountable one. He was 
5 lengths clear at the eighth pole, aU but 
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the same at the sixteenth. Espino 2 a looked 
behind him eight strides from the finish, 
stood tall in the stirrups and pumped his 
fist. The early gallop-out minimi 2 ed the 
margin, but did little to erase the doubt. 

Commanding Curve rallied from well 
back to finish second with Dan 2 a third. 
The winner covered VA miles in 2:03.66, 
considered slow by many but plenty fast 
enough to collect the 1>1,417,800 payday 
and become the fourth California-bred to 
win the Derby and first since Decidedly in 
1962. The winner went off the favorite, 
but didn't command the pre-race attention 
of others with similar form. 

Early discussion centered on the favor¬ 
ite, but also focused on the chances of 
Wood Memorial-Gl winner Wicked 
Strong, four horses (led by Arkansas 
Derby-Gl winner Dan 2 a) from Todd 
Fletcher's barn and plenty of others. 

A bettor plunked down somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $1 million to win on 
Candy Boy moments before post time, 
slashing his odds from 16-1 to 9-1 and 
pushing California Chrome from 2-1 to 
5-2. 

‘‘Sometimes you don't get a lot of 
respect," said Art Sherman afterward. 
“We're in Kentucky. You know most of the 
Derby winners are bred here. When you 
get a California-bred horse, I think it was 
40 years since the last one. I think they say, 
‘Well, you didn't beat nobody.' You know 


what 1 mean? There were a lot of good 
horses in the Santa Anita Derby." 

As he did two weeks later at Pimlico, 
Sherman sounded optimistic, proud, ready 
before the Derby. 

“1 was very confident," he said. “I've 
been around a long time. I've seen some 
fabulous horses throughout my fife. You 
know when you have a good horse. We all 
know bad races, luck can happen to you. 
I've been on that end of it, too. I knew my 
horse could run, and I knew he'd be the 
horse to beat once we got him here." 


Start at the Beginning 

Art Sherman was born in Brooklyn in 
1937, but his family moved to California 
when he was 7. A customer in his father's 
barbershop suggested Art (who stands 
5-foot-2) think about becoming a jockey 
and thus began a life with horses. Sherman 
went to work for California horsemen Rex 
Ellsworth and Mesh Tenney at 17 and was 
the exercise rider for 1955 Derby winner 
Swaps. Sherman rode in a railroad boxcar 
to Kentucky for the race, sleeping along¬ 
side the future Hall of Earner on a bed 
of straw. Sherman didn't even make the 
winner's circle. 

He became a jockey in 1957 and rode 
for 20 years, including a brief stop at 
Maryland's Bowie Race Course where 
he accepted a trophy from then Vice-

President Richard Nixon. Sherman retired 
in 1979 to become a trainer. He won one 
race that first year, and set out building a 
stable and a career in California racing. 

While not on the level of Charlie Whit- 
tingham, Jerry HoUendorfer or other West 
Coast luminaries, Sherman found plenty 
of success. He trained Lykatill Hil, a mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner and earner of 
$893,270 in the 1990s. Sherman won at 
least 40 races a year from 1984-2007, top¬ 
ping 200 that last year and passing 2,000 
for his career, before scaling back. His 
stable makes 100 or so starts a year, wins 
about 15, though he'd already reached that 
victory total by June this year. 

Now, the Sherman stable is based at 
Los Alamitos Race Course in Orange 
County. Alan Sherman is his father's assis¬ 
tant. Another son, Steve, trains in northern 
California. Their mother, Faye, used to 
work in the gift shop and as a mumel clerk 
at Bay Meadows near San Francisco. 

Sherman became the oldest trainer to 
win a Kentucky Derby, in his first try, and 
called it an honor to bring the Preakness 
favorite to Pimlico. 

“The first of the year, if you'd have 
said I would be here talking about winning 
the [Kentucky] Derby I'd have said, ‘Ah, 
you're kidding me,"' Sherman said two 
days before the Preakness. “That was so 
far-fetched from my mind. I was thinking 
of the California Derby." 
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California Chrome came to Sherman 
with a brash statement from Coburn, who 
told Art the horse would win the Kentucky 
Derby The comment was unlikely, dreamy, 
silly even, but even more so considering the 
path California Chrome took to the barn. 

His dam. Love the Chase, was bred 
in Maryland by Bowman and Higgins 
Stable, who sold her through consign¬ 
or Cary Frommer at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-olds in training sale in 
2008. Granddam Chase It Down (by Pohsh 
Numbers) was also bred in Maryland, by 
Tom and Chris Bowman, and raced for 
Higgins and Bowman Stable and trainer 
Donald Barr. 

California trainer Greg Gilchrist signed 
the ticket for Love the Chase at $30,000 
and the daughter of Not For Love went 
to the West Coast to race. She began with 
three losses and a cheap maiden-claiming 
win for Gilchrist and a large group of 
owners. When the parmership opted to 
disband, Coburn and Martin bought out 
the others. Love the Chase finished last 
in two claiming starts for the new owners, 
who jokingly called themselves the Dumb 
Ass Farmers and put a donkey on their 
silks. Then she became a broodmare. The 
rookie Thoroughbred breeders say they 
saw something in her. 

Nevada resident Coburn, who works 
at a factory that makes magnetic strips for 
credit cards, and Californian Martin, who 
runs a testing laboratory in Sacramento, 
settled on the stallion Lucky Pulpit, who 
stood at Harris Farms in Coahnga. Bred in 
Kentucky and raced by Larry and Marianne 
Williams, the son of Pulpit went through 
his early paces at his breeders’ Tree Top 
Ranches in Parma, Idaho. The place has 
been compared to Lane’s End Farm in 
Kentucky and is every bit a Thoroughbred 
nursery, even if it’s in an unlikely place. 
Lucky Pulpit won three of 22 starts and 
was briefly on the 2004 Derby trail before 
a throat infection derailed his career. In the 
end, he battled breathing issues and was 
reduced to a mrf sprinter. He won a stakes 
in 2005 and placed in another in 2006, 
before being retired with a fractured ankle. 

The Williamses hked their horse so 
much, they wanted to see him become a 
sire. When the offers were underwhelm¬ 
ing, they got into that side of the busi¬ 
ness. Idaho’s breeding industry is tiny, but 
the Williamses are big supporters of the 
California program and sent Lucky Pulpit 
to Harris. 

He entered stud in 2007, and was the 
state’s leading freshman sire of 2010. That 
first crop included seven winners bred 
by his owners. His 161 foals include 73 


percent winners from starters led by 2012 
Kenmcky Derby starter and $737,092 
earner Rousing Sermon, stakes winner of 
more than $500,000 Luckarack and now 
California Chrome. The once $2,500 smd 
fee is fisted as private. 

Much was made before the Derby 
about California Chrome’s sprint-oriented 
pedigree, but Tree Top equine manager 
Dan Kiser scoffed. He raised Lucky Pulpit, 
and liked him from the start. 

“I was the first guy on his back,” he 
said. ‘At the time I thought ‘This might be 
the best horse I ever throw a leg over.’ As 
it turned out, he probably was.” 

Lucky Pulpit didn’t act like a sprinter, 
didn’t train like a sprinter. He wound up a 
sprinter, out of pure necessity. California 
Chrome’s sire’s family includes distance 
influences A.P Indy, Co 22 ene, Caro (Ire) 
and *Princequillo plus Triple Crown win¬ 
ners Secretariat and Seattle Slew. None 
make you think sprinter. 

Coburn and Martin got a $500 discount 
to send their mare to Lucky Pulpit. She 
produced a colt, born Feb. 18, 2011, at 
Harris. Before the colt was born, Coburn 
dreamed of a chestnut with four white 
feet and a special destiny. The Derby, the 
Preakness, the Triple Crown, something, 
the colt with the wide bla 2 e was going 
to be special. Coburn said he knew it aU 
along, and told as many people as he could. 

“I’ve said it a hundred times or a thou¬ 
sand times, you’ve got to dream, if you’re 
willing to ride the dream out, they will 
come true for you,” said Coburn after the 
Derby. “We’re living proof of it.” 


Horse On the Way 

California Chrome spent his early days 
at Harris, and went to Art Sherman at 
Hollywood Park as a 2-year-old. Sherman 
worked him early, and got an immediate 
positive response. The debut came April 
26 with a second in state-bred company 
at Hollywood. He won the next time, one 
year to the day from the Preakness, and 
added a stakes victory at Del Mar July 31. 

Open company beckoned and Cali¬ 
fornia Chrome finished sixth in the Del 
Mar Futurity-Gl, a race won by another 
California-bred Tamarando (a Williams 
homebred). California Chrome finished 
sixth again in the Golden State Juvenile 
on the Breeders’ Cup undercard Nov. 1 at 
Santa Anita. 

Sherman replaced longtime Maryland- 
based jockey Alberto Delgado with Victor 
Espino 2 a after that race, and California 
Chrome won his next six—from the King 
Glorious Stakes on closing day at Holly¬ 


wood Park Dec. 22 right through the 
Preakness. Along the way came the Calif¬ 
ornia Cup Derby, San Felipe S takes-G2 
and Santa Anita Derby-Gl at Santa Anita. 

“The first time I rode him, I thought 
he was an ama 2 ing horse but not the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner,” Espino 2 a said before 
the Preakness. “After I rode him in the San 
Felipe, I thought he was something special, 
he’s a tremendous talent and he loves to 
run, I was impressed. Over the years I’ve 
ridden some good horses but California 
Chrome, he’s really impressed me.” 

The jockey had something to do with it, 
but Sherman paid credit to his horse too. 

“Horses change in conformation and 
everything,” said the trainer before the 
Preakness. “I look at him now and see how 
much he grew up. Sometimes he ama 2 es 
me how much he’s filled out and he’s really 
becoming a nice looking horse. It’s like 
watching a kid grow up.” 

Alan Sherman agreed: “He turned into 
a man when he turned 3. He got bigger 
and stronger. His confidence level went 
up. It was a pretty big transition from 2 to 
3 with him.” 

Former Marylander Willie Delgado, 
Alberto’s brother, joined the team as exer¬ 
cise rider and like everybody else played at 
least a small role in the success. 

“Willie is real quiet,” said Alan Sherman. 
“The horse will pretty much train himself 
When he’s really on the bit he goes a little 
bit faster and Willie doesn’t fight him. He 
just lets him train. Willie’s done a great job 
with him.” 

When Hollywood’s stable area closed in 
January, the Sherman horses moved to Los 
Alamitos, once strictly a Quarter Horse 
track, and quickly became part of the fam¬ 
ily. California Chrome thrived in workouts 
over the track and management and fans 
embraced the rising star. He was featured 
in commercials. Fans were invited to sign 
posters in the grandstand. Special events 
were created for the Triple Crown races. 
The digital message board outside the 
main gate has repeatedly had a California 
Chrome theme including the simple 
“Home of Superstar California Chrome” 
before the Derby. After the Derby, fan mail 
addressed to Art Sherman, Los Alamitos 
Race Course, reached the trainer. 

“They feel like it’s their horse,” Sherman 
said of the public. “He’s got such a follow¬ 
ing. You ought to see the mail I got at home 
-15, 20 cards and letters and they keep 
coming. One gal sent me a lucky dollar. I 
stiU got it. I’m holding on to that. I won’t 
spend that. She said, ‘This dollar is for 
good luck.’ Isn’t that wild? They just love 
the horse and the story behind it all.” ^

Sagamore^s Happy My Way wins Maryland Sprint, 
leads parade of locals to winner's circle

I t’s an annual exercise, or at least it’s becoming almost annual, and it’s 
fairly simple for the trusted team that works with Kevin Plank. 

The founder and head of the athletic clothing company Under 
Armour wants to see horses running in the black, maroon and gray colors 
of his Sagamore Farm on Preakness Stakes weekend. He’s bullish on that 
goal—what successful chief executive of a billion-dollar company wouldn’t 
be?—and will go to great lengths to get there. Make no mistake, he wants 
to win, too, and isn’t satisfied to just see his silks and to entertain the hun¬ 
dreds of guests inside in the largest temporary tent this side of Ringling 
Brothers. 


“My team knows, our target is we want 
a full race card Preakness weekend ” Plank 
said from the winner’s circle early on 
Preakness Stakes Day 2014. “Preakness 
Friday and Saturday, we want to fill ’em 
up, load ’em up, whatever. We want to be 
involved.” 

Plank and the Sagamore team were 
involved and Preakness Day started with 
a bang when Happy My Way, a 4-year-old 
Wilko gelding, won the Grade 3 Maryland 
Sprint Handicap. Happy My Way won 
by 5y4 lengths for Sagamore and original 
owner Mel Paikoff, who sold a 50 percent 
interest to Plank after a Gulfstream Park 
stakes win in March. 

“This was a race where we had a good 
opportunity, found a great partner and it 
really made good sense,” Plank said. “It’s 
great when it works out and you can look 
reaUy smart. 

‘We’ve had some where we don’t look 
so smart, too. Today is a good day. It’s 
what keeps you coming back to this sport. 
Racing’s got to be a lot more than just 
about the wins. We know that. Sagamore 


Farm, aU the renovation we’ve done out 
there, is representative of that.” 

Happy My Way, winner of the Sir 
Shackleton at Gulfstream and runner-up 
to Mid-Atlantic star Ribo Bobo in the 
Sunshine Millions Sprint, turned out to be 
Sagamore’s lone winner on the weekend. 
The other entrants on Preakness Day, 
Tizgale and Hamp, finished off the board 
in the The Very One Stakes and the Grade 
2 Dixie Stakes, respectively. They are both 
homebreds, urdike My Happy Way who 
was purchased under specific terms before 
Maryland’s biggest racing day. 

Bloodstock agent Bob Feld, who works 
closely with Sagamore, said the purchases 
are made with stipulations that horses 
carry the farm’s silks. Paikoff was happy to 
craft an agreement, eventually. 

“I’m not interested in selling the whole 
horse, but teU me what you want from a 
partner,” he told Feld. In the winner’s circle 
on Preakness Day, Paikoff was thrilled 
with the deal. “How could I have a better 
partner than Kevin Plank? I’ve been doing 


this a long time and you’ve got to run it hke 
a business.” 

Paikoff bought the Florida-bred at 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 2-year-old sale for 
$23,000 in 2012 and the bay gelding broke 
his maiden for a $65,000 tag at Belmont 
Park that September. He’s been strictly a 
sprinter since December 2013 with four 
wins and a second in five starts. 

“It’s crazy because I was trying to make 
this horse do a lot of other things,” said 
trainer Joe Orseno. “Then I reahzed he’s 
just a sprinter. When we changed around 
our tactics a little bit he just excelled and 
went forward.” 

With Joe Bravo aboard. My Happy Way 
sphngboarded out of two Florida wins to 
take the Pimlico race in 1:09.21, just off 
the track record of 1:09 set by Northern 
Wolf in 1990. 

“That’s the first one we’ve had on Preak¬ 
ness Day,” Plank said. “We love breaking 
records. It may be our own record, but we’ll 
take it. The horse is classy as heU. Wire-to- 
wire. Great win. Just hke we drew it up.” 

Orseno did the drawing, calhng on 
some successful history at Pimhco. 

“I did what I did with Red Bullet when 
he won the Preakness [in 2000],” he said. 
“I sent him here last Sunday and he got 
a good strong open gallop over the track. 
He’s been here all week training and I think 
that helps him. It worked.” 


Utley hits a home run 

Utley wasn’t exactly out of place as the 
field made its way from the stable area to 
the paddock for the $400,000 Longines 
Dixie Stakes. 

He’d competed in a graded stakes once 
this year. He’d kicked around group stakes 
in Europe and Dubai early in his career and 
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Augustin Stable’s homebred Utley (top) blasts away from the field late to capture his first stakes 
win In the Grade 2 Dixie, part of a big card on Preakness Day at Pimlico. Lae! Stables’Ageless 
(bottom) scores as the favorite In the $100,000 The Very One, her second consecutive stakes win. 


even tried the 2010 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Turf-G2. 

The Augustin Stable homebred’s five 
lifetime wins had come in maiden and 
allowance company, however. 

Keri Brion might have felt a little out of 
place on the same walk. 

Not two weeks removed from earn¬ 
ing a business management degree from 
Pennsylvania’s West Chester University 
and a week removed from being on hand 
to witness 2013 champion steeplechaser 
Divine Fortune’s victory in the Iroquois in 
Nashville, Brion would handle the saddling 
of Utley for the Dixie for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. 

‘d stiU kind of can’t beheve it,” she said 
more than two weeks after Udey registered 
an upset win in the Dixie as the fifth choice 
in the field of 10. ‘‘The owner [George 
Strawbridge] was at Radnor and Jonathan 
actually said, ‘if you’re going to go down I 
don’t even necessarily need to.’ 

“It was pretty surreal walking by the 
crowd that close to the Preakness. It didn’t 
hit me until he crossed the wire. I was 
like, ‘Oh my God. He just won.’ I called 
Jonathan right away. The race was on tape 
delay where he was and he didn’t know he 
had just won. I said, ‘did you see that?’ He 
was like, ‘oh no, what?’ I told him he won 
and he just kept telling me, ‘no, no, no.’ 
Finally I said, ‘no, he did.’” 

Udey certainly did, getting a ground¬ 
saving trip early from Edgar Prado before 
swinging wide into the stretch. The 6-year- 
old Kentucky-bred son of Smart Strike 
wore down Chamois, Fredericksburg, even¬ 
tual runner-up Hey Leroy and Charming 
Kitten to join sibhngs Rainbow View, Just 
as Well and Winter View as graded stakes 
winners. 

Udey won by a length over Hey Leroy 
with Chamois a nose back in third, and 
covered IVu miles on the turf in 1:43.88. 
The victory was the sixth of his career and 
first since an allowance during the 2013 
Keeneland spring meet. The $240,000 pay¬ 
day more than doubled Udey’s career earn¬ 
ings. 

Brion doubles as an exercise rider for 
Sheppard back home in Pennsylvania. She 
worked Udey before the Dixie and knew 
the horse was sitting on a big one. 

“It was kind of short for Jonathan to 
run him back, only 16 days since his race 
in Kentucky,” Brion said of a second to 
Regally Ready in allowance company. “He 
came out of that and came home to me 
and I made the comment to Jonathan that 
this was the sharpest I’d ever seen him. 

“He’s not your typical colt. He’s very 
quiet. You could put anybody on him to 
ride him. He’s very easy. Lately he was 


rearing and bucking. He was pretty wild 
to ride and that’s not Hke him. I remember 
telling him that he’s doing really well and 
Jonathan saying, ‘you know what, the Dixie 
is coming up and it’s a step up, but maybe 
we should just take a shot at it.’” 


Age doesn’t slow Ageless 

It’s a safe bet to guess that there might 
never be a time in the lives of Roy and 
Gretchen Jackson when they can come to 
Pimlico and feel totally comfortable. 

Eight years removed from watching 
in anguish as Barbaro broke down in the 


2006 Preakness, the Jacksons were able to 
celebrate even if thoughts of their ill-fated 
Kentucky Derby winner still resonated in 
their minds. 

“We always have our mixed emotions 
a Htde bit when we come here,” said Roy 
Jackson a few minutes after Ageless surged 
in the stretch to score in the $100,000 The 
Very One Stakes. “Because of the accident 
right here and so forth. But we’ve been 
here for a lot of races and it’s always a Httie 
bittersweet. This kind of thing helps put it 
all behind us.” 

Ageless, racing for the Jacksons’ Lael 
Stables, added the 5-furlong turf stakes to 
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Three-year-olds in action: A member of the quality Stonestreet Stables operation, Meadowood 
(top) reaches for the wire in the Chick Lang Stakes to improve to 3-for-3 in his career. Lane’s End

back to her form. On the mrf, she eats 
everything and feels better sooner.” 


Back to Baltimore 

Derek Ryan looks down his shedrow at 
Monmouth Park and sees Meadowood and 
two other horses that race for Stonestreet 
Stables solely or in partnership and knows 
he needs those kind to compete at the 
highest level. 

‘When you get these kind of well-bred 
horses, you look at them and you look at 
the others and you’re like, ‘oh my God,’” 
Ryan said after Meadowood romped in the 
$100,000 Chick Lang Stakes for 3-year- 
olds. “I have their three horses right in a 
row, one-two-three, and they’re monsters. 
They’re hke five hands bigger than any 
of the others. It’s just different. It’s tough 
to compete unless you have these type of 
horses.” 

Meadowood is the type of colt that is 
undefeated, the 6-furlong Chick Lang his 
third win from as many starts. Guided by 
Javier Castellano, he won by 3 lengths over 
early leader, favorite and two-time stakes 
winner Brewing in 1:10.11. 

The Harlan’s Holiday colt, who cost 
$190,000 at the 2012 Keeneland September 
yearhng sale, is also the kind who will do 
just about anything his Irish-born trainer 
asks. Ryan took over Meadowood’s training 
in mid-January. The Kentucky-bred, who 
races for Stonestreet and George Bolton, 
broke his maiden last summer for trainer 
Todd Fletcher but didn’t run again until 
March when he won a Tampa Bay Downs 
allowance for Ryan. 

“We were shopping around,” Ryan said 
of how he came to run in the Preakness 
undercard stakes. “We had him in a stakes 
in New York and we scratched him. This 
came up and it looked hke a good spot. 
He’s more of a sprinter type. He’s a very 
classy horse. He does everything right. He 
doesn’t need the lead and he just does what 
you want him to do.” 


her victory in Keeneland’s Giant’s Cause¬ 
way last time out. The 5-year-old Successful 
Appeal mare has won five of eight starts 
since remrning from a year-long layoff last 
July for trainer Arnaud Delacour. 

Ageless won by three-quarters of a 
length over longshot Perfect Measure as 
the 2-1 favorite in the field of 14. 

The Kentucky-bred out of Special One, 
by Point Given, sat back in ninth under 
Luis Garcia before charging up the rah to 
catch Perfect Measure with Quahty Lass 
third in 58.91 seconds. 

“She had time off and she did have 
some minor things that bothered her,” 


Gretchen Jackson said. “Through adjust¬ 
ments and time off she came back and is 
doing well. Of course she’s been consistent 
hitting the board all her career.” 

Delacour hkes the mare’s versathity, 
which includes a third on the dirt in the 
2012 Miss Preakness Stakes at Pimlico and 
a dirt win last summer, but thinks she’U 
stick to the turf. 

“Most dirt races are speed-favoring and 
that wasn’t always a good scenario for her,” 
said the Fair Hill-based trainer. “On the 
turf we can preserve her a little bit more, 
she doesn’t have to be as tight. If I run her 
on the dirt, it takes her two weeks to come 


Front-running diva 

Trainer Michael Matz knows that owner 
Gina Forgason, who also happens to be his 
sister-in-law, Hkes to see SomaH Lemonade 
run. So he set out to try what he could with 
the 5-year-old daughter of Lemon Drop 
Kid, who won Grade 3 stakes early in her 
campaigns at 2 and 4 but went off form 
late last season. 

“You saw her form there for a while, 
she was kind of lackluster,” Matz said. 
“She was fifth, fifth, sixth, sixth, stuff Hke 
that. Beaten Hke 4 lengths. So I said, ‘I 
don’t know, she just doesn’t look Hke she

tries anymore. Let me try blinkers on for 
the next race and well see what she does. 
If that turns her around, great.’” 

Equipped with bhnkers for the Grade 
3 Marshua’s River Stakes in early January 
at Gulfstream Park, Somali Lemonade fin¬ 
ished a good second after taking the lead 
briefly in the stretch. She followed that 
with a gate-to-wire win in allowance com¬ 
pany at Keeneland. 

‘‘She’s my sister-in-law, this is the only 
horse she has and she enjoys watching her 
run,” Matz said. “I would, too. She’s made 
a half-million dollars. Maybe it was the 
blinkers. Last time she won that allowance 
race, I said ‘let’s give her an easy race to see 
where she is.’ She went wire-to-wire. I don’t 
know what that was all about, but she’s 5 
years old and I guess things happen.” 

In Pimlico’s $130,000 Gaiiorette Handi- 
cap-G3, Somah Lemonade jumped to the 
front under Luis Saez and made it last-dis¬ 
patching fellow pacemaker Daydreamin 
Grade early and pushing off to a 5-length 
lead at the top of the stretch. She drifted 
out late, but hung on to win by a half 
length over Watsdachances (Ire) in 1:44.16 
for 1 Vie miles over a turf course rated good. 

Exercise hder Clare Byrnes watched 
alongside Matz, and smiled afterward. 
Byrnes said Somali Lemonade came back 
this season a different horse thanks to two 
months of Florida turnout. 

“It’s like she’s hitting her best stride at 
5, you don’t see that very much,” Byrnes 


said. “She’s just on fire now, she’s really 
good. With a front-runner, if that’s where 
she wants to be, leave her be. She can be 
siUy sometimes in the mornings, very on 
the muscle but nice and just much more 
focused than she used to be.” 


Growing Leader 

Stepping out of the box-seat area, train¬ 
er Neil Howard paused at the top of the 
steps for a long look at the infield screen. 

“I like to make sure, you know?” he said 
before completing the walk to the winner’s 
circle after Class Leader wore down Life 
in Shambles in the $100,000 Sir Barton 
Stakes two races before the Preakness. 
The veteran trainer needn’t have bothered. 
Class Leader’s victory came by a head, but 
was plenty convincing and never really in 
doubt once he took aim at the runner-up 
in deep stretch. 

Owned by Lane’s End Racing, the win¬ 
ner picked up his first stakes win to con¬ 
tinue a gradual development. The son of 
Smart Strike was an immature 2-year-old 
who didn’t make his debut until October. 
At 3, he won twice at the Fair Grounds and 
finished fourth in the Illinois Derby-G3 to 
Preakness starter Dynamic Impact. 

Howard never lost faith. 

“It’s taken a while to come together, but 
he’s OK,” the trainer said. “He’s a very nice 
horse, kind of a big colt and we think he’s 
got a future. We have been very cautiously 


optimistic about him aU along. He is a 
horse, mentally and physically, that is really 
saying yes to taking your time with him.” 

Jockey James Graham, who came to 
Baltimore for one ride, took his horse 
back to seventh in a field of eight and was 
stiU 6 lengths behind after 6 furlongs. Up 
front. Life in Shambles took over from 
He’s Achance and battled with Six Spot 
until Class Leader came running. The half- 
brother to Grade 1 winner Student Council 
was four wide on the turn, and wider in 
deep stretch, but kept digging to collect 
the $60,000 payday and reward Howard’s 
patience. 

“He’s a late-developing 2-year-old, early 
3-year-old and he’s coming along the right 
way,” said Graham. “The way he finished 
off today, galloping out they still couldn’t 
even get to me. He started running away 
from them again later. Neil did a perfect 
job. I played good passenger.” 

NOTES: Despite heavy rain on Friday, 
Saturday’s card was conducted on tracks 
labeled fast and good, though the mrf 
course felt plenty firm as the Preakness 
horses were being saddled... The Deputed 
Testamony starter handicap, for Maryland- 
breds, drew nine starters and went to 
Lunar Rock, who held off No Brakes by a 
neck for Matthew Brown, NRS Stable and 
trainer Tim Keefe. Bred by Keith Harpster, 
the 4-year-old son of Cherokee’s Boy was 
claimed for $12,500 in March. ^

life Changer 

Donohue earns rewards for nearly three-decade 
involvement in racing with pair of stakes wins

ne of the oldest cliches in the book and probably 
a mantra for self-help aficionados the world over 
is that success breeds success. 

So what’s to make of more than two decades in the racing 
game without any huge success and then bang, back-to-back 
stakes victories on one of racing’s biggest stages? 


Tim O'Donohue, a man with the 27 
years and thousands of dollars invested in 
racing, was at a loss when asked to explain 
anything but overnight success. 

‘dt's hke a dream at this point,” he 
said after WaUyanna gave his stable its 
second stakes win of the weekend in the 
James W Murphy on the Preakness under¬ 
card May 17 at Pimhco Race Course. The 
first came about 24 hours earher when 
Governmentshutdown won the Rollicking 
for 2-year-olds. 

The outcome of the Rollicking, one of 
five stakes that shared the card with the 
featured Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan and 
Grade 3 Pimhco Special, was similar to last 
year when O'Donohue and trainer Jerry 
Robb teamed to win with Debt Ceihng. 

‘Treakness weekend, two horses 
entered, two stakes wins, two Rolhckings 
in a row, a 2-year-old, a 3-year-old, I never 
could have scripted it,” said O'Donohue, 
who operates an information technology 
staffing company in Parkland, Fla. 


O'Donohue first talked about his 
smaU racing operation after winning the 
Rollicking with Governmentshutdown, a 
gelding by Exchange Rate that he stretched 
to buy for $35,000 at last year's Keeneland 
September yearhng sale. As he spoke the 
next day, after $35,000 claim Wallyanna 
defeated Open the Bank in the Murphy, it 
started to come clear how it aU came about. 

‘T told you yesterday I have 14 horses, 
weU, eight of them are babies that haven't 
run and we typically only have two or 
three a year,” O'Donohue said. “To claim 
a horse of this caliber and buy a couple 
babies of this caliber, it's just unbelievable. 
I think I paid my dues. Twenty-seven years 
with really nothing to show for it. The last 
two years, I can't explain it.” 

O'Donohue said he abandoned 2-year- 
olds in training sales when looking for 
racing prospects, instead focusing on the 
yearling market and looking for potential 
claims he thinks can pan out. He was quick 
to credit sister Gina Rosenthal, a veteran 


horsewoman, and his wife Crystal for his 
latest success. 

Part of the success also hes with Robb 
and Michael Pino, who trains WaUyanna. 
O'Donohue uses a system with the two 
trainers, Robb at Laurel Park and Pino at 
Delaware Park. 

‘We've given the babies to Jerry and 
Mike's been claiming most of the horses 
for me,” O'Donohue said. “It's worked 
out great. When something goes right you 
want to stick with it.” 

Governmentshutdown came into the 
RoUieking off a 6-length maiden win going 
4y2 furlongs 13 days earher at Pimhco in 
his second start. Robb added bhnkers that 
day and Jose Betancourt, aboard for the 
5-furlong RoUicking, rode for the first time. 

Governmentshutdown looked hke a 
large presence in the RoUicking, run over 
a sealed muddy track, when four of the 
race's eight entrants scratched, including 
2-1 favorite Spanish Pipedream and two 
others trained by Wesley Ward. 

Betancourt and Governmentshutdown 
didn't get the cleanest of trips. They were 
forced to steady early and check entering 
the far turn, but were good enough to win 
easUy by 3% lengths from the maiden fiUy 
Pret Say Eye. Hootenanny, the 3-5 favorite 
for Ward, finished third. 

Governmentshutdown was one of eight 
yearhngs O'Donohue bought last year. 

“I picked him out late in the session he 
was in,” O'Donohue said. “After I saw him 
I said, ‘we have to buy this horse.' He had a 
Uttle issue [an ankle wound] so I knew the 
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pinhookers would be off of him, but he 
was still pretty expensive for me/’ 

O’Donohue got a similar feeling when 
he saw Wallyanna for the first time. What 
attracted O’Donohue and Pino to the Lang- 
fuhr colt was a turf workout over the winter 
at Palm Meadows, and when his name 
popped up in the entries for a $35,000 
maiden claimer going a mile on the turf in 
mid-March they knew what to do. 

Wallyanna won by 2 V 2 lengths for Dale 
Romans, and O’Donohue won a four¬ 
way shake for the Kentucky-bred colt. 
Wallyanna won a starter allowance a little 
less than a month later going 7 furlongs on 
the Polytrack at Keeneland. 

Pino and O’Donohue considered two 
other races before the Murphy-a starter 
allowance against older horses on the grass 
two days before the Preakness and an 
allowance also against older that was rained 
off the grass on Black-Eyed Susan Day. 

^Mhere were a couple older horses that 
we thought might give us some troubles, 
he drew a lousy post and then the [May 
16 race] was rained off,” O’Donohue said. 
“So I just said, let’s run in the stake. We’ll 
get a better post and we’U run against 
3-year-olds.’ He was acting like a good 
horse, he just hasn’t had the experience of 
some of the other horses. Now, unform-

Charging for the Susans 

Not much went right this winter and 
early spring for Stopchargingmaria. 

She was a top contender for the 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl after a juvenile cam¬ 
paign that featured aU the elements to 
attract such attention—a stylish maiden 
win at Saratoga, placing in a Grade 1 
stakes and two graded stakes victories to 
end the year. 

Two preps were set up by trainer Todd 
Fletcher to make a run at the Oaks, a race 
he won last year with Princess of Sylmar, 
and Stopchargingmaria finished off the 
board in both. Fletcher regrouped, sent 
Stopchargingmaria to train with his string 
at Saratoga Race Course’s Oklahoma train¬ 
ing track and set his sights on the Grade 2 
Black-Eyed Susan instead. 

‘We felt like we were off the Oaks 
trail, decided to send her to Saratoga and 
for whatever reason that seemed to agree 
with her,” Fletcher said. “Whether it was 
the cooler weather or her just coming into 
herself or a combination of those things, 
you could see she posted a couple of bul¬ 
let works, and just seemed to be coming 
into her own.” 

Mike Repole’s Tale of the Cat filly 
trained well at Saratoga, just as she did last 
spring and summer before her 5V2-length 
maiden win on opening day. 

Dismissed as the second choice behind 
another Fletcher trainee Sloane Square, 
Stopchargingmaria got a ground-saving 
trip early, swung wide into the backstretch 
to engage the leaders, challenged 15-1 
longshot Vero Amore in the lane and 
gutted out a neck victory in the $500,000 
stakes. Formne Pearl finished third as the 
winner needed 1:51.79 to get IVs miles. 

The loss by the game Vero Amore 
was a heartbreaker for her connections, 
Swilcan Stables and Parx Racing-based 
trainer Butch Reid, but the win validated 
Fletcher’s opinion of Stopchargingmaria. 

She bree 2 ed a buUet :48.69 over Okla¬ 
homa’s deep surface the Sunday before 
the race, a move Fletcher said, “touted us 
that she was ready.” 

“Coming into the paddock today she 
was pretty amped up and I said, ‘weU, 
this is either a good thing or bad,’ but she 
settled down when we got her saddled and 
then the race was pretty straightforward,” 
Fletcher said. “She got shuffled back com¬ 


ing by the wire the first time and Javier 
[Castellano] was able to move her out to 
the outside going into the backside and it 
was aU good from there.” 

Castellano, getting back aboard for the 
first time since riding her in all five starts 
in 2013, saved ground early and stayed out 
of trouble. 

“The key to the race was in the first 
turn,” he said. “I was able to cut the 
corner and save aU the ground the best 
I could. The most important thing with 
her is a clear trip and not to get too much 
kickback in her face.” 

Stopchargingmaria picked up $300,000 
for the win and boosted her career bank¬ 
roll to $874,000. The $220,000 purchase at 
last year’s Ocala Breeders’ March sale of 
2-year-olds in training is the first foal out 
of the stakes-winning and Grade 3-placed 
Montbrook mare Exotic Bloom. 


Special Delivery 

Mike Smith flew in to take part in 
the Hall of Fame Jockey Challenge, but 
also came for Revolutionary’s try in the 
$300,000 Pimlico Special. The historic 
stakes, run at the Preakness distance of 
E/ie miles, lured a field of nine, including 
four from the Oaklawn Handicap-G2 five 
weeks earlier. 

WinStar Farm’s Revolutionary finished 
second to Will Take Charge that day, and 
impressed Smith enough to give it another 
go. The first three-sixteenths of a mile had 
the jockey thinking otherwise, however, as 
Revolutionary dropped back to last, way 
behind leaders Valid and Moreno after 
getting pinched at the start. Officially, the 
deficit was 30!/2 lengths after a quarter- 
mile, but Revolutionary might as well have 
been at the Mt. Washington Tavern when 
the field hit the first turn. 

“I was concerned under the wire the 
first time because we were so far back,” 
said Smith. “I was asking him and reaUy 
wasn’t getting much response. Sometimes 
less is more with him, they told me that 
the first time I rode him [at Oaklawn], 
and I put my hands down and perched on 
him a little bit. He relaxed and came back 
to me.” 

Did he ever. Revolutionary cut the 
margin to 13% after a half mile in :46.98. 
Five wide and roUing off the turn, the son 
of War Pass ranged alongside the leaders 
in the final sixteenth and passed them aU 
to win by a neck over Prayer for Relief 
with Cat Burglar 1 % lengths back in third. 



The winner covered the distance in 1:55.99 
on a fast track. 

Smith credited his horse’s cornering 
ability, and determination, for the come¬ 
back. 

“He hits that left lead and he’s hke a 
rat around a barrel,” said the jockey, who 
fled Pimlico to catch a flight out of Dulles 
Friday night so he could ride at Santa Anita 
Saturday. “At the 4% [furlong pole] I asked 
him and we were moving. I didn’t know if 
we were going to win, but I knew we were 
going to run big. He really ran up to them. 
It was easier than the margin was.” 

Revolutionary was a major player in 
the 3-year-old ranks of 2013, winning the 
Louisiana Derby-G2 and finishing third 
in the Kentucky Derby and fifth in the 
Belmont Stakes before missing the rest of 
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Eventual winner Stopchargingmaria (orange cap) hooks up with Parx Racing-based VeroAmore 
in the stretch while pulling away from the field in the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes. 


the year. He emerged in January with an 
allowance win at Gulfstream Park. Seventh 
in the Grade 1 Donn, the Kentucky-bred 
made up ground in the Oaklawn race, but 
settied for second. Smith filed it away. 

‘d learned a whole lot riding him the 
first time,” he said, ‘d was a bit too strong 
with him and he kind of gets to hopping 
up and down on you. I learned you can 
really trust him and that was true again this 
time. Man we were a long way back.” 

Bred by Will Fahsh, the winner is out of 
the Grade 1 -winning A.P. Indy mare Runup 
the Colors (the 1997 Delaware Oaks win¬ 
ner) and sold twice at auction—for $80,000 
as a yearling and $235,000 as a 2-year-old 


to WinStar. Revolutionary earned $180,000 
to pass $1.3 miUion in career earnings. 


_ Same old Ben _ 

The $100,000 Jim McKay Turf Sprint 
turned into the Jim McKay Sprint as the 
race was rained off the grass and scratched 
down to five runners. None of it mat¬ 
tered to favorite Ben’s Cat, the 8-year-old 
Maryland-bred whose legend grows with 
each start. 

Also the 2011 and 2013 McKay winner, 
Ben’s Cat let Great Attack set the pace and 
came running off the turn to win by 1% 
lengths for owner/trainer/breeder King 


T. Leatherbury in 57.75 seconds for 5 
furlongs on a track that dried all day but 
was labeled good for the McKay. Great 
Attack held on to second with Smash and 
Grab third. Ben’s Cat won for the second 
time in as many tries this year, and for the 
26th time in his career. The $60,200 payday 
pushed the son of Parker’s Storm Cat to 
the brink of $2 million in career earnings. 

Maryland’s favorite Thoroughbred 
(sorry Cahfornia Chrome) came back to 
an enthusiastic response from the 34,736 
fans and hosted another typically festive 
crowd in the winner’s circle. Leatherbury’s 
longtime assistant Avon Thorpe was there 
as usual. 
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A mud-splattered Revolutionary (6) rolls past 
four horses late to win the Pimlico Special for 
WinStar Farm and trainer Todd Fletcher 
Pennsylvania-bred Miss Behaviour (left) 
sprints home with a stakes score In the 
Miss Preakness for trainer Phil Schoenthal.

‘‘He’s like a celebrity at Pimlico and 
Laurel, a celebrity of horse racing and the 
best horse IVe ever been around,” said 
Thorpe, in his 25th year with Leatherbury. 
“Everybody gives support too, he’s fun to 
bring over,” 

Thorpe said the barn staff feels a 
responsibihty to keep Ben’s Cat healthy 
and coming back for more-though the 
stable star makes it difficult on the others 
in the barn. 

“He’s got his routine, this is what he 
does,” said Thorpe. “He’s an older horse 
and you’ve got to treat him like one if you 
want him to come back year after year and 
run the way he can. If they were all like 
him, it would be easy. We try to talk to 
them, ‘Hey, you’re eating the same food he 
is and everything, you’re getting the same 
care, come on.’” 

But there’s only one Ben’s Cat. 
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A Hit for Miss 

As the gates opened for the $100,000 
Adena Springs Miss Preakness Stakes train¬ 
er Phil Schoenthal watched Miss Behaviour 
blast out at full speed. 

‘We were supposed to stalk/’ he said, 
dejectedly. 

Five strides into the race, the plan 
was toast. His fiUy was in front, against a 
tough field, with big goals on the horizon 
for summer. If Miss Behaviour was really 
going to tackle graded stakes, she was going 
to have to find some patience and learn to 
rate. Then none of it mattered. The 3-year- 


old daughter of Jump Start rolled through 
a quarter mile in 22.74 seconds and put up 
a half in :46.03 while in front by a length. 
Schoenthal breathed a Htde easier. 

In front but relaxed and controlled. 
Miss Behaviour turned for home and sped 
up—putting 4 V 2 lengths on Stormy Novel 
and ending the race. Miss Behaviour scored 
by 1% lengths in 1:10.85 for 6 furlongs as 
Jo jo Warrior got up for third. 

Schoenthal went along for the tide with 
jockey Sheldon Russell. 

“Come on fiUy, come on Miss Behav¬ 
iour, come on wire,” the trainer said, then 
punched the air, hugged his family and 


talked about faith rewarded. “We have 
thoughts of Saratoga and graded stakes, 
but if she can’t win a race like this we have 
to adjust our expectations. I didn’t think 
she’d make the lead today, outbreak every¬ 
body else hke that.” 

But she did. Owned and bred by Cal 
MacWilHam and Neil Teitelbaum, the 
Pennsylvania-bred broke quickly and then 
settled. Miss Behaviour won three of five 
as a 2-year-old, including Belmont Park’s 
Matron Stakes-G2, and could be headed 
back to New York this summer. Saratoga’s 
Grade 2 Honorable Miss and Grade 1 
Ballerina beckon. 

“It’s a dream come true,” the Laurel- 
based Schoenthal said of having big plans. 
“SmaU-beans trainers don’t get an oppor¬ 
tunity to train horses hke this too often. 
When you come across one that has speed 
hke she does, you want to make the most 
of it.” 

Miss Behaviour coUected $60,000 to 
reach $312,000 for her short career. 

NOTES: Scratches following heavy rains 
late the night before and well into the 
morning of Black-Eyed Susan Day left 
the $100,000 Skipat Stakes with a field of 
five and New York shipper Lion D N A 
came away with the victory. The 5-year- 
old Illinois-bred daughter of Lion Heart 
won by three-quarters of a length over 
Flattering Bea with favored Winning Image 
third. . . Scratches also changed the Hilltop 
Stakes for 3-year-old fillies when it was 
moved from the turf. Just three remained 
when the race went as the finale and Our 
Epiphany, a Pennsylvania-bred daughter 
of Great Notion, won gate-to-wire under 
a crafty ride by Grant Whitacre for PTK 
LLC and trainer Dane Kobiskie. . . Friday’s 
13-race card included the XpressBet Hall 
of Fame Jockey Challenge, which was 
impacted by scratches, but was won by 
John Velazquez with 27 points. The group 
also included Russell Baze, Calvin Borel, 
Kent Desormeaux, Edgar Prado, Mike 
Smith and Alex Sohs. As part of the event, 
Maryland Jockey Club parent company 
The Stronach Group donated $50,000 to 
the Permanently Disabled Jockeys’ Fund... 
The $40,000 Kattegat’s Pride starter handi¬ 
cap for Maryland-bred fiUies and mares 
kicked off the card and went to heavy 
favorite Love Heart for J S J Stable and 
trainer John HartseU Jr. The daughter of 
Lion Heart led from the outset under Rosie 
Napravnik over the sloppy track and won 
by 7 V 4 lengths. Wilbur and Joan Everett 
bred the winner, who scored for the sev¬ 
enth time. ^

Seefeldt Knight wins final edition 
of Lac^ Legends on Black-Eyed Susan Day

T he Lady Legends Race, a staple of Black-Eyed Susan Day in 
recent years and undeniably successful, ultimately found itself in 
a race against time. 

The race raised awareness about breast cancer since its inception in 
2010 and generated money for cancer research in partnership with the 
Maryland affiliate of Susan G. Komen for the Cure. However, asking 
retired women—some in their 50s and 60s—to get into the kind of physi¬ 
cal shape necessary to ride a racehorse safely and competitively, was simply 
asking too much. 


‘We all put a lot of work into it,” 
said Lady Legends jockey Andrea Seefeldt 
Knight. “I would get up 3:30 or 4:30 every 
morning to get out to Laurel and Pimlico 
to train to get fit.” 

The training started months before the 
race and, in Seefeldt Knight’s case, it paid 
off The retired jockey from Maryland won 
this year’s edition-the final edition-of the 
Lady Legends Race aboard Zuerstgold. 

The race wiU most likely be remem¬ 
bered for Stacie Clark-Rogers misjudging 
the finish line while leading 40 yards out 
on Graced. Clark-Rogers stood up in her 
irons, which allowed Seefeldt Knight and 
Zuerstgold to win at the wire. 

“It was not fun to win from somebody 
else’s mistake,” Seefeldt Knight said. “But 
I stiU felt like I rode a winning race. There’s 
no high like winning a race.” 

Two other retired jockeys didn’t even 
get a chance to win this year’s race. Barbara 
Jo Rubin and Jennifer Rowland Small were 
both hurt in training accidents a week 
earlier and were replaced by Pimlico out¬ 
rider Kaymarie Kreidel and retired jockey 
Sharon Frances Gunther. 

“I thought it was a great idea the first 
year,” Seefeldt Knight said. “After that, I 


thought we should probably end the race 
and not push our luck that any of the 
women might get hurt.” 

Seefeldt Knight’s concern was largely 
the guiding logic that led the Maryland 
Jockey Club to decide that this year’s run¬ 
ning would be the final edition. The deci¬ 
sion was made even before the two riders 
were hurt. 

“We were lucky, knock on wood, that 
things went weU and no one got seri¬ 
ously hurt in those first four years,” said 
Georganne Hale, Maryland Jockey Club 
racing director and racing secretary. 

Hale came up with the idea for a 
Lady Legends race, a concept that was in 
response to a desire by Maryland Jockey 
Club President Tom Chuckas to develop 
the image of Black-Eyed Susan Day as 
“The Ultimate Girls Day Out.” The Lady 
Legends Race would also function as an 
annual tribute to pioneer female riders who 
paved the way for current stars like Rosie 
Napravnik. 

“So I went and looked, found numbers, 
addresses and started contacting these 
jockeys aU over the country,” Hale said. 
“They loved coming here and we loved 
having them.” 


Hale attracted some of the most popu¬ 
lar and influential female riders in racing 
history. There was Barbara Jo Rubin, the 
first woman to ever win a pari-mutuel race 
against males at a recognized track. There 
was also Cheryl White, the first African- 
American female jockey. 

Just as memorable and meaningful were 
cancer survivors who participated in the 
race dedicated to finding a cure, including 
Patti Cooksey and Mary Wiley-Wagner. 

“It meant a lot to them,” Hale said. 
“They were aU so good with the press and 
had so much energy.” 

Seefeldt Knight rode with extra convic¬ 
tion. She lost her mother to breast cancer 
nine years ago. Then, Seefeldt Knight got 
more concerning news the day before the 
Lady Legends race. 

“I found out that my sister-in-law 
was going in for a lumpectomy,” Seefeldt 
Knight said. “I dedicated that race to her.” 

The procedure on her sister-in-law was 
successful and revealed that the removed 
tissue that caused the scare was benign. 

As for the future of Black-Eyed Susan 
Day and its connection to Susan G. Komen 
for the Cure, Hale said she’s brainstorming 
for an alternative to the Lady Legends race. 
She doesn’t know yet what might replace 
it, but is confident that another event will 
take its place. 

Hale said she’d hke to keep the focus on 
female riders. Not just for the fans but for 
the riders. Over the past five years, they’d 
built a strong bond with one another and 
looked forward to their annual meeting at 
Pimhco on the day before Preakness. 

“They’re a great group of people. It was 
sort of hke a htde-sister thing,” Hale said. 
“It is sad, it is very sad. But I’m hoping 
we’U see them all again.” W

Virginia breeder Woodslane Farm does its part 
to produce Belmont Stakes winner Tonalist

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L auren and Rene Woolcott made a deal. They’d watch 
the Belmont Stakes at their farm in The Plains, Va. No 
party, no publicity, no pressure. Take it in and see what 
happens. Together. Alone. 


^‘Rene made me make a pact” Lauren 
said. ‘‘Fm more social than he is and he 
said, ‘OK, we are home, just the two of 
us, to watch this race.’ Even to me it made 
sense.” 

Morning rounds on the farm, deskwork, 
a basement-gym workout for Rene, a AVi- 
hour tennis clinic for Lauren, early dinner, 
the Belmont Stakes. 

And then Lauren’s knees buckled. 

Eight years after buying their first 
broodmare, the Woolcotts had bred a clas¬ 
sic winner. Bred in Kentucky and raised in 
Virginia, Tonalist upset the final leg of the 
Triple Crown June 7 at Belmont Park in 
Elmont, N.Y., nailing longshot Commis¬ 
sioner in the final strides to win the |L5 
million Belmont Stakes-Gl by a head. 
Longshot Medal Count, eighth in the 
Kenmcky Derby-Gl, stayed on for third. 
Cahfornia Chrome, vying for a Triple 
Crown, ran hard and ran long, winding up 
in a dead heat with second choice Wicked 
Strong for fourth, beaten VA lengths for 
everything. The scrappy California-bred 
failed to find the unfettered stalking posi¬ 
tion he had engineered in the Derby and 
Grade 1 Preakness. Sparring between horses 
around the final turn, he wheeled out at the 
head of the stretch and battled in the thick 
of a five-horse scrum down the lane but 
the jet was dry, the Triple Crown over. 

Owned by Robert “Shell” Evans, 
trained by Chris tophe Clement and rid¬ 
den by Joel Rosario, Tonalist won for the 
third time in his five-race career, bouncing 
out of a runaway mud-loving win in the 
Peter Pan-G2 at Belmont a month earlier 
to officially arrive. Yet again, the Belmont 
proved to be the bridge too far. Cahfornia 
Chrome went back to his home base at 
Los Alamitos, bloodied and battered with 
a grabbed right front quarter (perhaps 
dehvered by Matterhorn at the start), the 
sport has probably seen his best. As for 
Tonahst-and the Woolcotts-it’s just get¬ 
ting started. 

“I really knew in my heart that he was 
going to run well. Fm a very optimistic 
person, a very positive person, I wasn’t 
confident he was going to win it, but I 
knew he was going to finish first, second or 
third,” Lauren said. “When they broke and 
Joel had him positioned beautifully, I start¬ 
ed hyperventilating—breathe in, breathe 
out—I could see good things were going to 


happen, when he crossed that finish hne in 
front of Commissioner, my legs buckled, I 
collapsed to the floor as though I had rid¬ 
den the race.” 

Rene rolled his eyes and helped his 
wife off the floor. Then they embraced, in 
celebration of a foal called “Taptap” who 
came to be known as Tonalist, Belmont 
Stakes winner. 

Beyond a small racing/breeding oper¬ 
ation (they own six broodmares), the 
Woolcotts campaign steeplechasers with 
trainer Jack Fisher and are involved in 
the organi 2 ation and sponsorship of the 
Middleburg Spring race meet. Their jump¬ 
ers include 2012 timber stakes winner 
Lion’s Double, multiple winner Brave 
Prospect and recent hurdle winner Mr. 
Starr’s Report among others. 


Oh, what Fisher could do with Tonalist. 
A tall, angular, long-striding son of Tapit 
out of the Pleasant Colony mare Settling 
Mist, Tonalist resembles his dam’s side 
more than his sire’s side. The frame had 
been hung long ago, the masterpiece took 
time. 

The Woolcotts raised Tonalist on their 
Virginia farm before consigning him with 
Wayne and Cathy Sweezey’s Timber Town 
Stable to the Fasig-Tipton Select Yearling 
Sale at Saratoga in 2012. He failed to reach 
his reserve at $195,000. 

Buyers want big, just not too big. 

“When we bred to Tapit, his stud fee 
was $50,000, by the time [Tonahst] was 
at the Saratoga sale, Tapit was the go-to 
stallion. Everybody showed up wanting to 
see every single Tapit at the sale. Yet, they 
wanted gray and they wanted 16 hands,” 
Lauren explained. “And here comes this 
gangly, leggy, bay guy who by that time 
was probably 16.2. They just wrote him 
off They could see he was going to be late, 
they didn’t want that. They wanted Tapit. 
He didn’t look like Tapit, he was Pleasant 
Colony. Nobody recogni 2 ed it.”

Cathy Swee 2 ey did, the day the colt was 
foaled at Timber Town and again when he 
arrived to prep for Saratoga. 

‘‘He was a fabulous looking colt and 
always had an amazing disposition. When 
we started prepping him, he was balanced, 
a fabulous mover, I could do anything I 
wanted with him in the round pen, he was 
one of those special horses mentally and 
he had the balance and physical aspects 
of a good horse,” she said. “Then about a 
month before we went to the sale, he went 
through this God-awful growing spurt. We 
were gutted.” 

Still, Sweezey loved the horse, loved his 
attitude, loved the way he showed, then 
slept, then showed, then slept. She knew 
he acted hke Pleasant Colony and con¬ 
vinced their client Evans-son of Pleasant 
Colony’s owner/breeder Thomas Mellon 
Evans — to buy the colt after he didn’t reach 
his reserve. 

“I was desperate for the Woolcotts to 
keep him or for him to go to somebody 
who would take his time,” Sweezey said. “I 


kept bringing Shell back to the barn, ‘Look 
he’s laying down, the auction is going on 
and there’s 15 tourists outside his stall and 
he’s laying down, snoring. Shell’s never 
bought a yearling at auction and it was 
definitely the Pleasant Colony. TonaHst is 
Pleasant Colony reincarnated.” 

Pleasant Colony won the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness and finished third 
in the Belmont Stakes for Evans’ father 
in 1981. 

Shell Evans listened to Sweezey and 
made the purchase. He sent Tonalist to his 
Courdand Farm in Easton, Md., for 60 days 
before he was transferred to Kentuckian 
Bin Harrigan, who broke him before send¬ 
ing him to Clement. The French-born, 
New York-based trainer took his time. 

“As a 2-year-old, he was not an impres¬ 
sive type of horse—too tail, too leggy, 
needed time to fill out,” Clement said in 
the post-Belmont news conference. “He 
was not a precocious, speedy type. I always 
believe in pedigree. At some stage, the 
pedigree kicks in.” 


It always kicks in late in the Belmont 
Stakes. 

Clement unveiled Tonalist at Aqueduct 
in November. Sent off at 16-1, he closed 
ground to finish fourth behind Matterhorn, 
Harpoon and Woelf Den. Two months 
later, Tonalist returned with the addition 
of Lasix and blinkers to win a 9-furlong 
maiden at Gulfstream Park. A month after 
that, he finished second to evenmal Florida 
Derby-Gl winner Constimtion, who rose 
to the top of the Triple Crown heap then 
was dispatched with a hairline fracture 
in a cannon bone. Tonalist came down 
with a lung infection, then sore feet and 
Clement scrapped an intended start in the 
Wood Memorial-Gl at Aqueduct. Derby 
Fever faded and Clement aimed Tonalist 
at the Peter Pan. Nearly three months after 
finishing second at Gulfstream, the colt 
arrived with a facile score in the 9-furlong 
Belmont prep, scampering home by 4 
lengths over Commissioner. A week after 
the Derby and a week before the Preakness, 
the Peter Pan served its purpose, just hke it 
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Raised in Virginia and Maryiand, Kentucky-bred Tonaiist enjoys a post-Beimont graze. 


had a number of times before, when it 
tuned up such Belmont winners as A.P. 
Indy, Lemon Drop Kid, Colonial Affair, 
Danzig Connection, Coastal, *GaUant Man 
and High Gun. Tonaiist was set and the 
Belmont was circled 

That is when Lauren Woolcottis confi¬ 
dence boomed. 

‘‘Just the logic,’’ she said. “He was fresh, 
he was bred for the distance, he showed so 
much in his other races. The mucky Peter 
Pan, the way he dug in and finished, the way 
he expanded his margin was just amazing.” 

Another amazing chapter in an amazing 
tale. Through Virginia bloodstock agent 
Patrick Lawley-Wakehn, the Woolcotts 
bought Setthng Mist for $800,000 at 
Keeneland November in 2007. Bred by Fox 
Ridge Farm, she had won just one race, but 
her pedigree page ran deep and black. Half- 
sister The Bink produced multiple Grade 1 
stakes winner Riskaverse and graded stakes 
winner Cozzy Corner. Another half-sister, 
Easter Bunnette, would go on to produce 
Horse of the Year Havre de Grace. Down 


the page came Broodmare of the Year Toll 
Booth and champion Plugged Nickle. 

Setthng Mist was in foal to Seeking 
the Gold and produced a filly, Setthng 
for Gold. She won a maiden claimer and 
a conditioned claimer for the Woolcotts 
and trainer Tim Ritchey and was sold as a 
broodmare prospect at Keeneland’s 2012 
January sale for $18,000. 

Next came the Smart Strike filly Fancy 
Strike, who was worse, making just three 
winless starts in 2012 after being sold for 
$15,000 at the same January sale. Setthng 
Mist aborted a foal by A.P. Indy in 2010. 
By then, the Woolcotts felt they needed to 
inject speed into their stamina-laden mare 
and tried to breed her to champion sprinter 
Speights town. He was booked so they 
switched to Tapit and consigned Setthng 
Mist, carrying Tonahst, at Fasig-Tipton 
November 2011. They withdrew her after 
she was ignored by potential buyers. 

“She was the launch. She wasn’t produc¬ 
ing, it wasn’t a good experience,” Lauren 
said. “We bought her, bred to the best and 


we kept breeding her to the best, and she 
kept throwing nothing. Nothing.” 

Tonahst was born Feb. 11,2011, and the 
Woolcotts bred Setthng Mist to Speights- 
town. After being reported in foal, Setthng 
Mist and “Taptap” returned to Woodslane. 
The following spring, she produced a fiUy 
by Speights town. 

Now 2, Settle ’n Speight is in training 
in Ocala. The Woolcotts sold Setthng Mist 
to owner/breeder Chuck Fipke after foal¬ 
ing Settle ’n Speight. Fipke bred Setthng 
Mist to his staUion, Tale of Ekati, produc¬ 
ing a colt and then bred her to his sire, 
Jersey Town (a Grade 1-winning son of 
Speights town), producing a fihy. 

‘Yes, the mare is worth a lot more, but 
you make business decisions and you have 
to stick with them, you know you made 
them for the right reasons. We aren’t upset 
about that, especially because we have the 
Speightstown filly,” Lauren said. “To be 
in it for a short eight years, from a small 
operation that we are. We are proud of the 
part we played in producing and raising an 
incredible horse.” ^

Dean of regional sires Not For Love still 
going strong at 24, earning place in history

B ill Landes sent a weanling to Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic late in 1999. The 
colt was from the third crop of 
a new sire and drew precious little traf¬ 
fic from would-be buyers—no veterinary 
work, no action, no bu 22 and no sale, right? 
Wrong 

‘We put a $3,500 reserve on him, he 
was there to sell,” said Landes. “He wound 
up bringing $105,000 with [big-name buy¬ 
ers] Bu22 Chace and Peter Karches push¬ 
ing for him.” 

And that's when Landes knew the new 
sire would make it. 

A decade and a half later, that new sire 
is still going-covering mares and siring 
winners from his stall in the iconic stal- 
Hon barn at Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md. He's become the old 
sire now, and Not For Love holds a rare 
place in Thoroughbred racing-universally 
admired by industry players in the Mid- 
Atlantic and beyond. 

“He'd have been a good sire in 
Kentucky, at Claiborne or anywhere else,” 
said Landes, general manager of Hermitage 
Farm in Goshen, Ky, and a longtime 
shareholder in the son of Mr. Prospector. 
“People would have chased him.” 

They did, and still do. He wiU cover 
about 30 mares this year, and get a good 
number of them in foal. He was Maryland's 
Stallion of the Year (again) for 2013. The 
award was his 11th. 


He's sired 33 winners this year, led by 
stakes winner Steady N Love, to follow 
a 2013 of 60 winners including the near- 
miUionaire Eighttofasttocatch. 

His stallion career includes progeny 
earnings of $66 million and counting, 
nearly 2,500 wins from almost 600 win¬ 
ners, the unofficial crown as the leading 
sire outside of Kentucky and the official 
tide as leading Maryland Million sire of 
all-time with wins on the dirt and turf, in 
sprints and distances races, by fillies and 
colts, 2-year-olds and older horses. 

His grandson California Chrome won 
this year's Kentucky Derby and Preakness, 
15 years after Not For Love's first foals hit 
the track. Another grandson Lucy's Bob 
Boy is a regional hero with 17 wins from 
26 starts, most of them at Charles Town. 

At home, he holds court in a barn 
made famous by his dam's sire Northern 
Dancer and other greats of Maryland's 
Thoroughbred heyday. He's the old man, 
the grandfather, the pop-pop of a ros¬ 
ter that also includes Great Notion, E 
Dubai, Dance With Ravens, Buffurn, Lion 
Hearted, Orientate and Redeemed. 

A 24-year-old horse is entitled to some 
signs of age. Call Not For Love distin¬ 
guished. He hardly looks old, but you can 
see his ribs (as you could 10 years ago), his 
face is softer, the hair around his fetlocks 
long. Northview manages achy stifles, 
keeps him away from too much spring 


grass, reviews the reproductive history of 
those 30 mares carefully and otherwise 
dotes on its elder statesman. 

“He is a gentleman,” stallion manager 
Francisco Torres said in April. “He is so 
special. We are responsible for him now. 
He got everybody this far. It's up to us to 
take care of him now. He is 24 years old, 
but he looks like a champ. I am so proud 
of him.” 

Bred by Jockey Club chairman Ogden 
Mills “Dinny” Phipps, Not For Love is a 
full-brother to champion Rhythm and won 
four races before being sold to Northview 
president Richard Golden in time for the 
1995 racing season. The bay horse won 
twice more for Golden. The Kentucky- 
bred earned $178,870 in 29 starts, but 
never did win a stakes. 

He was bought for his pedigree and 
stallion potential, as a son of the great 
Mr. Prospector and multiple graded stakes 
winner Dance Number. Beyond Rhythm, 
his family includes Super Saver, Bluegrass 
Cat, Daydreaming, Girolamo, Accelerator, 
Imagining, Frost Giant and so on. Not 
For Love's granddam Numbered Account 
(by Buckpasser out of a Swaps mare) was 
champion 2-year-old filly of 1971 and the 
dam of another Northview stallion Polish 
Numbers. There are more, but it's point¬ 
less. The names are big and there are many. 

“That pedigree wasn't what it is today, 
but it was stiU good and made you stop

and look” said Landes of the mid-1990s. 
‘‘There's a depth there and it's stood the 
test of time. He was a shghdy above aver¬ 
age racehorse, but he's been a remarkable 
sire.” 

Torres was full-time at Hy-Point Dairy 
when he started working weekends in the 
Northview broodmare division in 2003. 
By then, Not For Love was fully estab¬ 
lished and the man recognized the stalHon's 
importance early. 

“He has class, you can teU that right 
away when you see him,” said Torres, 
who moved up to stallion groom and now 
stallion manager over time. “Every single 
horse has his own personality, but this one 
is special. I saw that the first day I saw him. 
Body-wise, personality, everything about 
him is special.” 

A day in Not For Love's life starts early 
with breakfast. He gets turned out in his 


paddock (the first one out the west side of 
the barn) at 6:30. He's the last to go out, 
because he's good about it. 

This time of year he's the first to 
come in, about 11:30. He stays out longer, 
depending on the time of year. In warmer 
weather, he gets a bath every day. During 
breeding season, there's plenty to see and 
do as he and his barnmates host mares 
from around the region (and nation). The 
action is nothing like it used to be, but 
there's business to attend to, foals to create, 
legacies to extend. 

“Speed,” Torres said with smde when 
asked what Not For Love transmits to his 
sons and daughters. “But maybe person¬ 
ality, too. He's not mean, he's easy to do 
things with and that matters also.” 

Not For Love used to battle with Allen's 
Prospect atop the Maryland sire standings, 
and has weathered the ups and downs of 


the state's Thoroughbred industry. The 
things this horse has seen-booms, busts, 
slots, sales, carryovers, competition-reso¬ 
nate through the years. And in his eyes. 

Outside of his stall. Not For Love mrns 
back time and gets up on his toes. He jigs 
toward the breeding shed, dives for bits of 
grass, shuffles sideways off the horsepath, 
bares his (long) teeth, crow-hops a bit on 
his hind legs. The mares aren't coming on 
this day, but he looks for them. 

With a practiced, “Easy, easy now,” 
from Torres, the stallion settles down. He 
pricks his ears for a moment, as if to simply 
give the camera its shot, then relaxes in the 
shade of a tree. He's standing a few yards 
from the Northview cemetery. Ten tarn 
rests there, as do T. V. Commercial, Caveat, 
Two Punch and others. 

Someday, but only someday, they'll 
make room for Not For Love. ^ 
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T he country’s marquee 2-year-olds in training sales were nothing 
short of hit or miss in 2014. 

The hits came at the larger, more diverse markets Uke the Ocala 
Breeders Sales Co.’s March and April sales. The misses were seen at the 
smaller, more boutique markets like Keeneland’s April, Fasig-Tipton’s 
Florida and Barretts Equine Ltd.’s May sales. Logically the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May sale of 2-year-olds in training figured to fare well based on 
those recent performances and generally it did by the time the final horse 
went through the ring May 20 in Timonium. 


Fasig-Tipton Midlantic reported its 
largest sales total since 2006 as 329 of the 
430 horses offered over the two sessions 
sold for $19,601,000. The total increased 
17.5 percent from the $16,675,000 for 249 
juveniles in 2013. 

The larger catalog and subsequently 
more diverse group of horses to pick and 
choose from-something buyers resolutely 
demand today-led to decreases in average 
price and median. The sale’s average was 
$59,578, down 11 percent from $66,968, 
and median dropped 22.5 percent from 
$40,000 to $31,000. 

‘Tt was a very good sale, we were 
thrilled,” said Paget Bennett, Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic’s sales director. ‘‘It was a little 
surprising to see [the average and median 
drop], I really thought the average was 
going to be up. At the same time we sold 
53 horses for over $100,000, which was 
great, and the high-priced horse last year 
was $450,000 and this year we had a 520, a 
510 and a 500.” 

The $520,000 bid by leading buyer 
Steve Young for a colt by War Front that 
sold during a robust opening session car¬ 
ried the sale. 

The sales-topper was one of nine juve¬ 
niles to reach $400,000 or more, compared 
to just one a year ago, and one of 11 that 
brought $300,000 or more compared to 
just seven in 2013. The strength was evi¬ 
dent at the top of the market, just as it’s 
been at every 2-year-old sale this year. 

The middle to lower portions of the 
market struggled, also typical of juve¬ 
nile sales in recent years. Korean buying 
groups continued to make their presence 
felt at American 2-year-old sales, buying 39 
horses under several names. That helped, 
but a void still existed. 

“One thing we were discussing amongst 
ourselves, the consignors that is, is there 
were a lot of people missing there this 
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Consignor Barry Eisaman (top) and buyer 
Steve Young (bottom) teamed up on the 
sales-topper, a son of War Front, one of 
three horses to sell for $500,000 or more. 


year,” said Eddie Woods, who finished as 
the second leading consignor by total sales 
with 13 sold for $1.35 million. “Consignors 
normally see people that buy horses in the 
back ring, the $25,000, $30,000 horses, go 
with the vet report and people who have 
bought horses off you for years because 
that money worked out for them, and they 
weren’t nearly as active.” 

The general consensus was that the foot 
traffic around the barns and around the 
sales ring during the opening session was in 
stark contrast to the second session. 

Dr. Barry Eisaman, who with wife Shari 
operates Eisaman Equine, sold the sales- 
topper and was the leading consignor by 
total sales with 33 for $2.25 million, equat¬ 
ed it to being on “different planets.” 

“The two days of the sale kind of had 
a dramatically different feel to them,” he 
said. “The first day was the usual robust 
Timonium activity and the second day was 
much fewer people around the barn area, 
fewer people at the ring, so it had a differ¬ 
ent feel the second day. It was striking for a 
two-day sale because they usually are what 
they are.” 

Hot early, cold late 

Year after year and sale after sale, offi¬ 
cials from Thoroughbred auction houses 
across the country scoff at the notion that 
late-session or late-sale fireworks are pre¬ 
arranged. 

They work for different operations, 
whether in Kentucky or Florida, California 
or Maryland, but the fine is always the 
same: It’s completely random and the first 
letter of the dam’s first name determines 
the order of the catalog. 

They say it, but it frequently seems to 
work out just right that the best horses- 
or at least those that sell for the best 
prices-are the last few through the ring. 
People stick around late, either with still- 
to-be-filled orders or simply out of curi¬ 
osity. And frequently the highest-priced 
horses sell past the midpoint of the session 
or toward the end. 

But what happens when what the sales 
companies have been saying all along is 
true? Perhaps the 2014 Midlantic May sale 
provides the answer. 

The catalog for the 2014 sale opened 
with Hip 1, a colt by Lion Hearted out of 
Waiting to Connect, and went through Hip 
580, a filly by Posse out of Vodka Gal. So 
W to V was the flavor of choice in 2014. 

Six of the top seven most expensive 
colts and eight of the top 11 most expen-

sive fillies sold during the opening session. 
The sale clearly had bounce on Day 1, but 
the same couldn^t be said for Day 2. 

‘d thought overall it was a very good 
sale/’ Woods said, ‘dt was a great sale for 
the top horses as it always is nowadays. The 
first day was very strong but the latter part 
of the second day weakened quite a bit for 
the ordinary blue-collar kind of horse.” 

Third on the total sales list with a dozen 
for $ 1 ,347,000, Niall Brennan agreed. 

‘dt was a httle stronger the first day,” 
he said. “A lot of that is just alphabetically 
by the way the horses landed and thafs 
true, however, the better horses are sifted 
through pretty good at these sales and they 
take care of themselves and people are 
there for those. 

‘‘On the second day it seemed hke there 
were less people. Now, is that just a func¬ 
tion that people couldn’t stay around for 
three or four days? They had all their work 
done, did some bidding on the phone pos¬ 
sibly; was it a fact that people were only 
there to buy one or two each and those 
guys left because they got them bought 
on the first day? You can always ask those 


questions with a two-, three-, four-day sale 
because as people get the horses bought 
they might leave.” 

The right players were on hand for the 
opening session and the statistics by the 
time the final horse went through the ring 
were extremely strong. 

Total sales were up a whopping 60 per- 
cent-$11,553,000 in 2014 compared to 
$7,235,000 in 2013-and average climbed 
15.1 percent to $68,768 and median rose 
7.8 percent to $34,500. 

The sale’s most expensive colt and filly 
were sold during the opening session-the 
War Front colt going to Young as agent 
for $520,000 and a More Than Ready 
half-sister to recent Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes-G2 winner Stopchargingmaria 
going to Stonestreet Stables for $510,000. 

Young was the sale’s leading buyer and 
he signed for five of the six juveniles he 
bought on behalf of clients for $1.94 mil¬ 
lion during the opening session. 

The sales-topper went through the ring 
late in the first session. 

Consigned by Eisaman Equine, agent, 
the colt out of the Wavering Monarch 


mare Judy’s Magic sold for $70,000 more 
than the sale’s most expensive juvenile a 
year ago. 

The colt breezed a furlong in : 10.40 
during presale workouts. 

Young bought another War Front colt, 
out of the Seeking the Gold mare Wildlife 
Festival, for $400,000, the co-seventh most 
expensive horse in the sale. The colt was 
sold within the first hour of the sale by 
Hartley/DeRenzo Thoroughbreds. 

Young’s other Day 1 purchases includ¬ 
ed an Afleet Alex colt for $400,000 and a 
Tapit colt for $300,000. 

The second day had its big buys too. 

One was a filly by Speights town pur¬ 
chased by Mid-Adantic owner/breeder 
EUen Charles of HiUwood Stable. Charles, 
seated alongside trainer Rodney Jenkins, 
went to $425,000 to purchase the filly out 
of graded stakes-placed Sandra’s Rose, by 
Old Trieste, from Brennan’s consignment. 

Charles and Jenkins bid on another 
fiUy during the opening session, but lost 
out. They dug deep on the Speights town 
fiUy and did so based on the advice of 
Brennan.

‘‘He breaks horses for us and he told 
us she was a really nice filly/’ Jenkins 
said. “We think he’s very knowledgeable. 
Honestly we were going on his say so. 
And she was a beautiful filly. We missed a 
filly the day before and Mrs. Charles was 
looking for a filly. That’s how it ended 
up.” 

Brennan said the filly was the “star of 
our consignment.” 

“We felt that going up there, not just 
because of her physical and her ability but 
also her pedigree,” Brennan said. “She’s 
by one of the top sires in the country 
and she showed it. She was a tremendous 
physical and was very popular across the 
board. Obviously you have to be happy 
when horses like that get through aU the 
hoops and wind up in a good home. You 
feel hke you had a good sale.”

B obby Dibona wasn't born with the 
proverbial silver spoon in his mouth 
or for that matter into the sport of 
Thoroughbred racing. 

“I come up from the street and had the 
desire to be in this business,” said Dibona, 
who trains a string of seven and splits 
his time between Monmouth Park and 
Gulfstream Park. ‘T’m grateful that God 
gave me the talent to understand horses 
and read them and bring out the best in 
them. Pm confident that if they don't run 
for me, they're not running for nobody. 
That's just the way it is.” 

With his near perfect 3-for-4 record for 
the opening month of the 2014 Monmouth 
meeting with horses he took for a tag, who 
could argue? 


‘We're off to a hot start,” Dibona said. 
“That makes things a little easier and we 
have money to claim right now. So we're 
on the move and I'm trying to stay positive. 
We're 25 percent now for the year and were 
[close to] 20 percent last year. We're strong. 
We don't seem to get the recognition, but 
we keep battiing.” 

Peace Sign Stable's Hard Enough is 
doing his part. The 4-year-old son of Hard 
Spun captured his third stakes race, and 
first graded, with an upset of the $100,000 
Red Bank Stakes-G3 May 17. 

Claimed for $50,000 in February 2013 
at Gulfstream, Hard Enough won the 
Jersey Derby and Restoration Stakes on 
the Monmouth lawn and was third in the 
Grade 3 Kent at Delaware Park last year. 


The Red Bank win under Eddie Castro was 
the horse's sixth in 20 starts, and fifth for 
Dibona and owners Philip DiCosmo and 
Anthony Condurso. 

“He got beat 20 lengths the day I 
claimed him,” Dibona said. “I was the 
only one who went for him. It was a team 
effort with my owners and myself We 
work together to find these horses and 
with that particular horse. Hard Spuns are 
notoriously better on the grass. I reaUy 
thought he was better suited to be on the 
grass. His previous connections had some 
high expectations for him and had already 
tried him in a stakes. He was young and we 
thought he had an upside if I could move 
him back on the grass, and lo and behold, 
the Red Bank was the third stakes I won 
with him. He's a monster.” 

Dibona was also high on Exploring, 
a 4-year-old son of Sky Mesa claimed by 
DiCosmo's Love Unlimited Thorough¬ 
breds for $16,000 from John Oxley and 
trainer Mark Casse April 25. The first time 
off the claim, Dibona ran him for $40,000 
in a 5V2-furlong test at Monmouth May 24 
and Exploring won under wraps. 

“I won a six-way shake for him. I 
found a few things he needs a little help 
with,” Dibona said. “At Monmouth, I also 
won with a nice Artie Schiller fiUy named 
Almost an Angel I claimed from Wesley 
Ward [for $30,000 in March]. I really like 
her. She keeps going up, up, up. When I 
claimed her, she run off the board. . . she 
won here [in an allowance May 18]. She's a 
whole different animal now.” 

Turning horses around for the better is 
nothing new for Dibona, who grew up in 
Weymouth, Mass., and became captivated 
by the sport when he was 16. A school 
friend, the son of New England owner 
Sheldon Schwartz, took Dibona to Suffolk 
Downs and while the younger Schwartz 
wasn't interested, the kid from the streets 
certainly was. 

“My first time, I thought ‘Oh my God.' 
I loved the track,” he said. “From then on. 
I'd meet Mr. Schwartz and sit in his box. 
He taught me how to read the Racing Form 
and go to the window. I would hang with 
him. I learned to become a good handicap- 
per well before I knew anything about the 
horses. I understood the program, condi¬ 
tions, all of it, and got very sharp on handi¬ 
capping. I used to take a bus, and then a 
train, and then God knows what, and jump 
off at Suffolk and crawl underneath the 
fence to save the $2 admission to get in 
there. I'd have my $10 to bet and we'd be 
ready to go for the day.” 
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Dibona did well enough at the win¬ 
dows that later when he owned a bar in 
Boston, Bobby D's, he also became a 
Thoroughbred owner, giving his horses to 
Nick Cicerone to train. But when Cicerone 
died at a young age in 2001, Dibona took 
out his trainer’s license. 

‘d took a big chance and I sold my bar,” 
he said. ‘‘Over 10 years, I had the horses as 
an owner and started spending more and 
more time in the barn. My passion was 
growing stronger and I needed to know if 
I could be any good or not. I won with my 
first horse as a trainer. Hurricane Havoc, 
and I never looked back.” 

Dibona won the $100,000 Sunshine 
State Stakes on Florida Breeders Day in 
early December at Gulfstream with Star 
Harbour, whom he haltered for $35,000 
at Saratoga in August and then worked 
to correct the horse’s bad feet and other 
issues. Actin Good and Cuba are others he 
has done wonders with over the years. 

Cuba, claimed for $18,000 in February 
2008, won seven races over the next year 
for Dibona, including the Charles Hesse III 
Handicap at Monmouth and the $300,000 
Maryland Million Classic at Laurel. 

Actin Good, whom Dibona called “the 
first good horse I ever had,” won the 
$250,000 Pegasus Stakes-G3 on the 2007 
Breeders’ Cup undercard at Monmouth 
and the 2009 Majestic Light Stakes at the 
track on Haskell Invitational Day. 

“I thrive on the biggest days,” he said. 
“The bigger the race, the bigger the stage, 
that’s what I’m about. I really do take pride 
in competing on the big stage and against 
the best.” 

That is why he was let down when 
Hard Enough clipped heels, almost went 
over the rail, and didn’t finish in an allow¬ 
ance on Florida Derby Day this March at 
Gulfstream. 

“I did everything right with him. You’ve 
got to understand the job we did with 
this horse,” said Dibona, who gives high 
praise to the three Gonxalez brothers who 
have worked for him for 10 years, grooms 
Walter and Wifredo and exercise rider 
Coco. “We loved him in that spot. What 
happened was very disappointing. Rather 
than rush into things, I just told everybody 
to relax, step back, let’s get him home to 
Monmouth, and I come right back and got 
the money [in the Red Bank].” 

Dibona, who had won 206 races in his 
career through May 25, has been stabling 
at Monmouth since 2006 and has been 
victorious in about 10 stakes races at the

Jersey Shore track. Nonetheless, he feels 
overlooked. 

“I have seven horses in my barn,” he 
said. “I should have 17. Every horse I 
claim, I put a career high number on. 
That’s what I strive for personally. I went to 
the track with a lot of dreams and ambi¬ 
tion. I feel so grateful that I have the talent. 
I have a good team and a good program. I 
just hope sooner or later somebody notices 
something.” 


FAST START 

Another off to a bla 2 ing start at 
Monmouth is Paco Lope 2 , who picked up 
where he left off in 2013. 

The 28-year-old native of Veracru 2 , 
Mexico, was Monmouth’s leading rider in 
2013 with 99 wins and 14 stakes victories. 
He visited the winner’s circle 21 times 
through May 25 and set a Monmouth mark 
May 17 when he booted home seven win¬ 
ners on a single card.

That feat eclipsed the previous record 
of six wins on a card by Walter Blum in 
1961 and equaled by Chris Antiey (1984),

Castro (2009). 

Lope 2 , also Monmouth’s top jockey 
in 2010, was aboard Itsmyluckyday when 
the 4-year-old colt made light work of the 
$75,000 Majestic Light Stakes May 24 on 
the comeback trail for trainer Eddie Plesa Jr.

The Starting Line 

Historic track waits for reinforcements 
as 77th season begins with short fieids

D elaware Park kicked off its 77th sea¬ 
son May 17 with seven Thoroughbred 
races and one Arabian race on the 
program, and business was down slightly 
from a year ago. 

The 2013 meet opener also came on 
Preakness Day and on-track handle was 
$208,536 and total handle was $670,884 
for a nine-race card. This year's on-track 
handle was $173,648 and total handle was 
$532,993. Attendance was not announced 
either year, but Delaware Park executive 
director of racing John Mooney said he felt 
it was a sohd opener. 

‘We were very pleased with the turn¬ 
out,” Mooney said. “Our second Saturday 
[May 24] was also a very good day.” 

On-track wagering totaled $132,708 May 
24, while total handle was $732,860 for an 
eight-race card with seven Thoroughbred 
races. 

Delaware's racing office carded between 
seven and eight Thoroughbred races dur¬ 
ing May, primarily due to the stable area 
being below capacity. Mooney said there 


were about 800 horses on the grounds, but 
expects to have more than 1,000 by June. 

“There are a lot of horses coming in 
late from Florida as well as Kentucky, and 
that will help us put together the cards,” 
Mooney said. 

The live schedule shifts to four days a 
week (Monday, Wednesday, Thursday and 
Samrday) beginning in June and through 
Sept. 6, and then will revert to three days 
per week until closing day Oct. 22. 

Delaware Park wiU run 81 live dates this 
year, the same as in 2013. That number 
is down considerably since a high of 149 
in 2000, and the direct result of a short¬ 
age of horses in the Mid-Atlantic. With a 
declining North American foal crop and 
many tracks running concurrendy with 
Delaware—Monmouth Park, Parx Racing, 
Pimlico, Penn National—they all pull from 
the same pool of runners. 

The top five jockeys from 2013—Alex 
Cintron, Victor Carrasco, Daniel Centeno, 
Abel Castellano Jr. and Jose Caraballo- 
remrn for this season, as well as the leading 


four trainers-Jamie Ness, Juan Vazquez, 
McLean Robertson and Julio Cartagena. 
Ness and Graham Motion jumped out 
to fast starts, winning three races each 
through May 31. 

Vazquez, a 39-year-old native of Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, was the leading trainer at 
Delaware Park in 2010 and 2011, and fin¬ 
ished second in the standings the past two 
seasons behind Ness. 

He will have about 55 horses at Dela¬ 
ware, said he would like to win another 
training tide, but added that his primary 
goal is to earn money for his owners. 

“We have had a tremendous amount 
of success at Delaware through the years, 
so it is only natural for us to want to keep 
coming back,” Vazquez said. 

Mooney said he expects several new 
trainers to settle on the backstretch, includ¬ 
ing Alexander Delp from Parx, Galvin 
Baltazar from Tampa Bay Downs, Wayne 
Potts from Maryland, and WiU Van Meter 
from the Kentucky circuit. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Larry Jones, severely injured at 
Delaware during training hours AprU 19, 
has also returned after a two-year absence. 
The horses trained by Jones were overseen 
by his wife Cindy and an assistant during 
his rehabilitation. . . Horses that compete 
at Delaware Park this season wUl be under 
the scrutiny of a new testing system run 
by LGC Sports Science in Lexington, Ky, 
which was awarded a four-year contract by 
the Delaware Racing Commission. ‘We 
have had strict testing [at Delaware Park], 
and now it's just going to get a httie strict¬ 
er,” trainer Mike Gorham, president of 
the Delaware Thoroughbred Horseman's 
Association, said about the contract with 
LGC Sports Science. . . Tracy Farmer's 
My Merry Way, a 3-year-old daughter of 
Tiznow trained by Motion, won the open¬ 
ing race of the season-a 1 mile and 
70-yard maiden by IH lengths in 1:40.59. 
My Merry Way is out of The Hess Express, 
by Lord Carson, and is a fuU-sister to Grade 
1 winner BuUsbay, also trained by Motion 
and now standing at stud at Northview PA 
... The track record for 1 mile on the main 
track, a mark that stood for 54 years, was 
shattered May 24 by Lawrence Roman's 
Stormin Monarcho.

Sweet, Not Sour 

Calamondin reverses poor ’13 season 
with pair of triumphs for Equivine Farm

W hat’s in a name? A calamondin is a 
citrus tree that produces an orange 
fruit with an unexpected surprise 
when you eat it—the peel is sweet, but the 
fruit inside is sour. 

And while Calamondin the horse may 
have had a bit of a sour start to his five- 
race career-finishing fourth and sixth in 
his first two starts-his recent results have 
been nothing but sweet, with back-to-back 
victories in a maiden at Laurel Park and an 
allowance at Penn National. 

The homebred for Val McNeely’s Equi¬ 
vine Farm was sent off the heavy favorite 
in the May 1 allowance and made quick 
work of his five opponents. He rolled to a 
2^-length win under Frankie Pennington 
for trainer Cal Lynch, earning $17,700 to 
bring his career total to $52,500. 


“Calamondin is the third generation of 
his family to race for us,” McNeely said. 
“We raced his second dam, Goldie Pops, 
and his dam, Redaspen.” 

Redaspen was an accomplished runner 
for Equivine, winning five stakes and nine 
races overall. The wins included the Grade 
2 La Prevoyante Handicap at Gulfstream 
Park. She also equaled the course record 
for IVis miles at Laurel Park in 2006 and 
earned $459,473. 

Redaspen has produced six foals for 
Equivine. She has a yearling colt by Cape 
Blanco (Ire), foaled a fiUy by Congrats this 
year, and was bred back to Eskendereya. 

McNeely said that Calamondin is “a fun 
horse, and he loves what he’s doing.” 

The 4-year-old Kentucky-bred son of 
Curlin wasn’t started early, she said, to let 
him have time to grow and mature. 


“That’s one of the benefits of having 
your own farm,” she said. 

McNeely, whose 145-acre farm is in 
Coatesville. Pa., divides her year between 
homes in Florida and Pennsylvania, and is 
a member of the Board of Governors of 
the Boys & Girls Clubs of America. 

Her mother, Rosamond Clark, started 
the Rosamond S. Clark Fund in 2010, 
which helps the Turning For Home rescue 
at Parx Racing. McNeely’s two daughters, 
Frances and Andrea, are also involved in 
the Thoroughbred world, while her son 
David is a wine importer and has a vine¬ 
yard in Argentina. 

Among clients foaling mares at 
Equivine Farm is Phyllis Wyeth, owner 
and breeder of Belmont Stakes-Gl winner 
Union Rags. McNeely said that she foaled 
several Union Rags babies this spring, and 
that they “were aU bays, and all very nice.” 

LATEST SUCCESS 

Clovis Crane wears many hats in the 
Thoroughbred industry-trainer, consign¬ 
or, pinhooker and breeder. One of the 
products of his breeding program at his 
farm in Lebanon, Pa., is Three Diamonds 
Farm’s Red Velvet, who improved her 
record to two wins from three starts when 
she won a $33,300 allowance going 6 fur¬ 
longs May 2. 

Todd Pletcher shipped the 3-year- 
old daughter of City Zip in from New 
York and she won in a hand ride by 9Va 
lengths. She broke through the gate prior 
to the start, but after being re-loaded she 
bounced out alertly and went straight to 
the lead. With Clinton Potts only showing 
the whip, she stopped the clock in 1:09.62. 

Crane purchased the Honour and 
Glory mare On and On, the dam of Red 
Velvet, for $4,000 at the 2011 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky winter mixed sale in foal to City 
Zip, and the fiUy was born two months 
later. 

Crane had intended to sell her the 
following year at the February sale in 
Kentucky. She was withdrawn after a minor 
injury and Crane instead sold her to his cli¬ 
ent Kirk Wycoff at the farm’s annual open 
house. Wycoff and his wife Debra, who 
live in Fort Washington, Pa., campaign 
horses under the Three Diamonds banner. 

“The Wycoffs have been customers for 
many years,” said Crane. “I’ve sold them 
a lot of horses, and I’m glad to see them 
come up with a good one in Red Velvet.” 

Red Velvet followed her victory at Penn 
National with a score in the $100,000 
Jersey Girl Stakes May 26 at Belmont Park.

Off Florida claim, Pennsylvania-bred 
gets back to winning for Hollahan barn

W hen He’s Got Talent broke his 
maiden at first asking at Churchill 
Downs in May 2013 for owners/ 
breeders Ken and Sarah Ramsey it seemed 
as though he had a very bright future. 

But the Pennsylvania-bred son of then- 
freshman sire Talent Search didn’t surface 
again until July when he was sixth in the 
Chenery Stakes at Colonial Downs, and 
then was shelved until January He found 
the winner’s circle that day at Gulfstream 
Park, albeit in a claiming contest. 

He’s Got Talent was haltered for 
125,000 by trainer Tino Attard in his next 
start in South Florida, and then made two 
additional starts for that trainer, the final 
one coming March 6, when he did not 
finish after ducking in at the gap and was 
puUed up on the turn. 


Out of that disastrous effort He’s Got 
Talent was claimed again, this time by 
owner Juan Arriagada, who promptiy sent 
the 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred north to 
Heather Hollahan. 

She gave the bay gelding about a month 
off and then entered him in an allowance 
April 16 at Penn National and he finished 
second. A htde less than a month later in 
a $34,000 allowance at Parx Racing, He’s 
Got Talent finally broke through for his 
new connections. The victory was his third 
from eight starts, and increased his earn¬ 
ings to $69,717. He was foaled at Glenn 
and Becky Brok’s Diamond B Farm in 
Mohrs viUe. 

“Other than a few scratches the day we 
claimed him, he was fine,” Hollahan said 
of the gelding’s eventful trip at Gulfs tream. 


“I’m not sure what happened there, as he 
is pretty level headed. He has a super per¬ 
sonality. He was so cool in the paddock at 
Parx that day [May 11]; the atmosphere was 
pretty electric as a couple of other horses 
were having problems getting saddled. He 
was a total pro before and after the race.” 

Hollahan described He’s Got Talent as 
being “good si2ed, well-muscled and very 
good looking, and his face has a lot of 
character.” 

BACK ON TRACK 

Henry “Hank” Nothhaft calls California 
home, but has been expanding his racing 
and breeding interests in the Keystone 
State the last several years. 

Not only has Nothhaft invested in sev¬ 
eral staUions that stand in Pennsylvania, 
he’s supported them with a well-bred 
broodmare band. His first homebreds race 
this year. 

Nothhaft, a graduate of the United 
States Naval Academy and a former officer 
in the Marine Corps with a background in 
telecommunications and networking com¬ 
panies, was recentiy appointed to a four- 
year term on the board of the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Northhaft maintains a string at Parx 
with trainer Keith Nations, and recently 
one of his runners. Ignite, found the win¬ 
ner’s circle. The daughter of Jump Start 
rallied from off the pace in a $34,200 
allowance against state-breds at 1 mile May 
6. Ignite was bred by Barlar and is out of 
the Distorted Humor mare Perverse. 

“This winter was very tough on my 
Pennsylvania racing plans,” Nothhaft said. 
“In order to supplement my stable until 
my pipeline of Pennsylvania-breds starts 
providing most of the racing stock, I have 
been actively seeking well-bred fillies for 
the stable that make sense in the context of 
races available primarily at Parx.” 

Nothhaft said Ignite was noticed by 
Nations when she debuted at Laurel Park 
in October 2013, and they put her on their 
“maybe” list. 

After she was entered next in a maiden 
claiming race at Penn National (which she 
won), Nothhaft approached his blood¬ 
stock agent Carl McEntee and asked him 
to look at her pedigree and give his opin¬ 
ion. Since Ignite was foaled and raised at 
Northview PA in Peach Bottom, McEntee 
was famihar with her and was in favor of 
Nothhaft acquiring her. 

After finding out the owner of Ignite 
was a friend, Nothhaft said he didn’t want 
to drop a claim slip, and had McEntee 
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approach her connections to purchase her 
privately. 

‘‘Given her pedigree, we expected her to 
get better as she got older, and we beheved 
she would go long, even though she broke 
her maiden in a sprint,” Nothhaft said. 
“Under Keith’s training she has continued 
to get better and better and is starting to 
mature. The fact that she is Pennsylvania- 
bred is a major plus as far as I am con¬ 
cerned.” 

Nothhaft has a pair of homebred 
2-year-olds by Smarty Jones training at 
Sylmar Farm in Christiana, Pa., who may 
race this year-Smarty’s Legend, a filly out 
of Randie’s Legend, by Benchmark; and 
Dash, a filly out of Aloft, by Unbridled’s 
Song. 


Nothhaft has five homebred yearlings 
by Silver Train, who will be broken at 
Sylmar before joining Nations at Parx. 
Named Thepennsylvaniakid, Silver Trophy, 
Chineoteague. Move and Shenango Valley, 
Nothhaft said that are all athletic looking 
and he has high hopes for their success. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ The first grass race of the year at Parx 
was contested May 26, and when the turf 
settled it was Jon A. Marshall’s favored 
Dancing Lounge who survived a wild fin¬ 
ish to win by a nose over Incisive Strike, 
with Turbin another nose back and a 
head in front of Bo Strikes Back. Dancing 
Lounge, a Pennsylvania-bred 5-year-old 
son of Theatrical (Ire) out of the Pleasant 


Tap mare Voodoo Lounge covered the 
mile and 70 yards in 1:42.87. The home¬ 
bred is trained by John Servis and was rid¬ 
den by John Bisono. 

■ Handsup Moneydown collected his 
seventh consecutive race May 26 when 
he triumphed in a $28,250 starter allow¬ 
ance for owner/trainer Ramon Preciado. 
The 5-year-old son of Sharp Humor 
was claimed by Preciado for $7,500 last 
October and since then has never been 
out of the money. He’s won nine times, 
finished second twice, and third once in 
12 starts for Preciado, returning more 
than $180,000 for the modest investment. 
Handsup Moneydown’s win was his eighth 
of the year, the nation’s best through early 
June. W

The Latest Gift 

Great Notion filly Pocket Gift shows 
she fits with stakes win for Bunco team

After two winter defeats in Florida, Pocket Gift (6) proves her affinity for Charles Town 
with a stakes score in the Its Binn Too Long Stakes for leading trainer Jeff Bunco. 


I t might appear that Jeff Runco has an 
unlimited supply of winning horses to 
trot out to the track at Charles Town 
Races. 

It isn’t true, of course, but the vet¬ 
eran conditioner does seem to somehow 
find a way to win more than his share of 
races year after year, Runco finished atop 
the Charles Town trainer standings eight 
straight years, including last year’s table 
with 138 wins and more than $2.6 million 
in purses. Runco showed every inclination 
to continue his reign through late May as 
he occupied a familiar spot atop the train¬ 
ers’ Hst. 

The May 24 Its Binn Too Long Stakes 
saw the latest impressive Runco winner, 
the 3-year-old Great Notion filly Pocket 
Gift. Like many of his horses. Pocket Gift 
is intrinsically linked to Jeff and Susan 


Runco’s Coleswood Farm in Ranson, 
WVa. Bred by Runco’s client, Silverton 
Hill, at Coleswood, the filly didn’t stay 
home for long. 

^^They had her out there in Kenmcky for 
a little while [she made starts at Arlington, 
Indiana Grand, Kentucky Downs, Laurel 
Park, Tampa Bay and Gulfstream], then 
they said let’s try her back in West Virginia 
where she can run against the West 
Virginia-breds,’” Runco said. ‘T told them 
she should fit well here, which it looks like 
so far, so good. I’m happy to have her back 
and it’s a great client, so I’m happy to win 
a stakes for them.” 

Pocket Gift, out of the Forest Camp 
mare Anachini, broke her maiden as a 
2-year-old in her second career start at 
Indiana Grand Race Course, then test¬ 
ed the mrf at Kentucky Downs with a 


fourth-place finish in the Kenmcky Downs 
Juvenile Fillies Stakes. She was third in the 
Maryland Million Lassie at Laurel Park to 
wrap up that solid juvenile campaign, but 
seemed to flounder in two starts in Florida 
before Runco convinced her owners to 
send her back home. 

‘‘She’s had a lot of experience,” Runco 
said. “We’re going to try to get to know her 
a little bit more as we go along. We’ve 
found a few things. The blinkers seem to 
really help with her. That’s the second time 
with blinkers —she’s 2-for-2 now—so I 
think that helped her a ton. Hopefully we 
can keep going forward with her.” 

Pocket Gift got her third straight shot at 
the 4V2-furlong distance in the Its Binn Too 
Long after winning an allowance over that 
same measure May 3. Jockey J.D Acosta 
got the call, but he knew to be on the look¬ 
out for Practical Ideas since that filly had 
bested his mount in an April allowance. 

“You know, at 4y2 everything is in the 
break,” Acosta said. “I was really con¬ 
cerned with [Practical Ideas]. We broke on 
the outside. Jeff found another horse that 
looked really fast in the program, too. I just 
didn’t want to burn my horse up in the first 
quarter. I had a jump, and the 3 [Practical 
Ideas] broke in front of me so I wanted to 
use her a little bit just to make the 3 push 
herself a little bit.” 

Acosta took Pocket Gift three wide 
from the break to press early leader Joanne 
Elizabeth and Practical Ideas before com¬ 
ing up at the wire to win by a neck. 

“Everything worked out,” Acosta said. 
“You see where I got [Practical Ideas] on 
the wire because I feel like he was using 
his horse just a little too much just to not 
let me get next to him. So that worked out, 
I guess.” 

It often seems that way for Runco’s 
horses-it just “works out” is a familiar 
refrain from his barn. 

“It looks like AVi is good for her for 
right now,” Runco said. “We’re going to 
stick with that. We’re going to evenmally 
see if we can’t get her to go a little bit far¬ 
ther, but right now the races are at AVi for 
these 3-year-old West Virginia-bred horses. 
It worked out great for her.” 

Runco is pointing Pocket Gift toward 
October’s West Virginia Division of 
Tourism Breeders Classic Stakes for 3-year- 
old fiUies. Runco might have some com¬ 
pany for Pocket Gift by the time October 
rolls around. The rough winter stalled 
some of his younger horses and Runco has 
high hopes for fresh horses like the David 
Raim-owned Scat Daddy filly Reykjavik. 
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“Right now she’s the only one ” Runco 
said of Pocket Gift. ‘"WeVe still got a 
few new ones in the pipehne. WeVe got 
a couple that are just getting ready Our 

2- year-olds are starting late this year. They 
weren’t quite ready. We’ve got some that 
haven’t even started, so we have a couple 
others so we’U see how it goes and see who 
develops and comes to the top.” 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ A daughter of once-dominant mare 
Carnival Chrome showed in a May 15 
maiden special weight she’s up to follow¬ 
ing in her dam’s footsteps. Chrome Mine, a 

3- year-old daughter of Mineshaft, won her 
debut impressively by 11V 4 lengths. She was 
sent to the post by the same connections as 
her dam - trainer David Walters and owner 
Michael MiUer. The win got her a tenth 
of the way toward matching her mother’s 
total. Carnival Chrome won 10 of 16, aU 
at Charles Town, including the 2007 West 
Virginia “Cavada” Breeders Classic Stakes. 

■ New Jersey-bred Uptown Penthouse 
showed he’s got more left in the tank in a 


6 y 2 -furlong optional claimer May 7. The 
5-year-old son of Speightstown out of 
Pent Up Kiss, by Pentelicus, picked up 
his second straight win with a 4 y 2 -length 
score in a very fast 1:18.41 for trainer 
Joan Reynolds and Double Dee 2 Stables. 
Uptown Penthouse, who improved to six 
wins in 18 starts, went unclaimed for 
$12,500. That was just the start of a 
sohd week for Reynolds, who saddled 
allowance winner Town of Towns two 
days later. Owned by Horseplay Racing, 
the Kentucky-bred 6 -year-old son of 
Speightstown out of the Friendly Lover 
mare Keepondeahng won going 7 furlongs 
by 2 y 4 lengths. Reynolds capped her week 


with another allowance winner May 10 as 

4-year-old chesmut filly Calcutta Cat won 
a 7-furlong allowance. The Maryland-bred 
daughter of Cat Thief out of Bay of 
Bengal, by Rakeen, won for owner Charles 
Reed.

Success Rice 

Family horse Choctaw Chuck pulls 
upset in Tom Ridge on Opening Week

H ow could it have been such a sur¬ 
prise? Choctaw Chuck was nearly 
27-1 when he won the Tom Ridge 
Stakes, one of two $100,000 stakes for 
3-year-olds the first two days of Presque 
Isle Downs’ meet May 11-12. 

The colt is trained by 24-year-old Kevin 
Rice —from the well-known family of 
horsemen and horsewomen that includes 
Clyde Rice, his son Wayne, daughter Linda, 
and grandchildren Taylor, Adam and Kevin. 

Owned by Clyde Rice, Choctaw Chuck 
has had three Rice conditioners in his first 
five starts. Wayne sent him out to a maiden 
victory in his first start a year ago, also at 
Presque Isle. Linda took over late last year 
and based him in New York over the win¬ 
ter. When he failed to make an impact in an 
Aqueduct allowance in March, the colt was 
targeted for northwestern Pennsylvania. 

Grandfather was boosting the horse 
inventory for grandsons Kevin and Adam, 
and Kevin soon had the dark bay son of 



Bwana Charlie working over the Tapeta. 
‘d had him for a few weeks and he was 
working good and training good and we 
just took a shot at it,” said Kevin of the 
ambitious stakes attempt. 

Initally Kevin’s sister Taylor, the lead¬ 
ing apprentice in the nation through early 
June, was supposed to come in from her 
New York base to ride. “But I wasn’t real 
confident that he was going to win and pay 
for her trip and that was the only horse 
we had her on,” said Kevin. “So I told her 
don’t worry about it and then he ended up 
winning.” 

With Deshawn Parker getting the call, 
Choctaw Chuck was never more than a 
couple of lengths off the leaders in the 
opening half-mile, angled out at the head 
of the stretch, and reeled in Cee ’n O to 
get up in the final strides and win by a 
head. In recording his second career win, 
the Florida-bred boosted his earnings to 
$86,660, a nice return on Clyde’s $4,000 
investment at the 2011 October Ocala 
Breeders’ Sale as a weanling. 

It was the first stakes score as a trainer 
for Kevin Rice, who took out his license 
last year and has nine horses in his shed 
row. “I ran my first horse at Keeneland 
[Triple Cross, April 19, 2013] and got sec¬ 
ond in an allowance,” he said. In just over 
a year. Rice’s runners made 40 starts and 
hit the board at a 35 percent cHp. Triple 
Cross, owned by Kevin in partnership with 
his mother Gail (also the gelding’s breeder) 
and sister, was sent out by Kevin 10 times 
last year and placed in five, including a 
second in the Tom Ridge and third in the 
Millions Turf Preview at Gulfstream Park. 

“I do all the work myself,” said Kevin. 
“I ride them, I shoe them, I do it all.” 
Helping around the barn is Casey Shaffer, 
and Kevin’s girlfriend, Emily Halmi, is his 
assistant trainer who oversees the horses at 
a farm in Edinboro they use during the 
meet. “I have between three and five at the 
farm where we stay and we rotate them in 
and out from the track to the farm after 
they run or bree 2 e, and she takes care of 
them until we switch them back in.” 

Wayne Rice is proud of his children, 
and more than eager to reel off their 
accomplishments. “Kevin quahfied to go 
to the national high school rodeo finals as 
a ninth grader at age 15,” said the father. 
“That’s how talented he is on a horse.” 

And the next generation is throughly 
enjoying the run. “That took a lot of pres¬ 
sure off right from the start,” said Kevin 
of the stakes win. “The rest of the summer 
is going to be fun.” 
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Pennsylvania-bred filly Henny Jenney wins the Inaugural Stakes on opening day. 


FAST START WITH JUVENILES 

Wesley Ward, the leading 2-year-old 
trainer in the nation by earnings through 
early June, padded his bankroll by taking 
the first juvenile race of the meet. Ward 
sent out the top two finishers in a May 
13 maiden, with Hat Creek Racing’s War 
Front filly Lindy dominating the 4 V 2 -fur- 
long test, leading throughout under Mario 
Pino and drawing off to win by AVi lengths 
over Sunset Glow. 

Stocked with a barnful of 2-year-olds, 
Adam and Wayne Rice started three in 
the field of eight, with Adam-trained Pom 
Pom Pistol finishing third. But success 
came in short order, with Rices finding the 
winner’s circle twice May 21, taking back- 
to-back 4 V 2 -furlong juvenile races. 

Twisted Ginger, a daughter of Kitalpha 
owned and trained by Wayne, took the third 
race over stablemate Sunday Dinner. Less 
Than Perfect, trained by Kevin, proved 
best in a field of eight first-time starters 
one race later. The Pleasantly Perfect colt 
is owned by Clyde Rice. Half the field con¬ 
sisted of Rice-trained runners. 

Of the first four juvenile races through 
June 1, the Rice family won three, as Pom 
Pom Pistol came through for Adam June 
1. Also owned by Clyde Rice, the Pomeroy 
fiUy defeated boys by 3 lengths. 

HIGH PERCENTAGES 

Trainers Graham Motion and Mike 
Trombetta were hitting at 50 percent early 
in the meet, with Trombetta sending out 
seven winners and Motion five. 

Motion struck fast on the first day, as 
Augustin Stable’s SpeUing Again and Cat’s 
Hohday won back-to-back races May 11. 

The Pennsylvania-bred fillies are from 
famihes who had shown prior success at 
Presque Isle. First-time starter Spelling 
Again, a 3-year-old filly by Awesome 
Again, is a half-sister to Sky Willow, win¬ 
ner of the track’s Northern Fhng Stakes 
in 2012. Spelling Again’s first win was a 
workmanlike 2!4-length score while facing 
10 other state-bred fillies at SV 2 furlongs. 

Cat’s Holiday has been perfect in three 
starts at Presque Isle. Her prior visit yield¬ 
ed the Malvern Rose Stakes in August 
2013. In her first start of this year, she dug 
in to take a mile and 70-yard allowance by 
1 Ya lengths. 

The daughter of Harlan’s Holiday is the 
fourth stakes horse from the first four foals 
for George Strawbridge’s graded-winning 
homebred Dynamic Cat (by Dynaformer). 
FuU-sister Dynamic Hohday won grad¬ 
ed stakes, and half-sisters Cat Park and 


Appeahng Cat placed in graded stakes and 
won at Presque Isle. 

Trombetta had a winner the first day 
(Purrfect Ride in maiden company) and 
had two multi-win days among the first 
six. Four of his wins came in allowance or 
maiden races. 

STEPPING OUT IN STYLE 

Stakes-placed at 2 and 3, Disco Barbie 
made her Presque Isle debut at 4 in sen¬ 
sational fashion, romping home May 13 
by 8 F 4 lengths. Her final time for 6 V 2 
furlongs was 1:15.33, .45 seconds off the 
track record set by Echpse Award-winning 
female sprinter Groupie DoU. 

Trained by Dale Capuano for Dianne 
Manning, the Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Pure Prize has finished in the top three in 
aU but one of her nine starts, and returned 
June 9 to win by 7 length. With four wins, 
a second and three thirds, she has earned 
$127,200. 

Initially based with Tony Du trow. Disco 
Barbie broke her maiden at Delaware Park, 
and finished third in Delaware’s Xtra Heat 
Stakes and Laurel Park’s Gin Talking Stakes 
to conclude her juvenile season. She man¬ 
aged just two starts in 2013, winning a Parx 
Racing allowance in February and finishing 


second in Delaware’s Our Mims Stakes 
before being sidelined and later transferred 
to Capuano. 

INAUGURAL STAKES WIN 

Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old filly 
Henny Jenney faced open company to 
record her first stakes win, taking the 6 -fur- 
long Inaugural Stakes on opening day. The 
lukewarm 4.70-1 second choice in the field 
of nine bided her time in midpack under 
Dylan Davis before rallying four wide on 
the turn and edging clear. 

The Henny Hughes fiUy out of Delizia, 
by Distant View, broke her maiden at 
Presque Isle last September in her debut, 
but was less successful when taking on 
the likes of Gracer last fall when fourth 
in the Blue Mountain Juvenile Fillies 
Stakes at Penn National on the main track. 
The Bernard Schaeffer-owned, William 
Connelly-trained chestnut finished second 
in her first start of this season, the OBS 
Sprint Stakes in Ocala in January, as well as 
allowances at Gulfstream Park (on the turf) 
and Keeneland (Polytrack). 

Bred by Derry Meeting Farm, Henny 
Jenney is a half-sister to five-time stakes 
winner Zeewat, Pennsylvania-bred cham¬ 
pion male sprinter of 2013. ^

Legendary jockey Aitcheson leaves 
behind huge steeplechase impact

They say never meet your heroes. 

They didn’t know Joe Aitcheson Jr, 


Everybody’s hero in American steeple¬ 
chase racing, Aitcheson died May 24 in 
Westminster, Md. He was 85. 

The aU-time leading steeplechase jock¬ 
ey, Aitcheson won 440 races, 42 more 
than Paddy Smithwick, his closest pur¬ 
suer. Dooley Adams and Jerry Fishback 
come next, 97 winners behind Smithwick. 
Aitcheson’s 440 are untouchable, never to 
be threatened. Yes, the game has changed 
some, but no active jockey has 200 wins. 

To every kid who leapt over a puddle, 
it was Beamon’s 29 feet. To every kid who 
swung a baseball bat on a ball field or a 
broom handle in the street, it was Aaron’s 
714 home runs. To every kid who tied his 
shoes tight and chcked his watch, this was 
Bannister’s sub 4-minute mile. To every 
kid who tied a knot in the reins, twirled 
a whip or carried his dad’s tack bag to a 
steeplechase meet, Aitcheson’s 440 is the 
Holy Grail. 

As Soviet long jumper Igor Ter- 
Ovanesyan said after Bob Beamon’s 
record-breaking leap to win Olympic Gold 
in Mexico City in 1968, ‘‘Compared to this 
jump, we are as children.” 

In American steeplechasing, there is 
Aitcheson and then there are children. 

Aitcheson grew up on his family’s farm 
near Burtonsville, Md., son of horse train¬ 


er Leiter Aitcheson. Joe rode ponies, fox¬ 
hunted, loved horses and the speed, the 
attention, the escape they provided. He 
rode his first pony race at age 5. By 12, he 
and pony Sassy Jane were frequent winners 
of local races. 

Aitcheson graduated from Montgomery 
Blair High School, played football and 
boxed. At 17, he joined the Navy. 

After serving as a gunner’s mate on an 
aircraft carrier in the Korean War, he came 
home and started riding for his father 
and uncle, Whitney, at the farm. In 1950, 
as a raw amateur, he tested the Maryland 
Hunt Cup and parted company with Little 
Springs at the 13th fence. 

Aitcheson tempered Grand Chal, a 
rogue sent to the farm as a last resort, and 
began riding races professionally at 28. At 
the time most jump jockeys are thinking 
about quitting, he was just getting started. 
By the end, most jump jockeys wonder if 
they rode too many races. Joe thought he 
didn’t ride enough. 

Grand Chal provided early mileage, 
winning the Virginia Gold Cup in 1957, 
and before long, Aitcheson was at the top. 

Aitcheson’s single-minded conviction 
to the craft produced unbreakable records 
and unfathomable achievements, culmi¬ 
nating in his election to Thoroughbred 


Racing’s Hall of Fame in 1978. He domi¬ 
nated the 1960s, winning seven titles dur¬ 
ing the heyday of the sport, when steeple¬ 
chasing and flat racing meshed in New 
York. Aitcheson hammered a nail high up 
on the tree, winning 40 races in 1964, a 
record then, a record now. 

Seemingly oblivious to anything but his 
craft, Aitcheson was gentle on land, fear¬ 
less on horseback. He led by example, the 
consummate professional, quiet and kind 
off the course, stern and stealth on the 
course. The Pope couldn’t have gotten up 
his inside. 

Aitcheson rode for his father, a hunt 
meet trainer, and for Mikey Smithwick, a 
major track trainer. Smithwick trained a 
juggernaut, recasting castoff sons of Bold 
Ruler and other blue-blooded stalhons 
with black-type pedigrees and past perfor¬ 
mances to the infield sport. Aitcheson won 
eight Virginia Gold Cups, seven Carolina 
Cups, six International Gold Cups, five 
Temple Gwathmeys and two of the first 
three editions of the Colonial Cup, the 
sport’s first $100,000 stakes. 

Aitcheson parmered champions Peal 
(1961), Amber Diver (’63), Bon Nouvel 
(’64, ’65, ’68), Tuscalee (’66), Top Bid (’70) 
and Soothsayer (’72). That’s eight champi¬ 
ons in 12 years if you’re counting. 

He called Top Bid the fastest horse he 
ever rode, Tuscalee the gamest. 

Sure, he rode too long. Still going when 
double vision forced him to close one eye 
when he’d get within the wings, Aitcheson 
won the New York Turf Writers Cup 
aboard 11-year-old Happy Intellectual in 
1977. Broken and battered from a fall 
earher in the week, Aitcheson, 49 at the 
time, could barely walk to the paddock 
but he and the old horse pulled off the 
impossible. It is the sport’s Willis Reed 
moment-the greatest doing the impos¬ 
sible. 

My parents called home-“Joe Aitche¬ 
son won the Turf Writers on Happy 
Intellectual.” Riding the back of the 
couch with a fly swatter and announc¬ 
ing imaginary races, I couldn’t pronounce 
Intellectual but knew the enormity. Joe 
rented a room from my parents during 
summers at Delaware Park, where the 
jumpers stopped before going to Saratoga. 
A blue bird tattooed over each pectoral 
muscle, hair oiled back, driving a tittle 
orange car, sun-bathing in the back yard, 
eating bird portions of concoctions that 
were meant to be healthy, jotting down 
notes about each racecourse, heU, about 
each undulation at each racecourse. 

Hero? This was Hercules. Living above 
our kitchen. 
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When summer was over and Aitcheson 
got back on the tour, his letters would find 
their way to 701 Main Street, Stanton, Del, 

Aitcheson shared a story or two, talking 
about a ride or two, a champion or two, 
but humbly, without bluster, always asking 
about my parents, my activities, my inter¬ 
ests, ending it with his signature, just ‘‘Joe’’ 
scrawled at the bottom and a sketched 
horse head, simple but precise. Aitcheson 
was a steeplechase jockey; like being tall 
or short, Asian or Caucasian, it was simply 
who he was, what he did. 

After a couple of comebacks, Aitcheson 
eventually retired from riding races but 
stayed in the game, galloping horses for 
King Leatherbury and eventually Tim 
Keefe at Laurel Park. Still galloping well 
into his 70s, Aitcheson relished the role, 
the atmosphere, the activity. When Keefe 
started putting him on joggers, the senior 
citizen threatened to quit, asking for the 
tough ones, not wanting a break. The 
funny part was he could stiU ride anything, 
better than most. The letters continued, 
always at Christmas and others during the 
year. Yearly ones to the fledghng newspa¬ 
per, Steeplechase Times, always with a check 
for a subscription. In 19 years of pubhsh- 
ing a newspaper about the sport, many 
people wanted to receive the paper for 
free, the one man who had a hfetime sub¬ 
scription would send a check. And a note. 
Always a note. They’re pinned to bulletin 
boards in the office at Fair Hill, stuffed in 
drawers that haven’t been opened in years 
but all around and appreciated. 

Twenty years after those glorious sum¬ 
mers at Delaware Park, I had replaced 
the fly swatter for a career and was finally 
in contention for my first and only title. 
Aitcheson reached out to Keefe, hand¬ 
ing him an envelope. The envelope had 
Aitcheson’s cursive writing, “For Sean” 
on the outside. Inside was a double-sided 
sheet of yellow legal pad, no introduction, 
just words on a page, he asked for it not 
to be shared. His notes. Like Hemingway’s 
notes on how to write a short story or 
Dndbergh’s notes on how to fly a plane. 

... When you go out to ride a race, have con¬ 
fidence in yourself .. .Before race, think out entire 
course (sharp turns, fences to angle, etc.)... Have 
plan for the race and what you'll do if adverse 
things happen (there is no pace, you get a bad start, 
etc.)... If youfall, cover up head, keep down until

you are sure everyone has passed... Crouch and 
grip tight with calves of legs and ankles 4 or 5 
strides from fence and over it.. .Don't leave too 
much space following horse in front of you in slow 
pace, may get shuffled hack... Don't let unusual 
occurrences (horse falling, etc.) tahe your mind 
off things you are supposed to do... Get low on 
finishing turn and in stretch, don't overuse whip, 
either send or stick horse into last fence, if in 
contention... when you are pulling up after race, 
think of what you are going to tell trainer about 
race.. .If you can, give a horse a breather (usually 


on clubhouse turn) before making a run... Ask 
horse to run (pick up head, churp, etc.), don't just 
pick up stick and startflailing away... if horse is 
lame or dead tired, pull up...

Joe Aitcheson, 85 

Joseph Leiter Aitcheson Jr., 85, of West¬ 
minster, Md., died May 24 at Carroll Hospice 
Dove House. Born in 1928 in OIney, Md., he 
was the son of the late Joseph L. Sr. and 
Lillian Roby Aitcheson. 

He was in the United States Navy from 
1945 to 1952, serving in World War II 
and the Korean War. He was a seven¬ 
time American champion steeplechase 
jockey with a record 440 career jump wins. 
Championships came in 1961, 1963,1964 
and 1967-70. He won a record 40 races in 
1964 and topped 35 on three other occa¬ 
sions. In 1963, he rode 181 races, easily 
the highest total in history. He is the only 
professional jockey to receive the National 
Steeplechase Association’s F. Ambrose Clark 
Award for lifetime contributions to the sport. 

He was inducted into the Maryland State 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 1975 and the 
National Museum and Racing Hall of Fame 
in 1978, the year after he retired from rid¬ 
ing races. 

Aitcheson was a regular at Mid-Atlantic 
racetracks, exercising horses for King T. 
Leatherbury and others. In retirement, 
Aitcheson stayed active and was frequently 
aboard racehorses for Laurel trainer Tim 
Keefe in the morning. In 2006, Aitcheson 
was honored as the Maryland Horse 
Council’s Horseman of the Year and took 
part in a ceremonial “race” at the Shawan 
Downs steeplechase meet. Aitcheson rode, 
along with a host of other retired jockeys 
who took part in the ceremony. 

Aitcheson attended the University of 
Maryland where he played football. He 
enjoyed boxing in the Navy, the Washington 
Redskins and Baltimore Ravens, jitterbug- 
ging, and his cats and dogs. 

Survivors include a daughter, Jody Davis, 
a stepdaughter he adopted, Kathy Aitcheson, 
a sister, Jane Cartwright, five grandchildren 
and two great-grandchildren.

Spring steeplechase season crafts new stars 
with busy May led by rich Iroquois race meet

S teeplechasing in May is like a car at 
Daytona-fast. The National Stee¬ 
plechase Association season starts 
leisurely in March, kicks into gear in April 
and is flying around the track by May 
The horses have run a time or two and 
are in good form. The jockeys are in form. 
The trainers are making decisions and 
mapping out racing schedules. The owners 


are finally witnessing what their invest¬ 
ments have produced. 

Then everything goes back to idle, qui¬ 
eting down for the early summer before 
coming back to life again at Saratoga. This 
year was no different, with breakthrough 
performances coming at May’s biggest 
stops and stars emerging from places new 
and old. 


DIVINE FORTUNE 

Five horses split Grade 1 stakes in 2013. 
Parity reigned. Not anymore. The breakout 
horse has broken out. At age 11. Only in 
steeplechasing. Only Jonathan Sheppard. 

Pennsylvania-bred Divine Fortune 
dominated the only Grade 1 stakes of 
the spring, wiring familiar rivals (the par¬ 
ity brothers) in the 3-mile Iroquois May 
10 in Nashville, Tenn. Jumping like a cat, 
the homebred gelding loped on the lead, 
brushed off challengers and whisked past 
the wire, firmly atop the open stakes divi¬ 
sion. 

Ridden by leading jockey Wilhe 
McCarthy, while regular jockey Darren 
Nagle continued to rebound from a bro¬ 
ken leg. Divine Fortune won his 11th 
career race and second Grade 1 in his last 
three starts. The long-striding son of Royal 
Anthem began his career in 2006, he won 
his first stakes in 2007 and his first Grade 
1 stakes in 2013 when he won last year’s

Grand National. Now, he’s won two Grade 
1 stakes in his last three starts. 

Sheppard, watching from a flatbed trail¬ 
er at the top of the stretch (only in steeple¬ 
chasing) on the inside of the Percy Warner 
Park course in Nashville, tried to explain 
the resurgence. 

“He’s just got that relentless gallop and 
those huge jumps,” the trainer said. “They 
can close up on him a little bit but then 
the jumps come up and he can go and 
they can’t. When I saw [McCarthy] let him 
pop that one I figured he must have a bit 
in hand. Some jockeys would have said, 
We’re three from home in a Grade 1, it’s 
time for a big one.’ He just sat there and let 
him pop it and still no one gained on him. 
He’s just a remarkable horse, he really is. I 
don’t see he’s lost anything either.” 

In reality, he’s gaining something with 
an Eclipse Award as champion steeple¬ 
chaser in 2013 and an early lead in the 2014 
race. At the Iroquois, he ousted the year’s 
best field as behind him came Gustavian, 
For Non Stop (Ire), Pierrot Lunaire, Italian 
Wedding and Demonstrative. 

Bred and owned by Sheppard and long¬ 
time partner Bill Pape, Divine Fortune won 
for the 10th time over jumps and increased 
his career steeplechase earnings to 
$696,390. Only four horses—McDynamo, 
Good Night Shirt, Lonesome Glory and 
Victorian Hdl —have earned more than 
$700,000. 

MOONSOX 

Moonsox, the family horse, had lost 
seven races in a row, losing his jockey twice 
from April to April. Owned by Nelson 
and Traveller Stable, trained by Kevin 
and Chris Boniface and ridden by son 
Fritz Boniface, Moonsox had hinted at big 
things with a win at the Manor last spring 
but potholes followed. 

The Bonifaces embrace hard work and 
kept traveling the circuit with Moonsox. 
Flat racing is their business, steeplechasing 
is their hobby and Moonsox is as much a 
pet as an investment but a seven-race los¬ 
ing streak was frustrating. 

The 8-year-old began the season at My 
Lady’s Manor and finished it at Radnor. 
Four starts in 35 days produced a seventh, 
a second, an allowance win and a stakes 
win. In that order. The right order. The pet 
had become the bank. 

At the end of the spring, Moonsox 
ranked fourth on the timber earnings hst 


with $39,600, just $6,300 behind spring 
leader Hot Rize. 

Bred in Maryland by Richard Granville, 
Moonsox made six attempts at breaking 
his maiden on the flat, managing a third 
against maiden claimers at Colonial Downs 
in July 2009. 

By October, he had switched codes and 
made an inauspicious debut over hurdles at 
Middleburg. Back to the flat, he made four 
starts at the end of 2009 before taking off 
the entire 2010 season. By 2011, he had 
switched codes within the second code, 
showing up as a timber horse and finishing 
second at Fair HiU before breaking his 
career maiden at the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup in 2011. He was winless in four tries in 
2012, losing Fritz Boniface in the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Hunt Cup. He opened the 2013 sea¬ 
son with a bang, winning the My Lady’s 
Manor timber stakes for Lia McGuirk. Then 
the losing streak began, seven races, with 
more what-ifs than the Triple Crown trail. 

This year, Moonsox produced a dull 
seventh at the Manor but showed he was 
rounding into form with a decent second 
at Middleburg with professional jockey 
Ross Geraghty. Fritz climbed back aboard 
for a win at Winterthur, then posted a 
pohshed effort to oust a three-horse entry 
from Jack Fisher in the Radnor Hunt Cup 
May 17. 


“Proud group of people over here,” 
Chris Boniface said after Radnor. 
Deservedly so. 

DECOY DADDY 

No cribbing about the winner DECOY 
DADDY though, who seems to have 
learned plenty from his Limerick debut 
when he was much too keen. Pat Murphy 
was able to settle him better tonight, he 
was always up with the pace, and having 
been headed two furlongs out he pulled 
out more than enough in the straight to go 
away and win well by a length and three- 
quarters. He should continue to improve. 

The Racing Post critiqued Decoy Daddy 
(Jre) in his flat win at Ireland’s Tramore 
Race Course in August 2007. 

Seven years later, he seems to be still 
improving. Owned by Irv Naylor and 
trained by Cyril Murphy, the 12-year-old 
ran twice and won twice this spring, secur¬ 
ing stakes wins at two of his favorite ven¬ 
ues, Middleburg and Radnor. Course spe¬ 
cialist? Since making his American debut 
at Far Hills in 2010, Decoy Daddy has 
won the Temple Gwathmey at Middleburg 
three times and the National Hunt Cup at 
Radnor twice. Beyond those wheelhouses, 
he’s won the Noel Laing at Montpeher 
three times.

When most horses are slowing down, 
Decoy Daddy has won five of his last 
seven, adding to a bankroll which swelled 
past $465,000 in May 

Amateur Carol-Ann Sloan partnered 
Decoy Daddy in both victories, allowing 
the veteran to sit close to the pace, catch 
a few breathers and then kick clear from 
the Hkes of Echpse finahst Gustavian at 
Middleburg and stakes-winning stablemate 
Inti (Uru) at Radnor. 

^Mhe biggest thing the horse has 
is fight,” Sloan said after winning the 
Gwathmey just have to keep him in 
there, plugging away, if he’s still in with a 
shout, hell put his head down and try I 
ride him every day at home, to be able to 
win these kinds of races on him. . . he’s a 
special, special horse.” 

It was a special spring for Sloan. 

Based at Naylor’s farm in Maryland, the 
Irish-born jockey and farm exercise rider 
won six races from just 11 mounts to fin¬ 


ish the spring season in a four-way tie with 
former champions Paddy Young and Ross 
Geraghty, and Kieran Norris for second in 
the standings. 

HOT RIZE 

Russell Haynes has ridden races and 
owned horses. He watched his father, 
Bruce, train horses. He watched his mother, 
Anne, own horses. He served as an assis¬ 
tant trainer, groom, exercise rider, fan. . . 
he’s been in the game forever, serving in aU 
facets, handling all duties. 

This year, Haynes became an official 
horse trainer for the first time, taking over 
the conditioning of an enigmatic timber 
horse with one goal-the Virginia Gold 
Cup. 

Nerves? Oh yeah. 

‘T was a wreck all day before the races, I 
paced the barn all day, I told my mom that 
riding was a lot easier because you have 


something else to focus on, I was driv¬ 
ing myself up the wall,” said the Virginia 
resident. ‘‘Then as soon as we gave WiUie 
[McCarthy] a leg up, I shook the partners’ 
hands and said, ‘I’ve done aU we can do, 
let’s go have some fun.’ And that’s what we 
did. There wasn’t anything else to do, just 
watch it unfold. Willie did exactly what I 
told him to do with the pace scenario set 
up.” 

Nerves gave way to chills. 

“Coming to the fourth-to-last, I 
remember thinking, ‘OK, we’re going to be 
tough.’ Coming to the third-to-last, think¬ 
ing, ‘OK, we’re going to get a piece of it.’ 
At the second-to-last, ‘Holy hell, we might 
win it’ At the last, I was thinking, ‘I can’t 
believe this, I can’t believe this.’ ” 

Beheve it. 

Haynes, 26, accomplished his goal, his 
dream.

Hall, Hot Rize upset the $75,000 timber 
classic with a last-to-first rally at Great 
Meadow in The Plains May 3.

Sent off as the second- 
highest price in the field of nine. Hot 
Rize handled the winners of the Virginia 
Gold Cup, International Gold Cup, Grand 
National, Mason Houghland and New 
Jersey Hunt Cup. 

‘d thought I would initially get him 
legged up and weigh my options and see 
if I could come up with somebody good 
to send him to in the spring,’’ Haynes said. 
“As time wore on, I felt hke, d think I know 
this horse better than anybody, why not 
take a shot and do it myself?’ ” 

Shot fired. Target reached. 

WILLIE MCCARTHY 

Willie McCarthy was n’tborn here. Didn’t 
follow the sport as a kid. Barely knows the 
difference between Joe Aitcheson and Joe 
Bravo. But he can do math. 

“Nobody’s ever won it with 12,” 
McCarthy said, about his spring-leading 
12 wins. 

He’s right, no title has ever been won 
with 12 wins, but McCarthy is well on his 
way to his first champion jockey crown 
with a torrid spring stretch. 


The Irishman fleeced the circuit from 
March to May, not only winning races, 
but winning big races. McCarthy won the 
Iroquois, Virginia Gold Cup and other 
stakes on his way to a stellar 12-for- 
44 docket. The Irishmah led four-time 
champ Paddy Young, Kieran Norris, Ross 
Geraghty (after a triple at Fair Hill) and 
amateur Carol-Ann Sloan. 

McCarthy, who set of goal of 20 wins 
on the year, talked about his good formne 
more than his ability. 

“I feel hke the luckiest man on earth 
right now,” he said. “I’m riding winners for 
aU the right people and my confidence is 
real high. Long may it last. I try not to think 
about a championship, but it’s hard not to 
think about it.” 

McCarthy spent the winter in Camden, 
S.C., working with trainer Arch Kingsley (a 
former champion jump jockey) and oth¬ 
ers, and now rides out at Fair Hill Training 
Center for Michael Matz. McCarthy rode 
his first American race in 2009, and won 
once in 10 mounts that fall. He returned 
in 2011, where he went l-for-46. It’s been 
double digits ever since with back-to-back 
10-win seasons in 2012 and 2013. 

Like most of American jump jockeys, 
he was a journeyman in England/Ireland, 
eking out a hving but finding it difficult 
to crack the ranks of the top profession¬ 


als. McCarthy rode point-to-points, spent 
three years as an amateur, rode as an 
apprentice for trainer Tom George and 
won some races. Then it aU went south. 

“There are a lot of riders and oppor¬ 
tunities are pretty thin,” he said. “I was 
riding horses that were 160-1 and driving 
five hours to the races. I was kind of in a 
situation where I was riding at level weights 
with (champion jockey) Tony McCoy and 
those lads. If trainers had a choice between 
me and Tony McCoy, you know who they 
were going to chose.” 

McCarthy, 30, grew up in a racing fam¬ 
ily in Ireland and paid credit to experience 
with American jump racing with at least 
some of the improvement. 

“Race riding is different over here 
because of the pace and ground condi¬ 
tions,” he said. ‘Vou ride a different race 
over here for sure and it’s good to get 
the experience. The ground makes races 
in Europe, especially in Ireland, slower at 
the beginning. A 2-mile race at home, you 
might have 20 runners, and you school 
around for a mile and a half and you’re 
racing over the last three or four jumps. 
Here, the race is more truly run. You go 
quicker, the ground lets you do that. You 
need a good quarter-mile run at the end 
here, whether they’re good enough to win 
or not you want to be able to do that.” 
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wane McCarthy led the way in the jockey standings with a dozen wins through May 


JACK FISHER 

Last year, Jack Fisher eked out a tie for 
champion trainer on the last day of the 
season. It was Fisher’s second consecutive 
tide and seventh overall. For Sheppard, it 
was his first since 2010 and 25th overall. 
Yes, 25th. 

This year, it’s a different story. 

Fisher won 11 races from 65 start¬ 
ers to lead all trainers while Sheppard 
notched just five wins from 29 starters 
to tie Richard Valentine for fourth on the 
Hst. Tom Voss proteges Cyril Murphy and 
Todd Wyatt produced stellar springs to sit 
second and third in the standings. Murphy, 
steering most of the Naylor juggernaut, 
won eight races from 25 starts, including 
big wins by Decoy Daddy. Wyatt rowed a 
smaller boat but won at a prolific rate, pro¬ 
ducing seven victories from just 16 starts. 

In 2013, Sheppard engineered eight 
wins from Martini Brother, Powerofone 
and Bluegrass Summer. The trio of novices 
combined to make just two winless starts 
this spring. Sheppard holds the key to the 
open stakes division with Divine Fortune. 

Fisher unleashed his typical torrent, 
winning with a balanced mix of timber and 
hurdle horses. 

Fisher, Murphy, Wyatt, Valentine and 
Sheppard will reconvene this summer 


when hurdle horses take center stage at 
Saratoga and a handful of other tracks. 

Wyatt added quality novice Rudyard 
K to his roster while Murphy bolstered 
his lineup with the import of three-time 
hurdle winner Saint Jerome (Jre). 

IRV NAYLOR 

In 2013, Irv Naylor lost his three-year 
grip of the owner tide when finishing sec¬ 
ond to Bill Pape. 

This spring, the Pennsylvanian jumped 
back to his perch at the top, winning 10 
races for $276,000. Pape, buoyed by Divine 
Fortune’s big Iroquois score, sits second 
with $147,550. No other owner cracked 
the $100,000 barrier. 

Decoy Daddy led the way for Naylor, 
adding $60,000 to the cause. Bittersweet- 
heart won the Henley at Nashville. Phghly 
regarded newcomer Address Unknown 
(GB) won his debut at Fair PhU. Another 
import. For Non Stop (Ire), won an allow¬ 
ance hurdle and finished third in the 
Iroquois. Eight-year-old mare American 
Ladie (GB) produced two wins including 
the Miles Valentine Stakes at Fair Hill. 

Saratoga always plays a factor in the tide 
race. Pape garnered $111,600 while Naylor 
earned just $16,500 at the Spa last year. 


OTHER STARS 

Marylander Alicia Murphy continues 
to see progress from Cornhusker (GB) in 
the timber ranks. The 7-year-old Dyna- 
former gelding won both of his spring 
starts—an open timber at Middleburg in 
April and the $50,000 Mason Houghland 
Memorial at the Iroquois in May. Stakes- 
placed over hurdles for trainer Tom Voss, 
Cornhusker wiQ be a fall player in the divi¬ 
sion for owner Armata Stable... Louisiana- 
bred Pleasant Woodman stamped him¬ 
self a hurdle stakes player with a comfort¬ 
able score in the $75,000 MarceUus Frost 
novice hurdle stakes at the Iroquois. The 
chestnut 6-year-old set the pace, as usual, 
but found more control and relaxation 
this time-settling on the front end and 
jumping well for Gerard GalHgan. Trained 
by Doug Fout for Virginia Lazenby and 
Farm D’AlMe Racing, Pleasant Woodman 
I kicked clear in the stretch and then hung 
g on to win by a neck over Rudyard K in 
the 214-mile stakes. It was his first win 
outside of the course at Aiken, S.C. . . 
The regional-bred winners’ list included 
Saluda Sam (South Carolina) in the $25,000 
Steeplethon at Great Meadow May 3 for 
Naylor and trainer Billy Meister. FR. 
Bobby Nelson bred the 9-year-old, whose 
flat career meandered through Delaware 
Park, Indiana Grand, Ellis Park, Parx 
Racing and Laurel Park before becom¬ 
ing a steeplechaser. Others (with state,

Pulpit’s impact felt 
in regional sire market 


Pa. stallion 
In the Woods 
gets first 
winner with 
first starter 

F rom limited opportunity, In the Woods 
got his first winner when his first 
starter, Eddie’sinthewoods, scored 
easily in a maiden race at Penn National 
May 23. 

A 3-year-old colt from his sire’s first 
crop, Eddie’sinthewoods went off as the 
favorite in his second career start, was 
always in contention in the E/ie-mile off- 
the-mrf test and drew off to win by 3Vi 
lengths. Bred in Pennsylvania by Xanthus 
Farms Inc. out of Diamondbreaker, by 
Broken Vow, the bay is owned by Jodi 
Swart 2 and trained by John Jacavone. 

In the Woods, a 10-year-old son of 
Forest Wildcat, has seven foals in his 
initial crop after entering stud late in the 
2010 breeding season at Xanthus Farms in 
Gettysburg, Pa. He was retired after win¬ 
ning twice in 15 starts, including a 6!^-fur- 
long maiden special weight at Santa Anita 
by SVi lengths, and earning $92,890. 

The gray/roan stallion boasts a female 
family well known in the region. Out of the 
Two Punch mare Shiner, he is a half-broth¬ 
er to Shine Again, who won or placed in 20 
stakes in 34 career starts, 18 graded, while 
earning $1,271,840. Seven of Shine Again’s 
14 wins were in stakes company, including 
back-to-back runnings of the Ballerina 
Handicap-Gl, and she was Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year in 2003. 

In the Woods’ half-sister Shiny Band 
won the Grade 2 Shuvee Handicap and 
earned $391,384. Another half-sister. Wild 
Shine, produced multiple stakes winner 
Colony Club. 

Found under In the Woods’ second 
dam, Mari Her (by Maribeau), is stakes 
horse Mari’s Book, who went on to sire 24 
stakes winners and became the broodmare 
sire of Ashado, Congaree and Behrens. 
Also in the family is milhonaire Halo 
America. 

In the Woods stands for $1,500 live foal 
as the property of Xanthus Farms. 


A ny stallion owner with a Pulpit son 
at stud has been giddy aU spring, 
as no other sire line has been more 
prominent, sensational and explosive in 
the first half of 2014 than that of the late 
Claiborne Farm star. 

In early June, Pulpit sons sat atop the 
nation’s general and juvenile sires lists. 
Headliners were Tapit and previously 
unheralded Lucky Pulpit, sire of California 
Chrome (ranked one-two on the general 
Hst) and Sky Mesa (top 2-year-old sire). 
The making of any stallion takes a lot of 
research, dedication and a good number of 
mares. Plus a fair share of luck. With aU the 
bu 22 surrounding Pulpit—and the sudden 
rise of Lucky Pulpit—area staUion owners 
have received an added jolt of the latter. 

Four sons of Pulpit, with impeccable 
pedigrees and varying degrees of racetrack 
success, are available in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. The youngest is Northview 
PA’s 5-year-old El Padrino, standing his 
first breeding season in 2014. The old¬ 
est, 15-year-old Aisle (from Pulpit’s first 
crop), entered stud in 2003 and stands 
in Pennsylvania at Whirlwind Stables. 
Corinthian made his way from Kenmcky 
this year to stand at Pin Oak Lane Farm in 
the Keystone State. And in West Virginia 
there is Evangelism, at Matilda Bay Farm. 

The busiest of the four has been El 
Padrino. The flashy chestnut, sporting his 
fair share of chrome, is the fulfillment 
of Northview Stallion Station president 
Richard Golden’s long search, ‘d have 
been a Pulpit fan for many years and I 
bred to him when he first entered smd 
at Claiborne,” said Golden. “I sold that 
yearhng for $700,000 in Saratoga and that 
made me more of a Pulpit fan. 

^‘The Pulpit male hne is more important 
today than ever because of Tapit, but I 
never could find the right Pulpit until El 
Padrino came along. El Padrino checked 
all of the boxes with me and he was an 
extremely easy horse to say yes to.” 

A Grade 2 stakes winner, El Padrino is 
the first foal out of the Giant’s Causeway 
mare Enchanted Rock. His year-younger 
half-brother is multiple Grade 1-winning 


millionaire Verraxano. “El Padrino’s con¬ 
formation is impeccable and his female 
family is as good as you can find on any 
stallion page,” added Golden. Standing for 
$5,000 his first season at the farm in Peach 
Bottom, El Padrino has been booked to 
more than 90 mares. ‘We are stiU booking 
a few mares at this point,” said Golden in 
early June. “He is a fuUy syndicated horse 
and I beheve that for his very reasonable 
stud fee, he will have more quality mares in 
his book than any stalUon in the country, in 
the same category.” 

Last summer Bill Solomon was told 
about the possibility of bringing Corinthian 
to Pin Oak Lane. “I didn’t have any idea 
he’d leave Kentucky,” the veterinarian said, 
but the interest was immediate. “The three 
biggest attractions for Corinthian are: he’s 
by Pulpit, he was a Grade 1 winner, and 
he’s very good looking.” 

Standing the 11-year-old for $4,000, 
with discounts available if breeding more 
than one mare, Solomon expected the 
Metropolitan Handicap-Gl winner would 
get 40 contracts during the season, but the 
number rose to 60. While the Pulpit fac¬ 
tor increased interest, Corinthian also sold 
himself “His appearance is incredible, he’s 
an absolutely beautiful horse. A lot of peo¬ 
ple are breeding to him after seeing him.” 

Descending from the family of Nureyev, 
Bound and Number out of an Easy Goer 
mare, Corinthian was a hit when he entered 
stud at Gainesway in 2008 for a $40,000 
fee, and has 100-plus foals in each of his 
first four crops. Solomon notes that while 
he has big numbers and a lot of winners, 
“He has to come up with a big horse soon. 
He’s had so many who were close. A knock 
is he hasn’t been as successful as people 
expected. But he has a lot more coming 
and we’ll wait it out.” 

Evangelism, 12, is a half-brother to 
graded winner Willa On the Move from 
the family of Travers Stakes-Gl winner 
Will’s Way and top regional sire Citidancer. 
The stallion’s only win in five starts came 
in maiden company at Colonial Downs at 
3, but the attractive bay—he was a $400,000 
sales yearling, the second highest-priced 
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by Cindy Deubler

Pulpit from 24 sold in 2003-offered sire 
potential for Pennsylvania resident John 
Bohrer, who purchased the young horse 
immediately following his racing career 
and retired him to smd in West Virginia. 

“Evangelism is my pride and joy, and 
is definitely my project,” said Bohrer, who 
has used California Chrome’s classic wins 
as an oppormnity to promote the staUion 
to horsemen at Charles Town. Evangelism 
has been available since 2007, but has 
struggled to get mares. 

“He’s lacked ‘mare power,’” as described 
by Bohrer. Moving the stalhon to 
Susan Schramm’s Matilda Bay Farm in 
Shepherds town this season has helped 
boost the response, and he’ll cover the big¬ 
gest book of his career. 

“I’ve picked up a few more mares 
myself to breed to him [including a daugh¬ 
ter of Not For Love],” said Bohrer. “And 
there is a lot of outside interest. People are 
talking about him. 

“But I look for a bang-up year next 
year. A lot of people decide early about 
who they are breeding to and their minds 
are made up by January or February. I 
think it’s gotten people thinking ahead for 
next year.” 

Aisle, bred by Claiborne Farm out of 
the Majestic Light stakes winner Knot and 
closely related to multiple graded winner 
Wend (by Pulpit out of Aisle’s stakes- 
winning half-sister Thread), placed at 2 
and retired winless from four starts after an 
injury-plagued career. He entered stud in 
Pennsylvania and the majority of his best 
runners, including stakes horse Power T, 
have been bred and trained by Flint Stites, 
who owns Whirlwind Stables. 

Being bred primarily to Whirlwind 
mares. Aisle’s crop numbers have been 
small—his largest was 18 foals in 2010. 
Interest has waned, and with Stites sup¬ 


porting a younger stallion. Aisle didn’t 
cover any mares in 2013, and only one in 
2014-a mare who had previous success 
with another son of Pulpit. 

Aisle’s offspring are “sturdy Httie horses 
and really want to try each time,” said 
Stites. “They tend to be a little hot, some¬ 
times a little ornery, just like him. The big¬ 
gest fault I would have was, on occasion, 
the foal would be small—some would only 


be around 15 hands. So he was very popu¬ 
lar with the polo people-he has foals in 
Florida on the polo circuit right now. 

“As a sire he would pretty much match 
what the mare would do. If she was a route 
grass horse, the foal would be a route grass 
horse. If she was a dirt sprinter, the foal 
would be a dirt sprinter. His foals have won 
on Polytrack, turf, dirt, mud—it really didn’t 
seem to matter. They’d all run.”

T he Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association member¬ 
ship selected two new mem¬ 
bers and three incumbents to 
the Board of Directors, as an¬ 
nounced at the annual general 
membership meeting at his¬ 
toric Belair Mansion in Bowie 
May 21. 

Dictated by MHBA bylaws, 
the annual election fills five 
open seats on the board. Those 
elected this year will serve for 
the next three years. Lawrence 
""Larry'' Murray and John W. 
Boniface Jr. join incumbents 
Donald H. Barr, Michael J. 
Harrison DVM and R. Larry 
Johnson. Murray was elected 
for the first time. 

Longtime general manag¬ 
er of Glade Valley Farms in 
Walkersville (Frederick Coun¬ 
ty), Murray has been the pri¬ 
vate trainer for Howard Bend¬ 
er and his late wife Sondra for 
more than 25 years. 

Among the dozens of Bend¬ 
er homebreds born and raised 
at Glade Valley and trained 
by Murray are 11-time stakes 
winner and Maryland-bred 
champion La Reine's Terms, 
who stands at stud at the 
farm, and graded stakes win¬ 
ners Promenade Girl, London 
Lane, Foufa's Warrior and 
Green Darlin. 

Murray has had a presence 
on the Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen's Association 
board of directors since 2002, 
and among his goals is "to fos¬ 


ter a sense of cooperation be¬ 
tween the MHBA and MTHA 
to work for the greater good of 
the industry." 

Boniface, an MHBA director 
from 1999 to 2001, is a licensed 
trainer and partner in the own¬ 
ership of the family's Bonita 
Farm in Darlington (Harford 
County), where he grew up, 
has lived and worked his en¬ 
tire career. The Boniface family 
owns more than a dozen 
broodmares and has 20 horses 
of racing age, and stands two 
stallions at Bonita, including 
multiple graded stakes winner 
Etched, whose first foals are 
yearlings this year. 

Boniface, a previous chair¬ 
man of the MHBA Yearling 
Show committee, would like 
to "help make Maryland the 
leader in the Mid-Atlantic area 
again. It was once before, and I 
think it can be again." 

The MHBA vice-president 
for the past two years, Barr 
has been a member of the 
board since 2009, noting "I 
am very proud of serving on 
the MFIBA board, and of the 
accomplishments we have 
made," with a goal "to contin¬ 
ue making improvements to 
the Maryland-bred program." 

A resident of New Market 
(Frederick County), Barr has 
had a long career as a trainer at 
Maryland tracks, conditioning 
the likes of graded stakes win¬ 
ners Ravala, Who Wouldn't, 
Purple Passion, G. O'Keefe

and Merengue. He also sits 
on the board of the Maryland 
Horsemen's Assistance Fund 
and is an MTHA member. 

Harrison, a practicing 
equine veterinarian for more 
than 30 years, owns and oper¬ 
ates Willowdale Farm in But¬ 
ler (Baltimore County), which 
has been in his family since 
1962. 

A presidential appointee to 
the MHBA board of directors

in 2009 and 2010, he was first 
elected to the board in 2011 
and is an MTHA member. 
Crediting the upswing in the 
racing and breeding industry 
in the state ''to our legislators, 
the hard work of many, and 
an enlightened, proactive rac¬ 
ing commission,'' Harrison's 
goals are to continue "to work 
with fellow board members 
and existing related organi¬ 
zations to revitalize public 
interest, support and involve¬ 
ment in Maryland racing and 
breeding." 


First elected to the MHBA 
board in 2011, Johnson is set 
to start his second three-year 
term. The Virginia resident 
has had a long history of 
breeding horses in Maryland, 
and stands Street Magician 
and Despite the Odds at Her¬ 
itage Stallions in Chesapeake 
City. A CPA and forensic ac¬ 
countant, Johnson is also on 
the board of directors of the 
MTHA and Maryland Million. 

Of the five directors whose 
terms expired in 2014, Milton 
P. Higgins III and James T. 



Dresher Jr. were ineligible to 
stand for reelection because 
of having served six consecu¬ 
tive years as members of the 
MHBA Board. Those whose 
terms have not expired are 
Richard F. Blue Jr., Rebecca B. 


Davis, John C. Davison, David 
DiPietro, Edwin W. Merry- 
man, Suzanne Moscarelli,

Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 


Delaunay gets back 
to winning ways 
in Grade 3 Aristides 

Maggi Moss' 7-year-old 
gelding Delaunay took the 
lead on the far turn and wid¬ 
ened the margin in the stretch 
to win the 26th running of the 
$112,900 Aristides Stakes-G3 
at Churchill Downs by SVz 
lengths over 2013 race win¬ 
ner Scatman. 

It was Delaunay's ninth 
career stakes win, and 16th 
win overall, and pushed his 


lifetime earnings to $985,491. 
Delaunay's breeder, Robert 
Meyerhoff (Fitzhugh Farm), 
is represented by five Mary¬ 
land-bred millionaires-Con¬ 
cern, Broad Brush, Richard's 
Kid, Include and Valley 
Crossing-all ranked among 
the top-10 state-bred earners 
of all-time. 

Delaunay recorded his 
second stakes win of the year, 
but came into the Aristides 
off a subpar fifth while at¬ 
tempting a repeat in the 
Churchill Downs Stakes-G2

on Kentucky Derby day. He 
looked to rebound in the 
Aristides, and with Rosie 
Napravnik up, bettors made 
him the 7-10 favorite. 


Trained by Tom Amoss,

— Notes from the President — 

The Old Woodward Farm

Jr our days after the 139th 
Preakness Stakes, the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion hosted its annual general 
membership meeting. Found¬ 
ed in 1929, the MHBA is 85 
years old. Its bylaws require 
such an open meeting, which 
has, on occasion, been a dully 
attended auditorium affair. 

This year, however, the 
magnetic history of the Be- 
lair Mansion and Stable in 
Bowie-the ''old Woodward 
farm"-attracted an overflow 
crowd of MHBA members. 
Heartened by progress among 
industry factions, the mem¬ 
bers listened appreciatively 
to guest speaker Senate Presi¬ 
dent Mike Miller. 

"It took a long time to get 
this business rolling again," he 
stressed. "We all need to keep 
working together. And what 
better place than Belair to re¬ 
call Maryland's great history 
of breeding and racing." 

Sen. Miller holds in high 
regard the book Blooded Horses 
of Colonial Days, published by 
author Frances Barnum Cul¬ 
ver in Baltimore in 1922. Be¬ 
lair Stud is well-chronicled in 
the book. Yet Belair's fall from 
famous farm to Levittown 
development over a span of 
months in the 1950s illustrates 
the impermanence of even the 
grandest of farms. 

Once a 3,600-acre estate, 
Belair was the cradle of horse 
breeding in America. The farm 
was owned by Colonial gover¬ 
nor Samuel Ogle, who in 1747 
imported the stallion Spark 
and the foundation mare 
Queen Mab from the Royal 
Stud in England. Belair as¬ 
cended to the forefront of 
American Thoroughbred 
breeding. 

Ogle died in 1752, when 
his son, heir, and future Mary¬ 
land governor, Benjamin, was 
only 3 years old. So for a time 


thereafter, Belair was man¬ 
aged by Benjamin's uncle. 
Colonel Benjamin Tasker Jr., 
famous for importing Selima, 
undefeated on the racecourse, 
incomparable as a broodmare, 
known as the Queen of the 
Turf in Colonial America. 

The Civil War spelled the 
end of many a plantation. 
Without slave labor, Belair 
was unworkable. It foundered 
under the weight of its mort¬ 
gage, endured a succession of 
indifferent owners, until 1898, 
when James T. Woodward, 
bom in Gambrills, Md., but 
of late, president of Hanover 
Bank in New York City, ac¬ 
quired the neglected property. 
He immediately set about re¬ 
storing it. 

His nephew, William 
Woodward Sr., inherited Be¬ 
lair in 1910. He bought three 
mares for $100 each from the 
broodmare band developed 
by the late Gov. Oden Bow¬ 
ie. Woodward also bought a 
stallion named Capt. Hancock 
for $60. Outfitted with $360 in 
local Maryland bloodstock. 


Woodward launched an inter¬ 
national racing and breeding 
dynasty from the tiny town of 
Bowie. 

It was Woodward's prac¬ 
tice to ship his weanlings by 
train from Claiborne Farm in 
Kentucky to the sidings of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Depot 
in Bowie, from where they 
famously paraded through 
town to the Belair Stable. 

Gallant Fox, born at Clai¬ 
borne and raised at Belair, 
learned to ship well. He won 
the 1930 Preakness Stakes on 
Friday, May 9, then the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby on Saturday, May 
17, then the Belmont Stakes 
three weeks later. His first 
crop of foals, bom in 1932, in¬ 
cluded Belair-raised Omaha, 
who in 1935 became the only 
Triple Crown winner sired by 
a Triple Crown winner. 

Woodward died in Septem¬ 
ber 1953. Among the Belair 
yearlings he left behind was 
the bay ^Nasrullah colt Nash¬ 
ua. According to Pam Wil¬ 
liams, manager of historic 
properties for Bowie, Nashua 


resided in a small red brick 
barn, a solitary structure still 
extant on the path from the 
mansion to the main redstone 
courtyard barn at Belair. Rac¬ 
ing for Woodward's son, Wil¬ 
liam Jr., Nashua could not 
best Swaps in the Derby, but 
won the Preakness and Bel¬ 
mont. Two-thirds of the Triple 
Crown earned him 1955 Horse 
of the Year honors. 

Under cloudy circum¬ 
stances, the younger Wood¬ 
ward was shot and killed by 
his wife in October 1955. 
Nashua, the pride of Belair 
Stable, was sold to a syndicate 
headed by Leslie Combs II, of 
Spendthrift Farm in Kentucky, 
f for $1,251,250, the highest 
I price ever paid for a horse at 
auction, by public or by sealed 
bid. 

Belair's days were num¬ 
bered: 2,226 acres so close 
to the nation's capital lured 
speculators. The estate, the 
mansion, 22 residences, 20 
barns, a five-acre pond, and 30 
wells, were sold for $1,750,000 
to William Levitt in 1957. Lo¬ 
cal preservationists prevented 
the demolition of the mansion, 
the main stable, and Nashua's 
little barn. The main stable 
was protected on the National 
Register of Historic Places in 
1973, followed by the mansion 
in 1977. 

And so it came to pass, that 
on May 21, 2014, four score 
Marylanders stood on the his¬ 
toric Belair grounds and lis¬ 
tened to history's narrative. 
Gallant Fox and son Omaha 
had set forth from here to win 
the Triple Crown. On our 
minds was this year's Derby 
and Preakness winner, a horse 
with deep Maryland roots in 
his pedigree, with just one 
more river to cross to secure 
racing's rarest jewel: The Tri¬ 
ple Crown. ^

Second Call teams up with 
New Vocations to provide 
Newjerse)^ retirees a hopeful future 


M anaging and caring for Monmouth 

Park’s retired racehorses continues to be 
a daunting and never-ending task. Year 
after year, the number of Thoroughbreds needing 
homes and new careers grows, and available options 
diminish. The good news is there is always hope, and 
hope brings potential. 

Hope for New Jersey’s Thoroughbreds lies in the 
form of a new partnership between New Jersey-based 
Second Call Thoroughbred Adoption and Placement 
and New Vocations Racehorse Adoption Program, 
the latter a Thoroughbred Aftercare Alliance (TAA) 
accredited organization. Laurie Condurso-Lane, 
Second Call’s executive director, and Anna Ford, 
program director of New Vocations, initially crossed 
paths at the premiere All Thoroughbred Charity 
Horse Show at Turfway Park in Kentucky in 2001. 
Thirteen years later, they meet again. 

Second Call, founded in 2012, serves as the 
exclusive "After Care Program” for Monmouth Park. 
Condurso-Lane explains: "Second Call’s primary 
goal has always been to ensure the safety and health 
of any horse whose racing days, for whatever reason, 
are over.” The imperative component to achieve that 
goal comes from two of Second Call’s New Jersey 


layup facilities. She continues, "Our farm managers 
have something special when it comes to horses, they 
have rehabilitated some of the best New Jersey-b reds 
I have ever seen. 

"It still amazes all of us how the farm managers 
can take an injured horse and nurse it back to health. 
The challenge of finding new homes, however, does 
not end just because a horse is sound; now for the 
next step. We need to make sure the horse goes from 
racehorse to trained riding horse and that is where 
Anna steps in.” 

Ford is a seasoned veteran when it comes to 
retraining racehorses, and for Lane it is a natural 
fit. "We are very honored to have the opportunity 
to work with Second Call and look forward to 
expanding the services we provide to the Monmouth 
Park horsemen,” said Ford. "Second Call is a 
great example of how horsemen and aftercare 
programs can work together to provide resources 
and networking to assist in helping horses retiring 
from the track receive the proper rehabilitation and 
retraining needed to find suitable second careers.”

F or Elizabeth Macdonald, life is good. 

She has turned a dream, nourished 
since childhood in Chapel Hill, into reali¬ 
ty on her horse farm in Caswell County. 

She has carried a passion for Thor¬ 
oughbred horses, unusual dogs and old 
houses for most of her 58 years. Now she 
possesses all three. 

After a career as an art director in 
New York City, she returned to her roots 
in North Carolina and lives on 200 acres 
in the rural community of Blanch, 75 
miles northwest of Raleigh. She shares 
her 18th century plantation home 
known as Melrose with her husband and 
a blue tick and a red tick coonhound. 

Former race horses graze in pastures 
on both sides of the long drive shaded by 
oaks at Melrose. Macdonald saved these 
horses from slaughter after they were in¬ 
jured or didn’t muster enough speed to 
make the big time. 

Through her involvement with two 
horse rescue groups, Macdonald has 
placed 255 horses in new homes. She 
serves as executive director of Blue 
Bloods Thoroughbred Adoption and 
Placement, a nonprofit that reaches 
horse lovers across the United States. 


“We take horses mostly from the 
Northeastern tracks, but we will take any 
race horse in need of a new career,” she 
said. 

Potential adopters must supply refer¬ 
ences and visit the farm to determine if 
they are a proper fit. 

“Every horse goes for a 30-day trial 
period,” Macdonald said. “If it is not a 
good fit, the horse comes back with no 
questions asked.” 

An adoption fee ranging from $750 to 
$950, based on the horse’s age, training 
potential, attitude and conformation, is 
required. A $2,500 fee also is required 
from the person who places a horse with 
BB for adoption. This money is used to 
help maintain the horses. BB is a volun¬ 
teer organization with no paid workers. 

Macdonald, who fox hunts, rides each 
horse numerous times to evaluate its po¬ 
tential. 

“We’ve placed horses for polo, dres¬ 
sage, fox hunting, eventing, trail riding, 
show jumping and Western pleasure rid¬ 
ing,” she said. “Most of the horses will do 
anything you ask them to do. . . We’ve 
placed horses with every age group, even 
an 80-year-old man, a long-time fox

hunter who has been around Thorough¬ 
breds his whole life. 

“We can keep as many as 30 horses 
comfortably on the farm,” Macdonald 
said. “They all live outside in pastures 
which have run-in sheds with water and 
hay. They’re much healthier if they live 
outside rather than in a stall.” 

Macdonald draws volunteers from Av- 
erett University in Danville, Va., which 
maintains an equine facility in Caswell 
County for students in its equestrian 
studies program. Courses in retraining 
race horses will be offered at Macdonald’s 
farm this fall. 

Estimates of the number of horses an¬ 
nually going to slaughter are in the thou¬ 
sands. Macdonald said only 2 percent of 
the 30,000 race horses bred annually 
have a chance to be winners. Even fa¬ 
mous race horses such as Ferdinand, 
winner of the 1986 Kentucky Derby and 
the 1987 Breeders’ Cup, went to slaugh¬ 
ter after failing to sire winning foals. 

On the other hand, many failed race 
horses have a full life because of Macdon¬ 


ald and BB. The group’s mantra is “From 
starting gate to starting over.” 

Kellie Cochran, a Duke medical re¬ 
searcher who lives in Johnston County, 
has ridden her adopted horse to a grand 
championship over fences. The horse left 
the race world after a tendon problem. 

“Our most enjoyable outings have 
been on the trail, far from the confines of 
the arena,” Cochran said. “Louie is quite 
brave, and we venture out regularly by 
ourselves and have a grand time. He 
doesn’t even mind when I ride him bare- 
back, which most horses won’t tolerate.” 

Renee Spaugh, a realtor living near 
Charlotte, adopted a 13-year-old from BB 
after he bowed a tendon before ever rac¬ 
ing. He now participates in fox hunting, 
dressage and jumping. 

“I got him home, and he settled right 
in and the first time I got on him he was 
just dead quiet and acted like I’d ridden 
him all his life,” Spaugh said. “He is such 
an outstanding boy with a great mind 
and incredibly handsome, too.” 

Delores Kohut, a dressage rider living 
in southern Virginia, also adopted a lame 
horse that has grown in great strides. 


“I feel like a little kid opening up a 
present,” she said. “I just keep getting 
more surprises every ride on just what 
this horse can do. . . This horse, every 
day, is a great experience.” 

Cymry Flood, a student at Elon Uni¬ 
versity, adopted a red-headed mare she 
describes as “sassy and bold.” Her horse 
completed only four races before an inju¬ 
ry ended her career. 

“Over the next three years we have 
made slow but steady progress and have 
formed a solid partnership centered on 
respect and hard work,” Flood said. “I 
was not in a rush to get into the show 
ring. Instead, I wanted to establish solid 
basics I could build on and a trusting 
partnership.” 

Not all the horses placed with Mac¬ 
donald find homes, but they live out their 
lives on her farm. 

‘We do have horses that can’t be 
placed,” she said. ‘When we do, we raise 
money for their upkeep through spon¬ 
sorships.”

Once 
unsnaried, jockey Matt McGowan 
opted for the overiand route and 
the Joe Stehr trainee responded with 
a striking run to the leaders. Little Big 
Sime was up in the final strides to 
narrowly defeat Captain Klink and 
pocket the $16,200 winner's share 
of the purse. The chestnut gelding is 
out of the Stehrs' multiple homebred 
stakes winner Simon Slew (by Native 
Slew). 

On the same card in the seventh 
race, Kluvyabye-a red-hot filly 
racing for owner/trainer/breeder 
Michael Atkins-stepped up her 
game in a never-won-four allowance. 


Leadng from start to finish, the dark 
bay filly by Windsor Castle out of Up 
and Again, by Awesome Again, 
strolled home a 3V4-length winner. 
She currently is the stable's 'bread 
and butter' runner, with three wins for 
the year and over $85,000 in lifetime 
earnings. Kluvyabye was handled by 
Katie Crews and clearly 
demonstrates why speed is always a 
virtue to possess at Charles Town.

No stranger to traveling, the 
daughter of Great Notion out of the 
Forest Camp mare Anachini has 
seen the backstretch at Arlington 
Park, Indiana Grand Race Course, 


Kentucky Downs, Laurel Park, Tampa 
Bay, Gulfstream Park and our 
beloved Charles Town.

Baer's Racing Stable has another 
talented runner to their credit. Their 
homebred Ghostly Minister filly 
Bear’s Lucky Lady collected her 
third win from four starts this year 
when taking full advantage of the 
speed-favoring surface to decimate 
a worthy allowance field May 8, 
leading at every call. Left reeling in 
her wake was Spa Creek, Runaway 
Brae and Margaret High. Trained 
by Vernon Greaves, the 4-year-old 
chestnut filly was guided by Gerald 
Almodovar, whose front-running 
talents are exemplary. She is the third 
winner from three to race for Just Bill 
Me, a daughter of Master Bill who 
has also produced stakes-placed 
Fuzzywuzzywuzabear.

Gifted 4-year-old Feelin Great 
remained undefeated for owner 
Michael Hund and trainer/breeder 
J. Michael Baird with a dominating 
allowance victory May 9. Appearing 
more like a published workout, 
the son of Albert the Great was 
merely cruising for jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger in the IVia-mile test. The 
Mountaineer Park ship-in, who has 
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raced solely at Charles Town, made 
every pole a winning one to get the 
distance in a very decent 1:47.44. 
The first foal out of $138,163-earner 
Loving Feeling (by End Sweep), he 
recorded three wins from as many 
starts through early May. 

One race later. Sister Mo took to 
the track. A daughter of Meadow 
Monster out of Moon Stepper, by Lo 
Bucker, she had shown a propensity 
for having a mind of her own. Under 
the tutelage of conditioner Susan 
Cooney and her husband Pat, it was 
only a matter of time before the 
chestnut filly figured out the game. 

Breaking from the raii position, 
the sizable filly rambled to the lead 
under the urging of veteran rider 
Gustavo Larrosa and heid sway for a 
hard earned win. Literaiiy one length 
separated the first five competitors.

In the fifth race 
May 14, Hess sent out her 4-year- 
old filly J J’s Deputy and watched 
her demolish a soiid fieid of more 
seasoned rivais. Under aggressive 
handling by Jerry Viiiegas, the 
daughter of Deputy Rokeby, out of 
the Unaccounted For mare Official 
Account pulled clear to win by 5% 
lengths. Odds of 17-1 left astute 
prognosticators short of breath and 
scratching their proverbiai heads.

Pair a champion stallion with 
a multipie stakes-performing mare 
and the resuit is Chrome Mine.

American Steeplechasing marks 
long tradition of Saratoga racing 


It was the first day of the brand-new Sara¬ 
toga Assoeiation raee meet in 1864, one year 
after raeing was inaugurated at Saratoga Raee 
Course. The first raee on that 1864 program 
was a steeplechase race, over hurdles on the 
main track. 

That race, won by Garryowen, was de¬ 
scribed by the Daily Saratogian as the most 
popular race of the meet. The tradition of 
popular steeplechase racing at America’s 
premier race track continues to today, with an 
expanded schedule of jump racing in July and 
August at historic Saratoga. 

The 11 races on tap for Saratoga’s 151st 
meet highlight the National Steeplechase As¬ 
sociation’s summer schedule, which was due 
to kick off with a return to Monmouth Park in 
New Jersey on June 13. 

The action then shifts to Pennsylvania for 
an afternoon of jump racing at Parx Racing 
in suburban Philadelphia on Tuesday, July 1. 
Scheduled for the Parx program are a $30,000 
optional allowance claiming hurdle and a 
$25,000 Sport of Kings maiden hurdle, which 
may be split into two divisions if a sufficient 
number of horses are entered. 

The action then moves to Saratoga Springs, 
where the steeplechasing highlight of the sea¬ 
son will be the $150,000 New York Turf Writ¬ 
ers Cup on Thursday, Aug. 21. The New York 
Turf Writers will be run this year in memory 
of Thomas H. Voss, the popular Maryland 
horseman who died in January. 

Saratoga’s other Grade 1 steeplechase race, 
the A. P. Smithwick Memorial, will be run 
three weeks earlier, on July 31. 

Steeplechasing’s rising stars in the novice 
division are featured in the $75,000 Jonathan 
Kiser Novice Stakes on July 24 and the 
$75,000 Michael G. Walsh Novice Stakes on 
Aug. 14. Fillies and mares are featured in the 
$75,000 Mrs. Ogden Phipps on Aug. 7 and the 
$75,000 Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords on Aug. 28.

Young riders 
to experience 
irish racing 

Four aspiring young riders will embark on 
the experience of a lifetime when they depart 
this month for a week-long trip to Ireland 
sponsored by the National Steeplechase Foun¬ 
dation. The working trip will allow them to 
experience jump racing in Ireland and to meet 
leading steeplechase participants. 

Participating in the trip are Juliette Chalm¬ 
ers, Jacob Crotts, Avery Smith, and Erin 
Swope. All have extensive riding experience, 
were recommended by their mentors, and 
wrote essays to explain why they would benefit 
from the Ireland experience. 

Some have participated in the Maryland 
Junior Hunt Cup and the Young Riders Camp, 
activities that the Foundation undertook after 
it merged with the North American Point-to- 
Point Association in 2012. All will pay their 
own transportation costs. Regina Welsh, who 
was the NAPPAs executive director, will serve 
as the tour director and chaperone. 

Once in Ireland, they will be based in the 
countryside an hour southwest of Dublin and 
will have ready access to leading training and 
breeding farms.

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Foundation inaugurates heimet-repiacement program 


When an accident occurs on the race course, 
a jockey has three fundamental protections: 
his or her riding skill, a safety vest, and an 
approved safety helmet. Each is important, but 
the safety helmet has particular significance 
because it protects against head injuries. 

New studies on the dangers of concussions 
in all sports have led to increased emphasis 
on concussion prevention, and the National 
Steeplechase Foundation has been a leader in 
the horse-racing sports. In 2013, the Founda¬ 
tion underwrote baseline concussion studies 
for all jockeys. 


Now, the Foundation has taken a further 
step to prevent concussions and head injuries 
in American Steeplechasing by replacing dam¬ 
aged helmets. A helmet offers protection only 
when it is intact, and a fall may compromise 
the integrity of the helmet. 

The National Steeplechase Association 
urges all jockeys to have two helmets available 
when they ride in races, and the Foundation 
has approved grants to make certain that the 
jockeys have that safeguard. When a jockey’s 
helmet is damaged in a fall, the rider can apply 
to the National Steeplechase Foundation for 


reimbursement for a new helmet. 

“The Foundation Board of Trustees believed 
that it was important to have a very straightfor¬ 
ward approach to replacing damaged helmets,” 
said NSF President Sam Slater. “There’s no 
questioning of whether the jockey can afford 
the new helmet or not. If the helmet is dam¬ 
aged in a fall, the jockey need only apply to 
the Foundation for reimbursement for a new 
helmet. This is a safety issue, and the Founda¬ 
tion trustees believe that the riders should have 
two intact helmets when they arrive at each and 
every race meet.”

JOHN G. D’AGUSTO 

Former jockey John G. D’Agusto, a 
Philadelphia native who pHed his trade at 
Pennsylvania tracks for nearly two decades, 
died April 28. He was 60. 

D’Agusto rode from 1977 to 1995, 
winning 989 of 7,734 mounts with purse 
earnings of more than |6.2 milhon. His 
best year came in 1983, when he recorded 
136 wins and earnings of $979,254. He 
was Philadelphia Park’s leading jockey that 
summer, with 94 wins. 

LOUIS EDWARD SCOTT 

Maryland horseman Louis Edward 
‘‘Scotty” Scott, 92, died May 3. 

The PikesviUe resident was born in 
Sparks, in the heart of Baltimore County 
horse country, he was the son of trainer 
Edward Scott, and began riding at age 12. 
He was licensed to ride at Maryland tracks 
in the 1940s and sought after as an exercise 
rider. Trainer J.B. Secor told The Baltimore 
Sun: “Scotty galloped some of the best 


horses in the country. He worked for the 
great trainers, Henry Clark, Bernie Bond 
and Bowes Bond. He also took a lot of 
younger men under his wing and showed 
them the ropes. He wiU be remembered as 
being from the old school.” 

Survivors include his son Jeffrey Scott 
of Miami, and daughters Denise Scott of 
Randalls town, Md., and Romanita Gaddy 
of Henrico, Va. 

HARRY HOPKINS 

Lifelong Harford County, Md., resident 
Harry Hopkins, a one-time dairy farmer 
who went on to breed, own and train race¬ 
horses at his 175-acre Priestford Farm in 
ChurchviUe, died of a heart attack May 8. 
He was 82. 

Hopkins was a real estate broker who 
founded the Harford County Association 
of Realtors (then called the Harford County 
Board of Realtors) in 1960. A horse show 
rider and foxhunter in his youth, he met 
his wife, the former Margaret Noyes, while 
a whipper-in with the Jerusalem Hunt 


Club. She was the daughter of Victor P. 
Noyes, a renowned Maryland horseman 
in the 1930s and ’40s. Hopkins took out 
his trainer’s hcense in 1957 and told The 
Maryland Horse in a 1977 interview that he 
would have made training his profession 
“if I could have afforded it.” 

The best horse bred and raced by 
Hopkins was Bold Road, first trained by 
childhood friend Grover “Buddy” Delp 
when the colt won the E. Taylor Chewning 
Handicap in 1977. By Bold Monarch 
(who stood at nearby Bonita Farm) out of 
Ginnygem, a mare Hopkins had claimed 
and raced in partnership with Willis Smith, 
Bold Road went on to win the 1979 J. 
Edgar Hoover Handicap and place in two 
stakes while earning $118,563. 

Hopkins is survived by his wife of 63 
years, his son Tim Hopkins of Darlington, 
who took over Harry Hopkins Co. Real 
Estate; another son, Harry G. Hopkins III 
of Rock Hall; his daughter, Margaret H. 
Bachman of Darlington; six grandchildren 
and four great-grandchildren.

In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS 
GOVERNING CAMPAIGN 
CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF 
MY CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

Turf writer Austin 
enjoyed the ride

I n 1987, I was sitting in the press box 
at Turfway Park preparing to cover my 
first horse race when Steve Woodward, 
my colleague at USA Today^ suggested I 
introduce myself to Dale Austin of The 
Baltimore Sun. 

In the almost three decades since it 
remains the single greatest tip ever given to 
me at the racetrack. 

Walking over, I stuck out my hand and 
said ^‘Dale, Reid Cherner from USA Todcy. 
You might have known my father-in-law 
Hal WiUiams who was an editor for 30 
years at The SunT 

Dale said, A really liked Hal and was 
sorry to learn about his passing away^’ I 
said, ^No sorrier than my mother-in-law 
who is having lunch with him right now’ 

I never tired of reminding him of that 
story because nobody laughed harder at 
himself than Dale. Secondly, and most 
importantly, because in the three decades 
of our friendship, it was the only thing that 
he ever said to me that wasn’t 100 percent 
accurate. 

On May 9, Dale passed away in his sleep 
at the age of 81 at his Bayside Beach home 
in Pasadena, Md. 

He covered horse racing for 50 years, 
mostly at The Sun but he also worked for 
The Washington Post, Thoroughbred Record, Air 
Force Times, Washington Star, Racing Times and 
The (Annapohs) Capital 

Horse racing was a passion but Dale 
was even more devoted to his family. 
That included his wife Ann (best known 
as ‘‘DoU”), sons Grant and David Austin, 
Stephen and Donald Mueller and daugh¬ 
ters Jan Johnson and Dorothy Blasdell 
plus seven grandchildren and four great¬ 
grandchildren. 

His obituary in The Sun split his family 
into children and stepchildren but many 
of us who knew Dale would never be able 
to distinguish the difference because Dale 
talked about them as one huge family. 


I lost a great friend, a tremendous men¬ 
tor and perhaps the greatest conversation¬ 
alist of my time. 

The two of us began a ritual of driving 
to Belmont Park together for the last race 
of the Triple Crown. “Hey Reido,” he’d 
say on my answer machine. ‘We going up 
this year?” 

I did the driving, he paid for all the tolls 
and food. 

So, at 5 a.m., I picked up Dale at the 
Timbuktu, a restaurant/bar outside of 
Laurel. He would toss a gym bag in the 
backseat, settle in, take a sip of coffee and 
begin a story. 

Four hours later we would approach the 
Verrazano Bridge in New York and Dale 
would finish his story. 

He would then clear his throat—he 
claimed not wearing the proper overcoat 
at a Baltimore Colts game in the 1960s left 
him with some respiratory problems-and 
say “that reminds me of another story” 
and that would take us until we reached 
our hotel. 

Riding the New Jersey Turnpike with 
Dale Austin was my way of getting a 
Master’s degree in horse racing. 

Among other things. 

Dale loved jazz, all the Baltimore teams, 
his family, crossword puzzles. The New 
Yorker, talking about famous trashy woman, 
beer (red wine in later days), beating the 
competition to a story and a good joke. 

So he might start off talking about 
Spectacular Bid being the greatest race¬ 
horse ever, but he’d eventually segue 
into Chet Baker’s music, the time Wilt 
Chamberlain tried to bump him from his 
spot scalping Oklahoma State-Kansas bas¬ 
ketball tickets, and finally the $38 check he 
received for some gas options he and his 
sister owned. 

Nothing delighted him more than get¬ 
ting a scoop or scoring a direct hit against 


racetrack management. But he also was 
tickled when they scored against him. 

During one of his battles with Maryland 
racetrack owner Frank De Francis, the 
executive stopped talking to Dale. That, 
of course, didn’t stop Dale from asking 
questions. 

Dale ran into De Francis one day and 
said, “Hey Frank how’s it going?” to which 
De Francis rephed, “Off the record, I 
think it’s going to be a pretty good day.” 

Dale retired from The Sun in 1990, 
but continued to write for the Annapolis 
Capital and other publications. He was a 
former president of the National Turf 
Writers and Broadcasters Association and 
Maryland Racing Media Association. 

Having a photographic memory for 
everything he ever wrote. Dale also took 
delight in his competition. His favorite 
lede ever—“They played the Stars and 
Stripes Forever but not for long” came 
from a Washington Post reporter covering 
an international race in which an American 
horse finished first, but was taken down 
for interference. 

A tremendous handicapper he would 
utter “uh, huh” when he made a huge 
score, but he wasn’t above playing one 
of his children’s telephone numbers in a 
trifecta box. 

Nothing was off limits for Dale when it 
came to a story. 

At the Keeneland yearling sales, he got 
the attention of billionaire horse owner 
Sheikh Maktoum al Maktoum, the prime 
minister of Dubai, by yelling “Yo, sheikh!” 

At Siro’s in Saratoga Dale called over a 
waiter to find out how much a notoriously 
frugal horse owner had tipped. 

The sheikh stopped and talked briefly. 
The waiter declined comment. 

But he was never vindictive and the 
worst I ever heard was him say was, Wou 
know he’s a bad guy.” 
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DALE AUSTIN 

Veteran racing writer Dale A. Austin, 
whose career spanned almost 50 years, 
died at home in Bayside Beach, on the 
bank of the Chesapeake Bay, in Pasa¬ 
dena, Md., May 9. He was 81. 

Austin was a regular presence at 
Maryland tracks and beyond as the 
racing correspondent for The Baltimore 
Sun. The Oklahoma native studied engi¬ 
neering at Oklahoma State University, 
but was drafted into the US. Army 
and served two years at Fort Meyer in 
Virginia to start a long association with 
the region. 

In 1959, Austin took a part-time job 
as a sports writer with The Washington 
Post. He joined The Sun in January 1962 
and stayed until December 1991 when 
he was lured away by a new publication, 
the Racing Times. Along the way he cov¬ 
ered Triple Crown winners Secretariat, 
Seattle Slew and Affirmed, Maryland- 
owned great Kelso, and the ups and 
downs of Maryland racing and a trip to 
the Enghsh Grand National at Aintree. 

After his retirement, he served sev¬ 
eral stints in the publicity office at 
Maryland tracks, was the pubhcity chief 
for the inaugural Colonial Downs meet¬ 
ing in 1997, and wrote a racing column 
for The Annapohs Capital 

Survivors include his wife Ada Ann 
Austin, whom he met when she was 
working as a model at Laurel, sons 
David and Grant Austin, stepchildren 
Stephen Mueller, Donald Mueller, Jan 
Johnson and Dorothy Blasdell, seven 
grandchildren and four great-grandchil¬ 
dren.

10years ago 

B After toying with the Preak¬ 
ness field and drawing off by 
11V 2 lengths, the largest win¬ 
ning margin in the classic’s his¬ 
tory, Smarty Jones carried the 
hopes of delirious fans every¬ 
where to Belmont Park. When 
Birds tone wore him down in 
the final yards of the Belmont 
Stakes, the first horse to ever 
pass the undefeated colt, ‘‘The 
record crowd of 120,139 flat- 
lined,” wrote Sean Clancy. 

A national sensation, the 
Pennsylvania-bred drew 9,000 
people to Philadelphia Park to 
see him gaUop in preparation 
for the Belmont. Local trainer 
John Servis, jockey Stewart 
Elliott and breeders/owners 
Roy and Pat Chapman were 
“bread-and-butter horseman 
who proved it could happen 
to anyone.” A Triple Crown 
sweep seemed meant to 
be-“chesmut horse, blue and 
white silks, effortlessness with¬ 
in iconic performances. . .” 

The Chapmans were as 
gracious in defeat as they were 
in victory. “Pm sad for all 
the fans. They really wanted 
this horse to win,” said Roy 
Chapman. “Hey, second in the 
Belmont isn’t bad,” added his 
wife Pat. “Life goes on.” 

B The Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association and its chief 
executive officer, Alan Fore¬ 
man, and various racing com¬ 
missions in the Mid-Atlantic 
region were moving forward 
in an effort to have uniform 
rules and regulations when it 
came to medication, reported 
BiU Finley. 

“More so than anywhere 
else, the Mid-Atlantic is where 
uniformity makes sense. . .” 
said Foreman. “I think there 
is a commitment to do that in 
the region and the sense is that 
the Mid-Atlantic should take 
the lead for the rest of the 
country. I am more confident 
than ever that this is going to 
happen. The stars are align¬ 
ing.” 


B Fasig-Tipton Midlantic’s 
2-year-olds in training sale set 
records in gross, average and 
top price. A Silver Deputy filly 
out of Livia B, by Johe’s Halo, 
became the most expensive 
horse sold at public auction in 
Maryland when Bu 22 Chace 
went to $450,000 to secure her 
for New Jersey residents 
Charles and Marianne Hesse. 
Consigned by NiaU Brennan, 
the filly was a pinhook 
homerun, having been bought 
for $75,000 as a yearhng. 

B Northview Stallion Station’s 
freshman sire Lion Hearted 
was off to a sensational start. 
Not only did his first starter 
Chocolate Brown win her 
debut, the New Jersey-bred 


fiUy captured the Fashion 
Stakes at Belmont next out to 
remain perfect. 

Another New Jersey-bred 
Lion Hearted filly made her 
own headlines as the most 
expensive Mid-Atlantic-bred 
juvenile sold at Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic’s May sale. Out of 
the Topsider mare Proper 
Lassie, the bay filly was pur¬ 
chased by Tom Van Meter for 
$150,000. 

Van Meter named his filly 
Mother, won races with her at Santa 
Anita and Monmouth, and retired 
her with earnings of $78,950from 
nine starts. As a broodmare for 
Van Meter, Mother has produced 
five foals, including thisyeafs 
KentucJy Derhy-G1 runner-up 
Commanding Curve. 


25years ago 

B The consensus was that the 
114th running of the 
Preakness, feamring the stretch 
battle between Sunday Silence 
and Easy Goer, topped one of 
the best days in Maryland 
racing history. The race “was 
one of the greatest sporting 
events many of us wiU ever 
experience or witness,” wrote 
Marty McGee. “Time, of 
course, will continue to fade 
the day farther into memory. 
But few of us, as devoted fans 
and supporters of horse 
racing, will ever forget it.” 

B News came of the death, 
at 88, of E.P. Taylor, giant of 
industry, founder of Wind- 
fields Farm and the world’s 
leading breeder of stakes win¬ 
ners.

To or from some 
around-the-globe appoint¬ 
ment, he would try to slip into 
Maryland at least once every 
three weeks or so. And when 
he couldn’t, he was profoundly 
apologetic.” 

B The leading buyer at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Spring 
Selected Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale was Tom Voss 
of Monkton, Md., who spent 
$101,000 on two. 

Overall, the sale results 
were “extremely heartening,” 
as the average increased 28 
percent to $18,806. Gross 
receipts on 82 juveniles were 
up 58 percent to $1,542,100.

B In the ^'Mail Bag'’ was 
a fascinating letter from 
Jefferson Davis Cohn, a 
breeder in France who had 
sent the Hkes of *Teddy, 
*Bull Dog and "^Sir Gal- 
lahad III to the US. The 
letter read in part: ‘d read 
regularly with interest your 
very interesting publica¬ 
tion, and I am wondering 
whether, in view of the 
great successes of *Sir 
Gallahad III, *BulI Dog and 
other progeny of Plucky 
Liege in this country, the 
following may not be of 
interest to your readers. . . 

‘Mhe last battle [of 
World War I] fought on the 
road to Paris was fought 
on my estate at Chamant 
near Senless where I then 
had my smd farm.

Saltwater Cowboys. Clam diggers, oystermen and fishermen turn cowboys once each year 
for the roundup of ponies that run wild on Assateague Island on the Eastern Shore of Virginia. 
The tradition dates to the 1700s, but has been an organized fundraiser for the Chincoteague (Va.) 
Volunteer Fire Company, which manages the pony herd, since 1925. Much as this 1950 photo 
shows, the ponies are herded across the channel at low tide with the foals sold at auction the next 
day.
